His  Great  Grandfather  "Casper  Heiiser" 
Found  Here  in  Providence  in  ijog. 
The  ot'ner  day  in  looking  over  the  lat- 
est volume  of  the  Early  Record  of 
Providence  '.  v  ?o  >  wbjcb  i«  bv  Hie 
way,  the  most  illiterate  thing  in  print, 
which  has  ever  thus  far.  fallen  within 
lily  vision.  A  monster  of  capitalization,  I 
came  across  the  name  of  "Caspar  Heu- 
ser"  (p.  326).  It  was  signed  to  a  very 
short,  and  very  curious  transfer,  of 
Land,  by  a  man  to  his — "My  Xow  Wife 
Sarah  Hizer."  In  the  Document  the 
man's  name  is  written  JaSper  Hizer. 
Many  years  ago,  I  owned  a  small  vol- 
ume, entitled  "Caspar  Hauser,  an  Ex- 
ample of  a  Cruise  Against  the  Life  of 
a  Man's  Soul."  It  was  a  translation  from 
the  German;  and  its  Author  was,  "An- 
selm  von  Feuerbach."  It  was  published 
in  Boston  in  1832.  It  was  one  of  the 
most  wonderful  experiences  in  life,  of 
any  Human  being  of  whom  I  had  ever 
heard.  In  order  that  my  readers  may 
realize  its  wonder,  I  will  make  a  brief 
summary  compiled  from  the  Encyclo- 
pedia  Britannica ;  and  from  Lippincott 
Biographical  Dictionary.  "On  the  26th 
of  May,  1828,  a  German  Boy  appeared 
in  the  streets  of  Nuremberg,  about  six- 
teen years  old,  with  such  a  helpless  and 
bewildered  air,  that  he  at  once  attracted 
the  attention  of  the  people.  He  could 
not  speak  a  word,  nor  understand  a 
word.  In  the  boy's  pocket  were  two  let- 
ters. One  letter  purported  to  have  been 
written  by  "a  poor  laborer"  stating  that 
the  boy  had  been  given  in  his  custody  on 


the  7th  October,  1S12,  and  that  according 
to  agreement  (he  did  not  say  with 
whom)  lie  had  instructed  him  in  reading, 
and  writing,  and  in  the  Christian  Reli- 
gion, but  that  up  to  the  time  fixed  for 
relinquishment  of  his  custody  he  had 
kept  tbP  hoy  in  close  cor- fin  em  en  t.  The 
boy  had  a  second  letter  purporting  to  be 
writlen  by  the  boy's  mother,  stating  that 
he.  was  born  on  the  30th  of  April,  181 2. 
that  his  name  was  Kasper;  and  that  his 
father  was  a  Cavalry  officer  in  the  6th 
Regiment,  at  Nuremberg.  He  was  taken 
to  the  house  of  Binder,  the  burgomas- 
ter of  Nuremberg,  where  it  was  gradu- 
ally discovered,  that  the  boy's  name  was 
Kaspar  Hauser,  as  he  called  himself, 
and  he  had  been  taught  by  sonic  un- 
known person  to  write  those  words,  and 
no  others;  that  he  had  been  kept  from 
infancy  in  a  dark  subterranean  cell,  or 
prison,  and  kept  from  all  light;  and 
from  ever  seeing  a  human  being,  the 
only  food  lie  ever  saw  was  bread,  and 
the  only  drink,  was  water;  at  last,  lie 
was  taken  on  the  back  of  the  man  who 
had  kept  him  in  such  seclusion,  to  a 
road  near  Nuremberg  in  a  semi-con- 
scious condition  and  there  left.  All  Eu- 
rope was  in  a  storm  about  the  story  of 
this  boy.  The  Burgomaster,  Binder  :  Pro- 
fessor Danmer,  both  of  Nuremberg,  Von 
Feuerbach  ;  Lord  Stanhope  and  many 
■  others  wrote  books  about  this  boy>  and 
tfae  wonderful  secrecy  of  his  history. 
The  boy  lived  five  years  after  his  being 
discovered.  At  last  a  note  was  sent  '.o 
him,  to  go  to  a  certain  street,  where  a 
letter  would  be  shown  to  him  about  his 
birth  and  connection.    While  reading  the 
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letter  he  was  stabbed,  and  died  three 
days  later.  The  extraordinary  fact  that 
a  man  lived  here  in  Providence  in  1709. 
more  than  a  Century  before  the  boy's 
birth,  and  bearing  the  boys  name  Cas- 
par Hauser,  seems  almost  incredible ;  he 
married  a  Providence  woman,  I  believe, 
but  cannot  yet  find  the  evidence.  Abi- 
gail Waterman,  witnessed  the  Signing 
and  Sealing  of  the. "Deed."  She  was 
the  wife  of  Richard  Waterman,  a  Jus- 
tice here,  before  whom  Caspar  Heuser 
appeared  and  took  the  oath  that 
this  Deed  was  his  free  and  vol- 
untary act.  That  there  was  a  fam- 
ily connection  between  the  Provi- 
dence Caspar  Hauser,  and  the  Nurem- 
berg Kaspar  Hauser,  there  can  be  no 
doubt.  The  boy  must  have  derived  his 
name  in  1812.  from  the  man  here  in 
Providence  in  1709.  Those  who  have 
the  curiosity  to  look  more  carefully  into 
this  wonderful  story,  can  find  an  elabor- 
ate paper  in  the  Atlantic  Monthly,  v. 
7,  p.  62;  there  was.  in  1852,  in  the  Lib- 
rary of  the  Providence  Athenaum,  a  j 
copy  of  Feuerbach's  Kaspar  Hauser  in  | 
English:  it  is  there  still.  It  is  now 
a  rare  book. 


That  a  man  named  Caspar  Hauser 
dwelt  here  in  Providence  in  1709,  is  not 
a  matter  of  opinion;  it  is  a  matter  of 
fact,  lie  owned  land,  but  the  document 
which  he  signed  and  which  was  recorded 
here  upon  the  Town  Records,  does  not 
give  its  location,  nor  bounds.  He  was 
a  German,  the  evidence  lies  in  his  name. 
He  was  never  admitted  a  Freeman. 
His  ownrship  of  land  gave  him  the 
right  of  admission;  but  he  never  applied 
for  the  right.  The  names  of  men  can- 
not be  studied  ahead  of  time.  Like  all 
things  in  this  world  the  names  of  men 
must  be  studied  backward.  "A  child's 
given  name"  came  from  some  man, 
who,  under  the  same  name  existed  be- 
fore the  birth  of  the  child.  So  it  was 
with  the  bov  Caspar  Hauser.  The  boy 
never  knew  his  own  name.  It  was  given  to 
him.  The  child  was,  according  to  the 
written  evidence,  5  months  and  8  days 
old  when  lie  was  placed  in  a  cell  and 
hidden  from  men.  His  name  Caspar 
Hauser,  was  no  accident.  It  was  given 
to  him  in  a  very  strange  way.  Tin's 
name  came  down  to  1812,  the  year  of 
the  birth  of  the  child,  from  his  father. 
The  evidence  is   in   writing.     The  child's 
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father  must  have  been  born  about  1770. 
His  name  was  Caspar  Hauser.  Sixty 
years  before  the  birth  of  the  child's 
father,  a  man,  also  a  German,  was  li sing- 
here  in  Providence.  This  is  a  strange 
and  curious  circumstance;  and  it  will 
be  of  great  interest  to  the  scholars  of 
Nuremberg  and  also  to  many  other 
scholars  in  England,  for  there  have  been 
three  literary  epochs  in  the  study  of  this 
strange  illustration  of  Human  Life,  1830- 
1833,  1851-1853,  1871-1S73.  These 
epochs  are  twenty-one  years  apart,  and 
twenty-one  years  was  the  age  of  Cas- 
par Hauser,  when  he  was  stabbed 
to  death  in  a  street  of   Nuremburg. 


AX  INCIDENT  OF  THE  PASSAGE 
OF  PORT  HUDSON  BY  FARRA- 
GUT'S  FLEET,  MARCH 
11TH,  1863. 
(Written  soon  after  its  occurrence.) 
From  the  moment  we  came  under  fire 
at  Port  Hudson  until  out  of  range  above 
the  six  miles  of  continuous  batteries,  the 
Angel  of  Death  and  the  Demon  of  Cru- 
elty seemed  to  be  in  league  for  our  de- 
struction.    It  is  impossible   for  one  who 


has  not  had  the  actual  experience  of  a 
f    naval    encounter    to   conceive    the    awful 
sublimity    of    such    a    scene.      A    terrific 
thunder  storm  which  shakes  the  bravest 
nerves    furnishes   but    a    feeble   compari- 
son.    In  the  war  of  natural  elements  one 
feels  that  the  Almighty's  bolt  may  strike 
him   fatally,  but  he  never  thinks  of  it  as 
directed    towards    him    inimically.      In    a 
battle   between   opposing    forces  on    land 
or    sea    it    is    quite    different.      As    you 
watch   the  rapidly  succeeding  flashes  ot 
the   enemy's  guns,   you   know  that   every 
flash  means  death  or  mutilation  to  some- 
bod}',    if    the    gunners'   skill   can    accom- 
plish   it.      You   are   directly   in    front   of 
those  devastating  engines,  and   they  are 
deliberately  and     intelligently     aimed    at 
you.      If    the    missile    which    they    hurl 
misses    its    mark    by   never    so    little,    all 
you   can   say  about   it    is:    '"It   is   of   the 
J   Lord's    mercy   that    I    am    preserved!" 
i        I    had   never   before   been    under    lire; 
I   and  when  the  word  came,  on  the  morn- 
j    ing  of   the   eleventh   of   March,   that   we 
were    to    make    the    attempt    to    run    the 
I   batteries  that  night,  I  anticipated  the  ac- 
'  tion  with  more     curiosity     than     dread. 
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When     we     were     fairly     engaged     the

sounds  made  me  realize  the  awfulriess 
of  battle.  The  roar  of  cannon,  the 
screeching  whiz  of  explosive  bombs,  the 
whirl  of  the  propeller,  the  shrill,  excited 
orders  of  the  officers,  the  crashing  of 
splintered  spars,  and  the  exaggerated 
noise  of  the  laboring  engine,  all  contrib- 
ute to  render  the  situation  horrible. 

The  story  of  that  memorable  night 
when  out  of  eight  vessels  which  at- 
temped  to  run  the  gauntlet  of  Port -Hud- 
son's batteries,  only  the  ''Hartford"  and 
the  "Albatross"  succeeded,  has  been 
faithfully  recorded  by  many  writers, 
each  one  presenting  some  particular 
phase  of  the  action  which  most  forcibly 
impressed  him.  In  this  article  I  propose 
to  recount  the  singular  circumstances  at- 
tending the  fate  of  one  of  the  humblest 
heroes   on   board   the   "Albatross." 

A  young  Frenchman  of  fine  appear- 
ance and  amiable  disposition  filled  the 
position  of  Captain's  steward.  His 
name  was  Charley  Rick.  He  was  a 
great  favorite  on  board  ship,  and  was 
allowed  many  exceptional  privileges  by 
the  Commander,  who  fully  appreciated 
him.  During  the  afternoon  previous  to 
the  engagement  he  was  closeted  in  a  lit- 
tle store-room  in  the  rear  of  the  ward- 
room, of  which  lie  had  charge,  as  it  j 
contained  the  Captains  stores.  In  this 
room  it  was  his  habit  to  spend  his  lcis- 
lire  moments  and  occupy  himself  with  | 
books,  or  in  writing.  At  about  sunset 
Oil  this  last  day  of  his  life  he  came  from  j 
this  room  with  a  neat  little  package  in 
his  hand,  and  approaching  me  with  the 
customary  respectful  salute  lie  said  : 

"Doctor,  when  you  go  down  the  river 
will  you  please  give  this  to  Louise?'' 

Somewhat  surprised  I  replied,  "Why 
Charley,  aren't  you  going  to  stay  with 
us?." 

He  smiled  sadly  and  said,  "I  am 
sponger  of  the  parrot-gun  on  the  fore- 
castle and  I  shall  be  killed  tonight." 

I  tried  to  laugh  him  out  of  so  foolish 
a  notion,  telling  him  that  I  should  be  just 
as  much  exposed  as  he  would  and  stood 


an  equal  chance  of  getting  killed.  His 
answer  was,  "Please  take  it,  Doctor,  1 
know   this    is    my   last   day  on   earth." 

At  the  little  town  of  Palaqtiernine, 
down  the  river,  there  was  a  nice  baker's 
shop,  kept  by  an  old  Frenchman  and 
his  three  very  handsome  daughters. 
While  patrolling  the  river  we  had  fre- 
quently lain  at  anchor  opposite  this  town 
for  several  days  together,  and  always 
took  occasion  to  supply  ourselves  wit!, 
fresh  bread  from  the  bakery,  and  not  in- 
frequently to  refresh  ourselves  by  a 
pleasant  chat  with  one  or  other  of  the 
pretty  girls  who  waited  on  us.  They 
were  modest  and  intelligent,  without  be- 
ing in  the  least  degree  prudish,  and  al- 
though lively  in  conversation  and  man- 
ner, they  were  all  endowed  with  that  in- 
describable dignity  which  is  born  of  self- 
respect,  and  which  effectually  repels  any 
offer  of  familiarity.  Several  of  the  offi- 
cers, even,  came  near  leaving  their 
hearts  in  that  little  baker's  shop,  but 
Charley  Rick,  the  Captain's  steward,  ac- 
tually did  it.  He  fell  desperately  in  love 
with  the  youngest  and  most  beautiful  of 
the  three  girls,  and  his  affection  was 
fully  reciprocated.  Their  chief  oppor- 
tunities for  courting  were  during  the 
young  man's  short  morning  call 
when  he  went  for  the  Captain's 
dally  supply  of  bread,  still  they 
managed  to  obtain  a  peep  into  the 
condition  of  each  other's  hearts,  and 
by  the  time  we  were  ready  to  start  on 
our  perilous  journey  up  the  river  they 
had  plighted  their  troth,  and  were  both 
looking  forward  to  a  joyful  reunion  in 
the  near  future. 

I  took  the  package  from  the  young 
man's  hand  and  locked  it  in  my  desk, 
making  some  mental  reflection  as  I  did 
so,  about  the  stupidity  of  superstition 
and  the  utter  absurdity  of  those  who  be- 
lieve   in    presentiment;    or    premonitions. 

Just  before  midnight,  at  a  moment 
when  we  were  under  the  hottest  fire,  and 
struggling  past  one  of  the  principal  bat- 
teries, I  was  sitting  in  the  ward-room, 
which  I  had  prepared   for  the   reception

would  be  the  first  victim,  when  a  hoarse 
voice  called  down   the  coinpafiionway, 

"Doctor,  here's  a  man  with  his  arm 
shot   off!'' 

''Bring  him  down  quick!" 

They  laid  him  on  the  table,  and  as  he 
was  insensible  I  at  first  thought  he  had 
fainted  from  loss  of  blood,  but  on  gen- 
tly drawing  the  shattered  arm  away  from 
his  side  I  at  once  discovered  that  a  largo 
fragments  of  a  bursting  shell  had  passed 
through  his  body,  and  he  was  dead.  I 
looked  into  his  calm,  pale  face  and  re- 
cognized the  Captain's  steward,  Charley 
Rick. 

It  was  a  great  shock  to  me.  Xo  other 
man's  death  in  that  fearful  conflict 
would  have  surprised  me,  but  the  literal 
fulfilment  of  a  presentiment  which  I  had 
so  recently  ridiculed  filled  me  with  a 
startling  sense  of  the  supernatural. 

An  examination  of"  the  package  com- 
mitted to  my  care,  which  was  done  by 
order  of  the  Captain,  revealed  not  only 
his  devotion  to  his  fair  fiancee  but  also 
his  positive  conviction  of  the  sad  fate 
that  awaited  him.  There  was  a  daguer- 
reotype of  Louise  and  a  letter  addressed 
to  her,  written  in  very  good  French,  ex- 
pressive of  the  most  ardent  affection.  The 
closing  portion  of  the  letter  was  as  fol- 
lows : 


"Adieu,  my  beautiful,  my  darling 
Louise.  1  kiss  you  for  the  last  time.  I 
.-hall  be  killed  tonight.  !"      • 

On  the  glass  which  covered  her  pic- 
ture was  the  unmistakable  imprint  of  his 
lining    lips.

The  Landgrabbing  by  the  Arnolds. 
Compared  with  the  Landgrabbing  by 
Roger  Wieuams.  The  Arnold's  Held 
3000  Acres  and  Roger  Williams  not 
an  Acre. 

The  individual  ownership  of  land 
here  in  Rhode  Island,  and  the  "bounds" 
of  lands,  began  with  "The  Combina- 
tion," which  was  adopted,  or  said  to  have 
been  adopted  by  the  men  holding  lands 
Ik  re  in  Providence  on  the  27th  of  the 
5th  month,  (July)  1640.  The  sole  pur- 
pose of  the  makers  of  the  Document 
was  for  the  individual  ownership  of 
lands  here.  These  men  were  the  Ar- 
nold's, the  Harris's;  the  Coles;  the 
Olneys,;  and  John  Warner.  The  earliest 
transaction  under  this  "Combination" 
was  a  Document  alleged  to  be  a  trans- 
fer by  the  Town  of  Providence  of  cer- 
tain lands  in  the  Town  to  William  Ar- 
nold.     There      was      1:0      consideration 
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given  by  Arnold,  nor  did  he  pay  the 
Town  anything.  I  will  reproduce  the 
localities    of   these    lands. 

I.— -  "His    (Arnold's)    Home    Share.'' 

2. — Also  "one  plot  lieing  near  the 
(Pawtuxet)    River." 

3. — Also  "another  plot  lieing  without 
the    North   end." 

4. — Also  "one  peeee  of  meddow  west 
side  of  the  River  Wan  as  qua  tucket.'' 

5. — "Also  "a  piece  of  land  upon  the 
Salt  River"  (Xarragansett  Bay)  at  the 
further  most  of  side  of  the  Towne 
Roundes." 

6. — Also  "the  neck  or  poynt  of  land 
that  licth  between  the  Salt  River  (Xar- 
ragensett  Bay)  and  the  Coavc  called 
Sasafras    Cove. 

7. — Also  "Another  piece  of  land  lic- 
Hig  upon  a  poynt  over  against  \\  acriamo- 
quott  to  the  land  called  What  Cheer.'' 

These  seven  tracts  of  land  were  lying- 
in  all  parts  of  the  town.  The  bounds  of 
^he  lands,  by  trees,  were  rlrst  laid  down 
in  this  Document,  and  were  long  fol- 
lowed. "He  (Arnold)  having  stakes 
"drove"  into  the  ground,  at  the  foure 
corners  of  it,  and  marked  trees  to  be 
on  the  boundes  of  it."  The  measures  of 
these  lands,  by  poles,  and  a  pole  was 
16J/2  feet;  but  these  poles  under  which 
Arnold  was  getting  these  larger  tracts 
in  all  parts  of  the  Town  were  to  meas- 
ure 18  feet.     Then  the  Document  closes 


with  this  extraordinary  clause.  "All  the 
aforementioned  land  with  all  the  use> 
benerTites  and  Phtes  thereof  the  Towne 

of  Providence  doe  acknowledge  to  1;. 
the  true  and  Pper  Right  of  the  said  Wil- 
liam Arnold,  both  to  himself,  and  hi- 
heirs  forever;  and  doe  acknowledge, 
and  maintainc  the  said  William  Arnold 
have  Equall  and  Pper  Right  of  Comon- 
ing  with  the  appurtenances,  Jsues, 
Pfiites.  Beneffifs,  and  Commodities 
thereof  that  are  now  or  ever  shall  be 
undivided  or  unappropriated  lieing 
within  the  Surcitt  of  the  Towne  afore- 
said." 

This  document  was  dated,  "14th  day 
of  the  2nd  month  [1641].  but  it  bears  the 
signatures  of  no  't'oivn  officers;  nor  of 
anybody.  It  is  printed  in  the  Early  Rcc- 
.  urds  (v.  1,  p.  109.)  It  was  not  recorded 
until  1659,  eighteen  years  after  it  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  written.  Trees  be- 
came at  once  the  common  bounds.  Here 
are  a  few  of  the  forms.  "A  white  Oake". 
"A  Black  Oake."  "A  Greene  Oake."  "A 
Pitch  Knot."  "A  Red  Oake."  Then 
came  trees  marked;  and  "Stakes,"  ami 
"Rockes,"  and  "Heaps  of  Stones,  etc., 
etc.  There  are  conditions  concerning 
this  document  which  have  never  be  for' 
been  stated  by  anybody;  however,  the 
people  of  this  age  know  nothing  whatso- 
ever about  them.  I  will  set  them  forth 
for     they     are     the     seeds   from    which

gruw  the  political  rascality  of  that 
day.  as  is  shown  by  the  Union 
Railroad's  Perpetual  Franchise  of 
1898,  and  the  formation  of  six 
corporations  on  this  one  Charter,  which 
arc  robbing  the  people,  twenty  four 
hours  every  day,  and  365  days  every 
year.  "Millions  of  dollars  are  squelched 
from  every  salaried  man's  pocket-book, 
for  all  the  property  of  these  men  is  car- 
ried about  in  an  envelope  made  of  imita- 
tion leather.  Xow  for  this  William  Ar- 
nold paper  called  a  "Deed."  As  a  Deed 
it  has  now  no  legal  existence ;  nor  did 
it  ever  have  a  legal  existence.  There  was 
no  year  upon  the  original — in  truth 
there  was  no  original — The  year  [1641], 
was  an  interpolation,  or  an  addition. 
There  was  a  secret  rmrnose  by  Arnold 
ini659,  in  this  matter  of  recording.  It 
was  for  use  in  a  political  property  revo- 
lution which  culminated  in  1660-61.  It 
bears  the  signatures  of  no  man.  nor  met], 
authorized,  legally,  to  sign  away  the 
property  of  the  people.  Xor  of  men  tm- 
.  authorized  to  sign  it.  Arnold's  purpose 
was  to  get  possession  of  Seven  Estates, 
and  he  got  possession.  They  were 
selected  in  seven   sections  of  the  Town, 


for  the  purpose  of  having  a  hand,  upon 
the  land,  whenever  incoming  men  should 
give  it  "'an  unearned  increment."  The 
"Confirmation  Deeds"  were  coining,  aid 
Arnold  knew  it;  he  was  in  the  scheme; 
so  he  put  these  words  in  the  Document 
to  bind  the  people,  "And  doe  acknowl- 
edge and  maintaine  the  said  William 
Arnold  have  an  Equal  and  Pper  Right 
of  comoning  with  the  Appurte- 
nances. Jsues,  Pffites,  Beneffits.  and 
Commodities  thereof  that  are  now,  or 
ever  shall  be  undivided,  or  unappropri- 
ated lieing  within  the  Surcitt  of  the 
Town  aforesaid."'  (Early  Records,  v.  1, 
p.  109.)  And  such  stuff  is  entered  in 
the  Index  of  this  volume  a  "Deed — 
Grantor — Providence  town  of,  to  Wil- 
liam Arnold  "  Without  a  signature,  a 
Deed  is  not  a  Deed.  The  chronological 
order  of  this  volume  of  Early  Records 
is  a  strange  construction.  The  last 
Deed  recorded  in  it  bears  date 
1670,  then  came  the  years,  all  going 
backwards,  1641,  1640.  1658,  1652,  1642, 
all  of  these  showing  William  Arnold 
Grantee.  In  that  of  1670,  William  Ar- 
nold  is    Grantor. 

Great  tract.-,  of  lands  were  grabbed  by 
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Arnold    in    the    "Land    Revolu- 


tion" of  1659-1663.  In  addition  to  those 
above  described,  these  two  Arnold's, 
father  and  son,  while  living  here  in 
Providence,  became  "nominally"  inhabi- 
tants, of  the  Massachusetts,  and  for 
sixteen  years  paid  no  tax  here;  ultimate- 
ly, Benedict  Arnold  became  Governor  of 
the  Colony,  obtained  the  adoption  of  the 
law  of  primogeniture,  so  that  a  man 
dieing,  leaving  no  will,  his  lands  fell  to 
his  Eldest  Son.  Benedict  then  took  his 
father  to  Newport.  There  he  kept  his 
father  from  making  a  will,  and  so  ac- 
quired all  his  vast  lands.  None  of  the 
shares   fell   to   the   other   children. 

There  was  what  passed  for  a  man,  liv- 
ing at  that  time  here  in  Providence;  he 
went  under  the  name  Roger  Williams, 
he  had  a  Home  Lot;  but  he  had  no 
Deed  of  it;  lie  held  no  lands;  the  mo- 
ment he  received  any  lands  by  the  lot- 
teries, he  passed  them  at  once  to  some- 
body else,  ami  he  died  landless. 

Today,  there  is  living  an  Arnold,  here 
in  Providence — he  is  a  descendant  from 
the  two  Saint- — mentioned  above.  Here 
are  his  "Land"  characterizations,  oi  a 
man,  who  established  a  Civil  Government 
on  Earth,  right  here,  on  this  spot,  called 
Providence,  in  which,  SOUL  LIBERTY 
was  the  Fundamental  Divine  Law.  It 
was  the  First  Civil  Government  on 
Earth,  founded  upon  Religious  Liberty, 
and  so  maintained.    This  is  the  way  this

I    wish   to   correct    a    singular   blunder 
made  by  myself  in  giving  the  date  of  the 
birth  of  Stephen  Hopkins.

Beaman 
himself  blundered;   for  he  gave  the  cor- 
rect date  in  tin's  same  History  of  Scitu- 
ate  (page  17).     My  error  was  under  the 
name   Setuat.    (Indian   Lands  as  Known 
to  the  great  Sachems,   (p.  263.) 
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The  Twentieth  Volume  oe  the  Provi- 
dence Early  Record?. 

In  the  article  on  Caspar  Hausar  in 
the  last  week's  issue  of  Book  Notes 
mention  was  made  of  the  monstrosities 
oi  Capitalization,  otherwise  the  use  of 
capital  letters,  in  writing,  and  printing 
names  and  words,  in  the  recent  volume 
of  the  Providence  Early  Records,  the 
20th  recently  published  by  the  City,  and 
edited  by  William  E.  Clark,  Record 
Commissioner,  and  likewise  City  Clerk. 
The  correct  use  of  capital  letters  is  thus 
given  in  Webster's  Dictionary.  "A  leading 
or  heading  letter  used  at  the  beginning 
of  a  sentence,  and  as  a  first  letter  of  cer- 
tain words."  These  certain,  words  are 
carefully    set    forth      in      the     admirable 


"Manual  of  Styles.'"  or  "Typographical 
Rules,"'  published  by  the  University  of 
Chicago.  In  order  to  get  some  idea  of 
the  terrible  results  of  the  work  in  tran- 
scribing the  original  manuscript,  and 
then  printing  the  copy  transcribed;  i 
counted  the  blunders  in  transcribing  by 
the  introduction  of  capitals,  whichcapf- 
tals  are  not  in  the  Original  manuscript 
The  average  to  each  page,  in  counting 
five  pages  was  55  in  the  volume  are 
457  Pa»es»  hence  the  volume  would  con- 
tain 24,221  false  capitals,  none  of  which 
exist  in  the  Original  manuscript.  It  is 
my  deliberate  opinion  that  in  this  vol- 
ume thus  printed,  are  more  than  thirty 
thousand  blunders,  of  this  character  I 
will  give  unselected  specimens,  as  a 
means  of  illustration.

a  town  in  this  State,  appears  used  in  a 
(iced  of  1706,  "laud  being  and  lieing 
Scituate  in  the  TowneShipp  of  Provi- 
dence" (page  107).  It  will  be  found 
also  on  pages  143,  375,  395.  The  word 
intended  to  be  used,  and  in  use  at  the 
time,  was  "situate" — meaning  situated. 
The  word  Scituate,  when  first  heard  of, 
in  Rhode  Island,  was  the  name  of  a 
town,  in  1732.  (R.  I.  Col.  Rec ,  444). 
Such  work  is  a  disgraceful  shame;  are 
we  to  believe  that  the  name  JoScph  was 
written  by  the  Recorder  in  that  style? 

This  volume  of  the  Early  Records  is 
merely  the  Record  of  Deeds  for  the 
town  of  Providence  for  the  years  1705, 
1710.  As  a  matter  of  History,  it  is  of 
little  value,  but  if  printed,  it  should  have 
been  done  correctly.  As  a  curiosity  of 
construction  in  the  writing  of  Deeds,  it 
is  without  a  parallel;  I  will  give  a  speci- 
men. In  June  1705.  one  Whipple,  gave 
a  Deed  of  Lands  to  one  Thornton, 
(Early  Records,  v.  20,  pp.  46-47.)  I  will 
give  a  curious  and  useless  use  of  words. 
"And  the  premises  above  by  these  pres- 
ents mentioned  to  be  granted,  bargained  & 
sold  &  every  part  &  percell  thereof  upon 
the   signeing  sealeing  &  delivery   hereof

Sufficiently  Saved  &  kept  harmless  of  & 
from  all  &  all  Manner  of  formes  &  other 
Bargaines.  Sales.  Gifts.  Grants. LeaSes 
ASsignements.  Judgements.  Executr  uis. 
fTortittures,  seizures,  Joyntures  Dowryes, 
Power  &  thirds  of  Li.ckl.ea  his  Now  Wife 
to  b  claimed  &  Challinged  in  or  to  the 
same  or  any  part  thereof  And  rot  to  be 
Saved  &  kept  harmless  only  by  the  Sd 
John  Whipple  &  of  ^  fioiv,  all  &  Sin- 
gular other  charges,  Titles,  Troubles, 
Incumbrances  &  Demands  Whatso- 
ever had,  Made,  Done  or  Suffered  to  be 
done  by  the  SD  Whipple  &c  ,  &c.  The 
language  is  as  printed  in  the  volume, 
but  the  printed  capitalization  is 
only  partly  given.  This  specimen 
contains  171  words,  or  substitutes 
for  words.  Any  legal  mind  in  ex- 
istence   today    could    write    as    clear    and 
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complete    a    transfer,    using     25     or     30 
words.     This  however,  is  no  fault  of  the 
Record  Commissioner  Clarke  who  super- 
vised the  work      These  men   made  Rec- 
ord Commissioners  ha\e   been    from  the 
first    appointments    men    absolutely    unfit 
for  the  work.     I   will  give  two,  or  three 
specimens  of   their   work.     In   the   Index 
published  in  the  Fifth  Report  of  the  Rec- 
ord Commissions   (  Horatio     Rogers  and 
Edward    Field)      1      find    this   referep.ee.    j 
"Williams,    Roger,   obituary  notice  of,   no    j 
date,  01323."

Providence 
j  Early  Manuscripts.  William  R.  Staples 
I  has  told  the  story  of  this  incident.  (An- 
;  nals  of  Providence,  p.  166).  The  fire 
1  took  place  30  March,  1676.     The  records 
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were  sent  to  Newport  to  be  kept  until 
the  war  was  over.  They  came  back  in 
1677. 

Here  is  another  specimen,  in  the  Index 
of  this  same  Fifth  Report  of  the  Com- 
mission. "Rferendum,  application  and 
practice  in  the  Colony.  1650,"  Doc  041. 
1  had  studied  the  Referendum  and  its 
practice  before  this  Report  was  made 
but  I  had  never  seen,  nor  heard  of  this 
"Documnt."  It  is  what  we  now  call,  a 
"Schedule"  of  the  General  Assembly; 
otherwise  the  Acts  and  Resolves,  for  the 
October  Session,  1650.  It  was  printed 
entire  in  the  R.  L,  Col.  Rec.  v.  1,  p.  228. 
The  word  "Referendum"  is  not  in  the 
Document,  but  its  operation  is   directed. 

Tere  is  another  specimen.  There 
is  printed  in  Volume  17,  Early 
Records,  page  2~;z,  Document  0695, 
A  Document  written  by  Dan- 
iel Williams,  addressed  ''To  all  them 
that  Deem  themselves  Purchasers  of  the 
Town  of  Providence.  If  they  be  real 
purchases  I  would  have  them  make  it  so 
appear." 

This  Document  is  not  indexed  in  the 
Fifth  Report;  nor  is  there  anything  in- 
dicating or  leading  to  it.  The  writing  in 
several  lines  is  very  difficult  to  read ; 
only  an  expert  in  ancient  manuscripts 
could  read  or  understand  it.  I  will,  give 
a  spcimen.  "Now  I  speake  to  you  all, 
Desiring  your  Honcrs  will  be  pleased  to 
Consider  of  the  matter  and  to  answer 
nice  to  one  (or  two)  querys ;  that  is. 
whether  you  have  any  thing  under  my 
father's  hand  to  prove  the  bounds  of  this 
Towne  upon  those  Twente  men  were 
Concernd ;  or  whether  my  father  Dis- 
posed of  any  of  the  Township,  to  any 
other  persons  sence  the  Twente  men 
were  first  in  Rower."  It  is  impossible  to 
understand  this,  unless  we  know  what 
happened.  There  was  no  transaction  in 
land  into  which  Twenty  men  entered, 
with  Roger  Williams.  But  there  were 
Twelve  with  whom  he  entered  into  a 
Compact.  "Firs!  in  Rower"  should  read 
"first  in  power..  Roger  Williams  was  the 
13th  man  in  the  Compact.  There  were 
not  thirteen  First  proprietors;  there  were 


but  one;  and  his  name  was  Roger  Wil- 
liams. Here  is  another  fine  illustration 
of  the  determined  "Land  Grabbing"  with 
which  Roger  Williams  is  charged  by 
"Arnold"  of  our  own  days.  "It  is  Evident 
that  this  Township  was  my  Fathers;  and 
it  is  held  in  his  name  against  all  nn-Just 
claimers  &  can  you  find  such  another 
now  alive  in  this  age;  he  gave  away  his 
lauds  and  other  Estate  to  them  that  he 
thought  was  most  in  want,  until  he  gave 
away  all;  so  that  hee  had  nothingto  help 
himself;  so  that  he  being  not  in  A  way 
to  get  for  his  supply  and  being  auchant, 
it  must  needs  pinch  hard  somewhere.  This 
"Anehant,"  meant  "Ancient"  otherwise 
"old."  Lovingly  I  ask  my  ancient  friend 
James  X.  Arnold,  the  Historian  of 
Rhode  Island,  if  that  was  not  a  curious 
specimen  of  "Land  Grabbing."  These 
printed  volumes  of  the  Providence  Early 
Records  have  terribly  injured  by  the 
manipulation  of  men  wo  knew  nothing 
of  the  formation  of  letters  in  ancient 
manuscripts.  And  this  20th  volume  is 
one  of  the  very  worst. 


Mr.  Frederick  J.  Haskins  has  an  elab- 
orate paper  in  the  Sunday  Jounral  on  the 
Scourge,  Small  Pox,  in  which  he  holds 
the  money  doctors'  side  of  the  case,  sup- 
porting the  deadly  work  of  Jenner  vac- 
cination, with  the  suppression  of  all  the 
murders  caused  by  the  Jenner  rot.

or  compartment,  so  that  the  odors  from 
the  fowls  and  their  enclosures  may  con- 
taminate the  meat. 

These  learned  men  would  have  us  be- 
lieve that  the  odors  from  "Live  poultry" 
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odors  from  decayed  dead  Poultry  are 
not  dangerous  to  Live  Poultry.  Such 
work  is  worse  than  ridiculous ;  for 
it  is  against  the  health  of  the  People, 
and  was  done  as  I  sec  it  solely  in  the  in- 
terest of  that  business  carried  on  by 
some  individuals,  calling  themselves  a 
Public  Market.  The  inmates  of  the  But- 
ler Asylum  ought  to  be  made  the  only 
men  eligible  to  the  positions  of  the 
Providence  Board  of  Aldermen. 

-  The    coal    dealers    here   in    Providence 
combine  in  prices  of  coal  bought  by  the 
people,  but  make  no  combination  against 
corporations.       The    manufacturer    gets   i 
his    coal    for    nearly    one-half    the    price   j 
which   some  of  the   real   workers   in   the    j 
mills  pay.      It  is  the  man  who  produces    j 
nothing,    that    gets    all    the    money    thaJ 
labor  produces. 


Here  is  a  clipping  from  Book  Notes, 
July   9th,   1910. 

Henry  Cabot  Lodge's  work  as  a  U.  S. 
Senator  from  Massachusetts  is  over,  and 
he  ought  not  to  be  tolerated  in  the  Sen- 
ate.

The  January  Century  has  a  most  in- 
structing and  most  interesting  article  on 
the  creating  of  new  plants  in  Iowa.  The 
author,  Prof.  Bailey  the  Agricultural 
Director  of  Cornell  University  tells  us 
that  new  purposes  are  constantly  entering 
into  the  breeding  of  plants.     We  are  pro- 
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chicing  maize  with  extra  high  content  of 
starch,  and  other  forms  with  high  cor. 
tent  of  oil.  The  Germans  breed  pota- 
toes for  alcohol  production  and  other 
special  uses.  We  need  peaches  and  other 
fruits  for  extra  long  shipment.  We  have 
peas  and  sweet  corn  especially  adapted  to 
canning.  We  are  beginning  to  breed  for 
disease-resisting  qualities.  The  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  is 
working  on  a  wilt-resisting  cotton,  and 
watermelon,  a  rust-resisting  oat,  and 
similar  things.  The  North  Dakota  ex- 
periment station  is  producing  a  disease- 
resisting  flax.  The  Maine  and  Vermont 
experiment  stations  are  investigating  the 
subject  of  blight-proof  potatoes.  We 
shall  probably  breed  blight-resisting 
pears,  disease-free  ginseng,  and  blight- 
proof  tomatoes.  We  already  have  a  wilt- 
resisting  and  nematoid-resisting  cow  pea, 
although  not  the  result  of  direct  breed- 
ing. WTe  are  constantly  giving  more  at- 
tention to  securing  plants  that  have  the 
desired  qualities  inherent  in  themselves 
rather  than  in  obtaining  these  qualities 
by  means  outside  the  plants.

This  book  was  attacked,  by  Piiil- 
eleutherus  Lipsiensis  (Richard  Bentley). 
the  most  learned  classical  scholar  in  Eng- 
land of  his  time.  The  copy  now  offered  is 
of  the  best  edition — a  book  considered  In- 
dispensable in  forming  just  opinions  of 
Biblical  criticism.  F.  H.  was  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Francis  Hare.

The  Signs  of  the  Time-,  is  a  weekly 
newspaper  printed  at  Mountain  View, 
California.  In  its  issue  for  October  25th, 
1910,  it  has  a  clever  article  bearing  the 
title  above  given  asking,  to  which  col- 
ony, Maryland  or  Rhode  Island  belongs 
the  honor  of  first  establishing  a  Com- 
monwealth upon  the  principle  of  entire 
separation  of  Church  and  State  is  a 
mooted  question.  After  a  careful  citing 
of  all  the  writers  upon  the  subject  (my- 
self one,  in  R.  I.  Hist.  Tracts,  2nd  ser., 
Tract  5),  Mr.  Calcord.  the  author  of 
the  article,  reach.es  the  conclusion  "To 
Rhode  Island,  therefore,  rather  than  to 
Maryland  must  be  accorded  the  honor 
of  first  founding  a  Commonwealth  upon 
the  right  principles."

In  two  petitions  for  a  new- 
charter  presented  to  Charles  II,  in  1662, 
Mr.  Williams  stated  that  the  people  of 
his  Colony  had  it  much  in  their  hearts 
"to  hold  forth  a  lively  experiment  thai 
a  most  flourishing  civil  state  may  stand, 
yea,  and  best  be  maintained  with  full 
liberty  in  religious  concernments"  for 
this,  Air.  Colcord  cites  Field's (  Edward) 
State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence 
Plantations.     There  were  not  "two  peti- 


tions" for  a  new  charier;  "Mr.  Williams" 
never  wrote  either  of  the  addresses  to 
Charles  II,  to  which  Mr.  Colcord  refers; 
nor  does  the  book  which  he  cites  con- 
tain such  a  statement.  John  Clarke 
wrote  both  of  the  epistles.  He  was  not" 
living  here  in  the  Colony.  He  lived  in 
London,  where  he  had  lived  ten  or 
twelve  years.  One  man  not  living  here 
would  alone  "petition"  for  a  Colonial 
Charter  from  the  King.  For  these,  ten 
or  twelve  years  Clark  had  acted  in  Lon- 
don as  "agent  and  aturney"  for  the  col- 
ony. Mr.  Colcord's  article  is  illustrated 
with  pitcures  of  the  Xew  State  House, 
and  of  the  Statue  of  Rc^ger  Williams  at 
the  park;  but  by  far  the  most  interesting 
interesting  picture  is  that  of  Roger  Wil- 
liams in  a  forest,  praying  on  one  knee, 
in  a  tremendous  snow  storm.  The  story 
of  the  construction  of  the  Charter  of 
1663.  is  one  of  interest,  and  which  has 
never  yet  been  truthfully  told.

Messrs.  MacColl 
and  Lippitt  haunted  the  rooms  of  the 
tiuance  committee  when  the  bill  readied 
the  Senate,  refusing  explanations  to  any- 
one outside,  but  even  Senator  Aldrich, 
stout  defender  oi  the  textile  tariff  that 
lie  is,  could  not  see  his  way  clear  to 
grant   their  amazing  request."

A  parcel  of  men  are  working  in  an 
attempt  to  frighten  the  *People  into  sub- 
mission to  vaccination  with  serum  of 
human  manufacture,  as  a  preventive  to 
the  Typhoid  Fever:  and  most  shameful 
to  relate,  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital.  A  Boston  newspaper  gives  the 
following: 

"The  subject  of  typhoid  fever  at  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  with 
especial  relation  to  its  bacteriology  and 
its  immunity,  had  been  the  chief  study

ning, at  least,  with  an  investigation  oi 
specific  anti-typhoid  inouculation  as  a 
method  of  prophylaxis  against  the  dis- 
ease.

The  measures  requierd  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  this  communicable  disease  are 
known,  but  the  practicable  difficulties  are 
in  getting  the  known  measures  carried 
out.  The  prevealence  of  this  throuoghly 
preventable  disease  in  the  United  States 
should  be,  and  is  beginning  to  be  a 
National  disgrace."  This  paper  was 
written  by  L.  L.  Lumsden,  Passed  As- 
sistant Surgeon,  U.  S.  Public  Health 
and  Marine  Hospital  Service.  Then 
come  ten  pages  in  which  is  care- 
fully set  forth  the  necessity  of  cleanli- 
ness, and  sanitation,  with  not  a  word 
about  vaccination.

Somebody  has  inserted 
into  this  book  the  two  maps  of  New 
Jersey,  made  in  1806,  to  illustrate  the 
Military  work  of  General  Washington's 
Campaign  in  1776-1777  in,  the  State  of 
Xew  Jersey.  The  State  map  of  1S34  i-s 
not  in  the  book.

York  Tribune,  a  newspaper  then  just 
started  by  Horace  Greeley,  issued  a 
pamphlet  entitled  "The  Junius  Tracts." 
There  were  eight  of  these  Tracts;  their 
subjects  being,  the  Currency;  the  Tariff. 
Political  Abolition;  Democracy;  Labor 
?.\h\  Capital;  and  the  Public  Lands. 

The  wages  of  labor  in  1842,  were  such 
that  a  man  could  live  well  on  one- fourth 
of  his  earnings.  Has  "protection"  bene- 
fitted men?  On  the  contrary,  Greeley's 
work  produced  the  political  revolution 
now  in  progress.  It  will  never  end  un- 
til men  get  their  Human  Rights  intact. 
"Protection  of  Tabor"  is  sheer  robbery 
of  the  consumer;  and  the  laborer  him- 
self is  the  least  able  to  bear  "Protection."

William  Somner  was  Dorn  at  Canter- 
bury in  Kent,  England,  in  1598.  He  was 
clerk  to  his  father,  who  was  Registrar  of 
the  court  in  Canterbury  Cathedral.  Sub- 
seuently  he  was  given  preferred  office  in 
the  Ecclesiastical  Courts  by  Archbishop 
Laud.  He  was  much  given  to  philological 
studies,  as  this  book  will  show;  and  he 
was  a  beneficiary  of  the  ecclesiastic  pow- 
ers. He  himself  relates  in  his  preface  to 
this  book  that  it  was  written  in  the  in- 
terest of  those  "who  had  good  affection 
unto  monarchy,  in  the  State;  and  unto 
Prelacy,  in  the  Church."  Again,  lie  de- 
clares himself  to  be  one  of  those  "depend- 
ing upon  the  Hierarchy  to  keep  them,  and 
theirs."  He  describes  himself  as  an  "ex- 
auctorated  Register,  one  among  the  many- 
objects  of  your  (Bishop  Warner  of  Roch- 
ester(  beneficence  and  charity."  (Dedi- 
cation to  Somner's  Treatise  on  Gavelkind). 
The  word  exauctorateu  meant  at  that  time 
deprived  or  dismissed  from  service  for 
some  cause.  This  cause  was  doubtless  his 
standing  for  the  King  and  the  State 
Church.  The  time  was  the  death  of 
Charles    the    First 
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These  Records  were  the  First  ever  made  of  the  Transfers  of  the  LANDS

A  friend  at  the  City  Hall,  Mr.  Fred 
A.  Arnold,  asked  me  if  I  could  give  him 
some  account  of  a  book  which  he  had 
just  obtained.  I  will  try.  The  name  of 
the  Book  is,  "The  Main  Point,  or  Saving- 
Faith  Distinguished  from  Counterfeits: 
As  delivered  publicly  in  several  Dis- 
courses, Anno  M.  DCC.  LXII.  By 
Timothy  Allen,  A.  M.  and  V.  D.  M." 
The  imprint  is  "Providence;  X.  E. 
Printed  and  Sold  by.  William  Goddard 
at  the  Post  Office.  M.  DCC.  LXV." 
The  book,  is  really  a  pamphlet ;  it  be- 
comes a  book,  after  a  binding  has  been 
fixed  upon  it.  It  is  an  octavo,  having  66 
pages,  with  a  leaf  following,  not  paged. 
This  last  leaf  has  one  page  covered  with 
an  advertisement  of  "Books  to  be  sold 
by  William  Goddard  at  the  Printing  and 
Post  Office  at  the  Sign  of  Shakespear's 
Head  in  Providence."  This  bust.  Shake- 
speare's Head  and  Shoulders,  was  the 
idea  of  the  young  Printer,  William  God- 
dard, for  he  was  then  a  young  fellow. 
It  stood  over  the  door  of  Goddard's 
shop,  on  what  is  now  Meeting  street. 
The  lot  where  the  house  stood  was  what 
was  then  known  as  the  corner  of  what 
we  now  call  North  Main  street.  Tt  was 
a  fine  idea,  and  original  here  with  God- 
dard. The  pamphlet,  or  book,  is  "un- 
cut," neither  by  trimming  the  edges ;  nor 
separating  the  leaves  where  folded.  It 
is   in   excellent   condition.      On    the   title 


page  are  written  the  words  "T-o  be  lent.'' 
But  nobody  appears  to  have  borrowed 
it.  Only  the  rirst  "form,"  eight  pages, 
and  the  last  "form,"  four  pages  are 
separated.  The  eight  intermediate 
"forms"  are  folded  and  uncut,  just  as 
they  left  Goddard's  ""Printing  and'  Post 
Office,"  One  Hundred  and  Forty-five 
years  ago.  It  has  come  back  to  Provi- 
dence, let  me  hope,  to  stay.  It  is  a  very 
rare  book  indeed ;  and  is  in  fine  condi- 
tion ;  and  when  compared  with  the  book- 
printing  of  that  age  the  finest  specimen 
that  1  have  ever  seen.  It  is  posessed  of 
much  historical  interest  in  the  matter  of 
Religion,  and  its  Counterfieits  then  exist- 
ing in  Connecticut. 

Timothy  Allen,  was  born  at  Xorwich, 
Connecticut  August  31,  171 5.  Entered 
Yale  College,  Xew  Flaven,  was  grad- 
uated in  1736;  studied  for  the  Min- 
istry was  ordained  10th  October, 
173S.  He  began  preaching  before  he  was 
ordained,  which  made  the  established 
Church,  Congregational,  his  enemies,  and 
his  zeal  in  promoting  revivals  angered  still 
deeper  his  ministerial  brethren,  in  charge 
of  the  churches  then  existing  in  the  Val- 
ley of  the  Thames.  In  1742  a  Convoca- 
tion dropped  him  from  his  Ministerial 
Rights.  He  was  not  restored  to  the 
Ministry  during  six  years.  It  was  this 
phrase,  which  caused  the  action  of  the 
Convocation  "The  reading  of  the  Scrip- 
tures without  the  Concurring  influence, 
and  operation  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  will 
no  more  convert  a  sinner  than  reading  an 
Old  Almanac. "  In  1742  when  he  was 
forced   from   the   Ministry,  he  began    a 
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school   for  the  education   of  young  men 


to    become    "exhorten 


and    minister* 


this  school  was  supported  by  a  sect  then 
called  "New  Lights,"  The  Congrega- 
tional Convocation  induced  the  General 
Assembly  to  enact  a  law  driving  the 
school  out  of  the  State.  Allen  went  with 
his  school  into  Rhode  Island;  and  sub- 
quently  over  to  Long  Island.  The  school 
was  not  long  in  existence.  This  para- 
graph by  Benedict  will  indicate  the 
school's  locality  in  Rhode  Island. 
''At  Charlestown,  in  the  Xarragan 
sett,  in  the  South  Part  of  Rhode 
Island,  near  Point  Judith,  an  In- 
dian Church  was  formed,  probably 
about  1750.  It  arose  out  of  a  Pedo- 
baptist  church  of  the  'Separate"  order, 
which  was  gathered  there  in  the  'New 
Light  sin."  Beneuiei's  Hist,  baptist 
Denom.  v.  2,  p.  427,  181 2.)  The  town  of 
Charlestown  was  incorporated  in  173S, 
previously  a  part  oi  Westerly.  The  In- 
dian Church  was  near  Watchaug  Pond, 
on  the  north  side,  and  more  than  fifteen  i 
miles  from  Point  Judith.  On  the  title  i 
page,  the  author's  name  appears  "Timo-  | 
thy  Arnold,  A.  M.  and  V.  D.  M,"  Mr.  | 
Allen   was   a   graduate   oi  Yale   College,  | 


and  the  A.  M.  stands  for  the  Master  of 
.Arts  Degree  which,  was  given  tu  him. 
The  V.  D.  M.  stands  for  Verbi  Dei 
Minister,  meaning  ''Minister  of  the  word 
of  God."  THE  MAIN  POINT,  would 
be  a  book  if  bound,,  but  not  a  sermon. 
It  is  a  combination  uf  parts  of  Sermons. 
As  a  literary  piece  oi  work  it  is  deficient 
in  style,  language,  order  or  methed.  It 
is  in  truth  a  curiosity. 

I  will  give  a  few  specimens  of  Mr. 
Allen's  work.  "If  death  reigned  from 
Adam  to  Moses,  that  is  2500  years, 
over  such  as  never  committed  one  actual 
transgression."  For  this,  he  cites  Rom. 
v.  14.  But  there  is  no  2500  years  men- 
tioned as  cited.  ..  Are  we  to  belive  there 
were  human  beings  who  had  never  com- 
mitted one  transgression  in  2500? 
(Main  Points,  p.  8.) 

"Death  is  the  greatest  punishment  that 
ever  was  inflicted."  (p.  8.) 

'Tis  no  evasion  of  tins  argument  to  say 
it  was  only  bodily  death  that  so  reigned, 
as  the  apostle  says,  bvcanstdcath  of  the 
body  is  great  punishment."     (p.  8.) 

"A  believer  is  one  who  is  affected  with 
Divine  things,  just  as  if  they  were  pres- 
ent realities;  even  as  a  common  fact,  af- 
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fects  us  as  a  common  truth,  when  we 
believe  it."  Will  not  a  Common  Fact 
affect  us,  whether  we  believe  it,  or  not. 
Are  there  not  now  existing,  Common 
Facts,  of  which  thousands  of  men  have 
no  knowledge?   (p.  9.) 

"There  are  those  who  were  bid  0>y 
whom)  to  believe  his  truth,  and  trust  his 
grace,  but  never  did;  who  were  often 
warned  (by  whom),  of  certain  ruin  in 
every  other  way;  but  still  would  give  ear 
to  lying  vanities;  they  must  lie  in  chains 
must  burn  in  Hell  forever  and  ever." 
(P-  12.) 

"Real  sinfulness  is  no  bar  to  the  salva- 
tion of  him  who  believes  the  Divine  tes- 
timony about  Christ ;  though  designed 
wickedness  is  always  a  qualification  for 
Hell."  (p.  56.)  For  Roger  of  Wen- 
dover's  History  of  the  Invention  of  Hell,, 
see  Book  Notes,  (v.  26,  p.  52.) 

"These  views  of  the  ubiquity  or  every- 
whereness  which  must  be  essential  to 
natural  self  consistency."  (Answer  to 
Pilate's  Question,  p.  19.) 

"God  is  the  same  from  everlasting  to 
everlasting;  and  the  Son  of  God  says  I 


and  my  father  are  one."  (Answers  to 
Piltate's  Question,  p.  42. 

"This  is  my  beloved  son  in  whom  I  am 
well  pleased,  importing  that  God  was  per- 
fectly suited  with  the  righteousness  he 
was  then  compleating."  (Answer  to  Pi- 
late's Question,  p.  25.) 

These  two  clippings  were  exposed  by 
Sir  Isaac  Newton,  as  being  notable  cor- 
ruptions of  Scripture.  (Book  Notes,  v. 
27,  P-  153) 

Miss  Lamed  has  described  the 
Reverend  gentleman  very  well  in  her 
History  o-f  Windham  County,  (v.  2,  p. 
21.)  In  writing  about  the  town  •"Ash- 
ford,"  she  describes  Mr.  Allen.  "Reli- 
gious dsssensions  were  only  heightened 
by  the  settlement  of  the  Rev.  Timothy 
Allen,  as  minister  of  the  town.  A  de- 
vout Christian,  and  a  fervent  and  elo- 
quent speaker  he  was  erratic,  visionary, 
and  imprudent  in  speech  and  conduct." 
"The  great  unpopularity  of  Mr.  Allen 
among  the  people  at  Ashford  caused 
many  of  the  people  of  the  church  where 
he  preached,  to  decline  to  hear  him 
preach  or  to  pay  for  his  support."    There 
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was  a  speculation  in  land  in  the  town  at 
the  time  and  Mr.  Allen  entered  into  it 
and  "became  so  involved  that  his  credit- 
ors sent  him  to  jail."  He  was  again  dis- 
missed from  the  pastorate,  and  left  the 
state.  (Larned's  Hist.  Windham  County, 
v.  2,  p.  26.)  These  transactions  took 
place  in  1764.  The  next  year  he  re- 
moved to  Plainfield;  and  it  was  from 
Plainfield,  that  the  "Main  Point"  was 
printed  by  William  Goddard,  in  1765. 
There  are  but  three  copies  of  this  little 
book,  now  known  to  be  in  existence. 
The  first  is  in  the  Library  of  the  Amer- 
ican Congregational  Association  of  Bos- 
ton; the  Second  is  in  the  Andover  Theo- 
logical Seminary;  and  the  third,  is  this 
copy  belonging  to  Mr.  Fred  Arnold,  here 
in  Providence.  I  will  reproduce  Mr. 
Coddard's  list  of  books  for  sale  by  him 
here  in  Providence  in  1765.  It  is  inter- 
esting from  two  points.  First,  in  the 
books  offered  to  buyers  here  in  Provi- 
dence ;  second,  in  the  "New  England 
Paper  Manufactory  just  established  in 
the  Town  of  Providence."  This  Paper 
mill  stood  on  the  banks  of  the  Woon- 
asquetucket  river,  where  the  National 
and  Providence  Worsted  Mills  now 
stand,  in  what  used  to  be  known  as  Ol- 
neyville.  I  have  now  specimens  of 
paper  made  at  this  mill.

During  this  same  year,  1765,  Mr.  God- 
dard printed  a  second  pamphlet  written 
by  Mr.  Allen.  This  is  its  Title  (An- 
swer to  Pilate's  Question  (What  is 
Truth?)  by  Timothy  Allen,  A.  M.  and 
V.  D.  M..  Providence  in  New  England. 
Printed  and  sold  by  Sarah  and  Wil- 
liam Goddard,  at  the  Post-Office. 
MDCCLXV."  8  vo.  pp.  48.  These  two 
publications  are  the  most  famous  of  his 
eight  publications.  In  writing  about  this 
last  publication  the  Rev.  W.  Hart,  in 
1769,  describes  Allen  "as  being  heretical 
in  his  notions  of  the  Trinity,  and  he  has 
many  other  wild  imaginations."  (Dex- 
ter's  Biog.  Sketches  of  Yale  Graduates, 
P-  554-)  ^r-  Allen  wrote  an  instructive 
Preface  to  his  "Answer  to  Pilate's  Ques- 
tion" which  I  will  reproduce.  ''Since  in- 
quiries about  what  is  Truth  in  matters 
of  religion,  are  become  more  common 
than  in  some  past  times,  the  author  of 
the  following  discourse  has  been  induced 
to  attempt  a  delineation  of  truth  it- 
self, as  that  which  alone  contains  a  safe 
answer  to  all  such  inquiries.  But  as 
every  person  in  the  world  has  an  inter- 
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est  oi  infinite  importance  in  the  answer 
to  the  question  What  is  Truth?  so  it 
becomes  necessary;  in  a  discourse  of 
'his  kind  to  consult  the  circumstances  of 
die  lower  rank,  as  much  the  most  nu- 
merous part  of  mankind;  and  yet,  each 
equally  with  others,  interested  in  the 
contents.  Accordingly  as  the  utmost 
plainness,  and  the  natural  brevity,  were 
necessary  to  accomodate  to  the  appre- 
hensions of  the  unlearned  and  to  the 
outward  abilities  of  the  many  who  are 
not  able  to  buy  a  large  book ;  so  on 
every  branch  of  this  extensive  subject, 
the  author  knowing  of  no  treatise  on  it 
but  the  Bible,  has  only  endeavored  to 
exhibit  the  shortest,  and  most  striking 
scriptural  light.  If  his  design  of  brevity 
in  favor  of  such  as  may  incline  to  pur- 
chase a  book,  has  prevented  his  ilkistrat- 
inging  some  passages,  so  much  as,  per- 
haps, would  be  agreeable  to  some;  he 
only  desires  such  readers  to  give  a  little 
more  careful  attention  to  the  genuine 
import  of  what  is  written ;  and  that 
every  one  would  suspend  his  censure  till 
he  is  sure  of  the  sentiment;  for  though 
the  sentiments  if  they  are  contained  in 
truth,  need  no  favor,  nor  fear  a  cen- 
sure, yet  if  not,  though  they  may  find 
favor,  no  censure  can  be  unjust.     Truth, 


in  the  sense  of  the  bible,  has  an  almighty 
patron;  if  the  following  meditations  are, 
as  they  are  pretended  to  be,  illustrations 
of  that  truth,  and  so  may  be  used  to 
serve  its  purpose;  the  view  of  their  pub- 
lication  is  abundantly  answered." 

Tins  Preface  to  Mr.  Allen's  Answer 
to  Pilate's  Question,  is  dated  from 
"Plain  field  in  Connecticut"  September 
i  st,  1765."  Mr.  Allen  at  once  disap- 
peared from  Connecticut,  and  for  twen- 
ty years  nothing  was  known  of  his 
whereabouts.  He  was  preaching  in 
Granville  and  in  Chesterfield,  both  in 
Massachusetts.  Mr.  Allen's  death  took 
place  at  Chesterfield,  Mass.,  in  his  90th 
year,  in  1806.  He  left  property  appraised 
at  $150.00,  of  which  the  chief  item 
was  Books,  in  number  125.  (Dexter's 
Biographical  Sketches  of  the  Graduates 
of  Yale  College,  p.  554.)  There  are  four 
or  five  copies  now  known  of  this  "'An- 
swer  to  Pilate's  Question."  One  at 
Andover  Theological  Seminary;  one 
at  Boston  Atheneum;  one  at  Amer- 
ican Antiquarian  Society,  Worcester; 
one  at  the  R.  I.  Historical  Society; 
Brinley  had  a  copy  which  was  sold  at 
the  Library  Sale  in  1881.  For  my  re- 
searches on  these  matters,  I  have  been 
assisted    by    Karl     Xorthup    Manchester

'"Rhode  Island,"  the  Governor  con- 
tinued, "was  settled  and  is  made  up  of 
people  who  found  it  unbearable  to  live 
anywhere  else  in  New  England.  [Laugh- 
ter.] They  couldn't  bear  to  be  contra- 
dicted. I  noticed  when  speaking  one 
night  at  Providence,  for  instance,  that 
something  was  going  or.  all  over  the 
room.  [Laughter.]  At  one  table  two 
men  would  be  saying,  'Nothing  in 
what  he  say,'  and  at  another  two  more 
would  be  agreeing,  'That's  it;  he's  right.' 
[Laughter.] 


Mary  Dyer  was  the  wife  of  William 
Dyer,  the  Secretary  of  the  Colony  of 
Rhode  Island.  She  was  a  splendid  En- 
glish woman,  a  Quaker.  The  Massachu- 
setts Government  ordered  her  to  be 
hanged  by  the  neck  until  dead,  on  a 
tree  on  Boston  Common.  Yes,  she  found 
it  unbearable  to  live  anywhere  else  in 
New  England.  Anne  Hutchinson  was 
one  of  the  most  learned  among  Boston 
women  in  1638.  The  government  or- 
dered her  to  leave  the  Colony.  She 
came  to  Portsmouth,  on  the  Island  of 
Rhode  Island ;  in  going  over  Long 
Island  to  the  Dutch  Colony,  the  Indians 
chopped  off  her  head.  Yes,  she  found 
it  unbearable  to  live  elsewhere  in  New 
England. 

In  1862  eight  elderly  English  women 
ot  Salem  were  burned  ai  the  staKC,  De- 
cause  the  courts  declared  them  to  be 
witches.  No,  they  never -tried  to  live 
on  the  land  of  Rhode  Island.  They 
could  never  have  been  murdered  by  the 
Colonial  Government  of  Rhode  Island 
on  such  a  charge. 

In  the  year  1659,  four  young  English- 
men dwelling  at  Newport  in  Rhode  Is- 
land, went  to  visit  friends  in  Boston. 
They  were  Quakers.  They  were  thrown 
into  prison  and  all  were  at  once  hanged.

The  following  letter  was  written  by  a 
man,  now  a  citizen  of  Providence,  well- 
known  and  highly  respected,  Benjamin 
B.  Edmands.  It  is  most  interesting; 
and  concerns  one  of  the  greatest  events 
in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  of  '  1861- 
1864.  It  is  dated  August  8,  1863,  and 
relates  to  Vicksburg,  and  Jackson.  Jack- 
son was  captured  May  13,  1863 ;  and 
Vicksburg  on  the  4th  July,  1863.  Mr. 
Edmands  was  a  soldier  in  'these  tremen- 
dous victories.  In  the  letter,  Benjamin's 
Battery  is  mentioned.  This  Battery  was 
part  of  the  Ninth  Army  Corps.  Mr. 
Woodbury,  in  his  "Burnside  and  the 
Ninth  Army  Corps,"  which  I  published, 
mentions   Gen.   Benjamin  many  times. 

Sunrise,  Saturday,  Aug.  8,  1863. 
Dear  Father — Here  we  are  on  the 
crowded  roof  of  the  crowded  "Hiawa- 
tha," wending  our  slow  way  to  Memphis, 
Cairo,  and  some  say  to  St.  Louis,  there  to 
take  cars  for  Cincinnati  Here  on  this 
boat  are  three  regiments  the  27th  Michi- 
gan 45th  Pennsylvania  and  the  36th 
Massachusetts,  besides  Benjamin's  bat- 
tery of  20- pounder  Parrott  guns  with  all 
its  guns,  men  and  horses;  probably  200 
or  more  of  the  latter.  This  battery  oc- 
cupies'the  lower  deck,  all  the  commis- 
sioned officers  of  the  various  regiments, 
and  battery  the  saloon,  the  27th  the  sa- 
loon deck,  the  45th  and  36th  the  roof  or 
hurricane  deck.  We  have  covered  the 
latter  with  our  shelters  joined  together, 
affording  a  fail-  shelter  from  the  sun, 
though  probably  not  much  from  the  rain, 


though    it  has  not   rained   any   since   we 
have  been  on  board.     We  came  on  board 
Tuesday  afternoon   and  the   prospect  of 
our    leaving    Mississippi    had    been    our 
food   and   drink  ever   since  we,   wearied 
out  and  generally  used  up,  got  back  from 
Jackson.     We  can  realize  it  seems  every 
moment    our    constant    approach    to    the 
north — our  native  north,  "the  birthplace 
of  valor,  the  country  of  worth,"  and  we 
rejoice  therein.     Yes,  there  are  some  two 
thousand  men  on  this  boat  when  usually 
nine    hundred    would    be    considered    a 
large  allowance.    Why,  I  awoke  just  now 
and  sitting  up  looked  around  me.  and  it 
is  a  fact  our  boys  lay  close  all  over  the 
boat  as   far  as  I  could  see  and  in   some 
parts  of  the  boats  I  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve  they  must   be   closer   than    in   this. 
If  the  soldier  had  any  business  to  think 
or  speak  he  would  probably  say  this  was 
outrageous     I  should  have  said  that  be- 
sides the  battery  horses  there  are  enough 
regimental  horses  to  bring  the  number  up 
to  three  hundred  or  over.    We  have  just 
passable  coffee  served   out  by  our   com- 
pany cooks  three  times  a  day,  plenty  of 
hard  tack,  one  ration  of  uncooked  ham 
j    so  far,  and  we  cannot  cook  it  and  a  ra- 
I    tion  of  whiskey  every  day,,   which   is   a 
t    gill   though    that    falls    short    sometimes: 
I    this    has     been    given    {the    whiskey    I 
I    mean),  most  of  the  time  since  we  came 
•    from  Jackson.     One  day  before  leaving 
1    camp   for  the  boat  an   order   from   Gen- 
i    eral  Grant  was  read  to  the  various  regi- 
;    ments   of    the   9th    Corps   highly  conipli- 
;■    mentary  for  their  assistance  in  the  cap- 
I    ture    of    Vicksburg   and    the    eight   days 
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siege  of  Jackson,  and  authorizing  us  to 
put  "Vicksburg"  and  "Jackson"  on  our 
colors.  But  coffee  has  just  been  brought 
up  from  below,  where  it  is  made  with 
condensed  steam ;  the  hubbub  and  noise 
around  me  in  consequence  of  this  wel- 
come event  is  such,  as  to  -induce  me  to 
'draw  to  a  close.  I  am  quite  well  so  is 
George,  through  the  weather  and  confine- 
ment do  not  produce  the  best  fellows.  I 
hope  this  finds  you  well.  I  send  much 
love  to  Mrs.  Edmunds  and  Aunt  Rebecca 
and  to  each  of  every  branch  of  your  nu- 
merous family.  I  expect  some  to  get 
mail  at  Memphis,  when  I  hope  to  hear 
from  you  all.

Book  Notes  for  the  18th  of  February 
last,  contained  a  paper  about  those  peo- 
ple who  found  it  "unbearable  to  live  any- 
where else,"  language  used  >>y  Governor 
Woodrow  Wilson  of  Xew  Jersey.

A  friend  sent  to  me  this 
note:  "In  the  Evening  Bulletin  or  the 
2oth*inst.,  is  the  sentence  said  to  be 
quoted  from  Book  Notes.  "In  1862  eight 
elderly  English  women  of  Salem  were 
burned  at  the  stake  because  the  courts  de- 
clared them  witches."  If  the  reference 
is  to  the  events  of  1592.  in  Sale  n,  Massa 
chusetts,    it    is    clearly    in    err   r    us    you 

•witchcraft  with  one  exception  (accord 
irg  to  Upham's  History)  were  hung,  not 
burned;  that  one  was  pressed  to  death." 
Truly  yours,  etc.  No.  my  story  does  not 
refer  to  the  events  of  1592,  but  to  the 
events  of  1692.  I  made  no  error.  The 
printer  made  the  error  and  I  failed  to 
see  it.  All  the  papers  followed  correctly 
Book  Notes.  The  men  of  Salem  forcibly 
and      brutally    murdered     eight    women, 
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whether  by  pressing  to  deaih  or  by  hang- 
ing by  the  throat  upon  a  tree,  or  by 
burning  at  a  stake,  under  whichever  form 
I  venture  to  suggest  that  the  aged  women 
found  life  unbearable  in  Salem.  It  did 
not  all  happen  in  the  year  1692,  bur  what 
difference  does  that  rnake.  It  all  hap- 
pened whenever  and  however.  Such  work 
never  could  have  been  done  in 
Rhode  Island.  Nobody  could-  have  been 
misled  by  the  date  1862.  Certainlcy  every- 
body knows  that  eight  old  women  were 
not  hanged  for  witchcraft  in  Salem  dur-' 
ing  that  year. 

There  is  another  comical  specimen  of 
typography  in  the  paragraph,  next  to  the 
last  in  the  article;  it  is  the  word  pereg- 
nailon ;  it  is  so  printed  in  Book  Notes 
and  all  the  papers  followed.  It  is 
an  uncorrected  typographical  error. 
I  wrote  plainly  enough  '"peregrina- 
tion,' and  thought  I  saw'  it,  when  1  read 
the  proof.  No  writer  ought  to  be  the 
sole  corrector  of  his  proofs;  because  he 
knows  what  he  wrote,  and  thinks  lie  sees 
it  before  him  in  the  proof. 
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History  has  been  wrenched  and  twisted 
for  centuries,  until  there  was  no  history 
in  it. 
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The  following  newspaper  clipping  was 
recently  sent  to  me,  asking  if  I  could  ex- 
plain, it.     I  will  try.     It  heading  was: 
THE  ALDERMAN I C  FLAG. 

It  Is  Flown  When  the  Board  Is  to  Have 
a  Meeting. 

'  "What's  the  flag  for?"  asked  a  com- 
mercial man  on  his  way  from  a  hotel  to 
the  railroad  station,  as  he  looked  at  the 
tower  on  the  City  Hall  and  observed 
a  banner  hanging  from  a  staff  protrud- 
ing from  one  of  the  windows. 

"You've  got  me,"  said  his  friend,  who 
had  lived  in  Providence  all  his  life,  and 
who  therefore  knew  less  about  the  city 
than  some  of  the  visitors  to  it.

Looks  dirty,  too.  The  city  or  somebody 
ought  to  prvide  a  new  one."  And  then 
he  hurried  on  to  the.  train. 

But  on  his  way  back  the  Providence 
man  stopped  in  the  City  Hall  and  asked 
the  first  man  he  met  about  the  flag. 
That  man  happened  to  be  "Dick"  Clark, 
the  large  policeman  who  stands  in  the 
lower  corridor  to  tell  smirking  couples 
that  they  are  looking  for  Dr.  Chapin's 
office  instead  of  the  office  of  the  City 
Clerk,  who  ceased  to  give  out  marriage 
licenses  several  years  ago,  and  to  keep 
an  eye  on  the  pavement  to  see  that  no 
one  steals  the  City  Hall  except  the  poli- 
ticians. 

"The  flag,  sir,"  said  the  officer,  is 
that  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  the 
fact  that  it  is  hanging  from  the  window 
to-day  shows  that  there  is  to  be  a  meet- 
ing of  that  body  this  afternoon.  The 
flag  is  always  flown  from  its  staff  on 
days  when  the  Aldermen  meet." 

"Ah,"  said  the  resident,  "now  I  know 
what  the  geese  are  on  there  for.  I  never 
knew  before.  How  decidedly  appropri- 
ate!' 

And  he  passed  along  before  Dick- 
Clark  ceased  looking  at  the  fingers  of  his 
gloves." 

If  you  will  look  at  page  75  of  the 
charter   and    ordinances  of    the    city    of 


Providence  printed  in  1845.  you  will  find 
this:  Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  or- 
dained, that  the  following  bo  the  device 
of  the  seal  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
said  city  to  wit:  Around  the  margin  of 
the  same  a  raised  circle  containing  the 
words:  "Board  of  Aldermen.  Provi- 
dence," within  which  circle  a  shield, 
bearing  the  representations  of  a  bee,  a 
goose' and  a  lamb,  as  emblematical  of  in- 
dustry, .watchfulness  and  peace."  Tin's 
was  done  in  March  1845.  The  committee 
who  wrote  it  were  Thomas  M.  Burgess, 
Mayor  of  Providence  at  that  time; 
Thomas  B.  Fenner,  William  S.  Patten, 
James  C.  Hidden.  John  J.  Stimson,  Jo- 
siah  F.  Crooker,  Joseph  Burrows,  Jr. 
Hidden  was  an  engraver  at  the  time.  He 
probably  rut.  the  seal  and  formed  the  de- 
sign. While  upon  the  matter  I  will  tell 
of  another  design  ordained  at  the  same 
time:  The  Municipal  Court  was  given 
this  device.  A  circle  in  which  were  the 
words,  "Municipal  Court  of  the  city  of 
Providence."  within  which  circle,  an  open 
book,  on  which  is  laid  a  pair  of  scales."— 
Charter  and  Ordinances.  1845.  p.  j$. 

The  seal  of  the  Mayor  was  as  follows  : 
Within  a  circle  containing  the  words, 
"Seal  of  the  Mayor,  Providence.  R.  L." 
within  which  circle  the  faces,  scales  and 
an  open  book,  as  emblematical  of  power, 
justice,  and  law.  with  the  motto.  "Deo  et 
populo."  God  and  the  People.  The  "fas- 
ces" as  thus  described:  "A  bundle  of 
rods,  having  among  them  an  ax  with  the 
blacle  projecting,  borne  before  the  Ro- 
man magistrates  as  a  badge  of  their  au- 
thority." This  device  was  used  by  both 
the  Romans  and  the  Greeks ;  but  both  na- 
tions got  it  from  the  city  of  Vetulonia.  in 
Etruria.  (Smith's  Diet.  Antig.,  p.  520). 
The  lands  of  Etruria  were  in  Central  An- 
cient Italy,  and  Vetulonia  was  one  of  its 
twelve  cities.  The  Etruscan  insignia  of 
magistracy  was  adopted  by  rhe  Romans, 
Lictors,  public  affairs,  fasces,  sella  curu- 
lis,  chair  of  state,  toga  praetexta,  a 
gown  covering  the  whole  bod}',  and  the 
Trumpets.  (Smith's  Various  Classical 
Dictionaries).     For    the  Providence    law 
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see  (Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  the 
State  of  Rhode  Island  and  City  of  Provi- 
dence '1875,  P-  -57  )• 


The  United  States  has  made  a  treaty 
with  Japan  to  advance  trade  and  com- 
merce— the  -first  nation  in  the  world  to 
do  it.

It  is  the  beginning  of  the 
end  of  all  "Protective  Tariff"  all  over  the 
word.  I  thank  the  Divine  Master  that  I 
have  lived  to  see  this  day. 

It  is  the  proper  time  to  reproduce  this 
splendid  paragraph  from  Abraham  Lin- 
coln's Gettysburg  address,  delivered  on 
the  19th  of  November,  1863:  "Four 
score  and  seven  years  ago  our  fathers 
brought    forth    on    this   continent    a   new 


nation  conceived  in  liberty,  and  dedicated 
to  the  proposition  that  all  men  are  creat- 
ed equal."  "I  turn  then,  and  look  to  the 
great  American  people,  and  to  that  God 
who  has  never  forsaken  them." — Presi- 
dent's Words,  1865,  p.  120. 

Never  since  the  foundation  of  this  gov- 
ernment have  men  seen  such  a  week's  po- 
litical work  in  the  interest  of  the  people, 
as  these  great  acts  have  accompli>hed. 

On  the  4th  day  of  February  a  heavy 
thunder  storm  covered  this  part  of  the 
land  and  sea  in  this  section.  The  follow- 
day  was  clear  and  fair,  and  flocks  of 
blue  birds  came  without  aviators  to 
Kingston  Hill,  in  the  Narragansett  coun- 
try— and  on  the  19th  day  there  came 
beautiful  red-breast  robins,  with  songs  of 
greatest  melody  to  the  same  beautiful 
country.

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"ENGLAND'S  VANITY/' 
A  book  published  in  London  in  1683. 
There  came  to  me  recently  an  ancient 
book,  but  new  to  me,  bearing  this  title. 
"'England's  Vanity;  or  the  Voice  of  God 
Against  the  Monstrous  Sin  of  Pride  in 
Dress  and  Apparel,  wherein  Naked 
Breasts  and  Shoulders,  Antick  and  Fan-, 
tastick  Garbs  Patches  and  Painting,  long 
Perrrwigs,  Towers,  Bulls,  Shades,  Curl- 
ings and  Crispings  with  an  hundred  more 
Fooleries  of  both  sexes,  and  condemned 
as  Notoriously  Unla.wful.  With  pertin- 
ent addresses  to  the  Court,  Nobility,  Gen- 
try, City  and  Country,  directed  especially 
to  the  Professors  in  London.  By  a  com- 
passionate conformist,  London  printed 
at  the  Black  Raven  in  the  Pultry,  1683. 
The  volume  is  4x6  inches  in  size,  but  it 
is  an  octavo  in  print.  The  first  interest 
in  this  title,  is  in  its  verbosity.  I  will 
attempt  an  explanation.  The  word  " 'An-, 
iick"  is  defined  by  Spenser  in  the  Fairic 
Queen,  as  being.  "A  work  of  rich  entail 
and  curious  mold,  woven  with  Anticks." 
Bailey,  in  his  Dictionary  of  1730,  defines 
the  word  when  applied  to  the  work  of 
Artists  or  ''Carvers"  as  meaning  "and 
odd  appearance,  a  device  of  several  odd 
figures,  or  shapes  of  men,  or  beasts,  or 
flowers  rudely  formed  one  out  of  an- 
other according  to  the  fancy  of  the  ar- 
tist, and  grateful  to  the  eye." 

Bulls  were  golden  ornaments  worn  at 
the  time  by  the  young  nobility.  These 
were  known  as  '''Bullae;"  these  were  of 
various  forms.  like  a  heart,  -or  round  like 
a    coin,    or    of    a    Diamond    Cross,    and 


hung  about  the  necks.  Popes  and  Em- 
perors and  Kings  wore  them.  There  are 
other  curious  and  now  obselete  words  in 
the  title  page  (and  the  book  itself  is  full 
of  them),  but  I  will  not  here  explain 
them.  The  book  is  unknown  to  me;  nor 
can  I  rind  it  in  the  great  bibliographies 
now  at  my  command.  There  is  a  copy  in 
the  British  Museum  Library,  but  the 
Bibliography  of  that  Library  gives 
neither  the  author's  name,  nor  any  other 
information!  The  book  is  anonymous — 
a  "Compassionate  Conformist"  was  its 
author  The  word  Conformist  meant  in 
r!>?3.  one  who  conforms  "especially  to 
the  discipline  and  worship  of  the  estab- 
lished Church  of  England."  The  author 
was  probably  a  rector  The  entire  book, 
(144  pages)  is  a  rank  tirade  against  the 
costumes  of  women  It  is  not  divided 
into  chapters,  as  we  now  do  such  things. 
but  into  sections.  The  titles  of  these 
sections  gives  some  idea  of  the  scope  of 
the  work  I  will  give  them :  "God's 
Voice  Against  Pride  in  Dress  and  Ap- 
parel" (p  1).  "To  the  Nobility  and  Gen- 
try" (p.  9).  "To  Both  City  and  Coun- 
try" (p.  33).  "Of  Naked  Necks  and 
Shoulders"  (p.  61).  "Of  Painting  and 
Black  Patches"  (p.  81).  "Of  Perukes 
and  Hair"  (p.  104).  "Of  Apparel" 
(p.  121).  "Application  to  the  Gallants" 
(p.  I39>-  This  last  section  is  printed  in 
the  form  of  poetry,  but  there  is  no  poetry 
in  it. 

The  literary  structure  of  the  book  is 
rn  ique.  and  many  words  are  used,  which 
arc  to-day  barred  from  all  books,  and  the 
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language  is  far  too  fierce  for  the  readers 
of  to-day,  but  I  am  going  to  give  a  few 
specimens.  "That  Gentleman  "who  from 
the  little  Devil  of  a  narrow  and  avari- 
cious soul,  shall  be  tempted  to  shrink 
himself  into  the  despicable  contempt  of 
every  bordering  clown  is  ten  times  worse 
than  that  Roman  Prir.ce  whose  name  and 
memory  will  .  ever  strangely  savour 
(smell)  of  thee  People"  (p.  17).  "One 
tender  neck  of  a  Lady  bears  the  burden 
of  whole  woods  and  islands  *  *  *  *  *"  Sir 
Thomas  Moor  (More  we  now  write  it) 
to  a  gentlewoman  (complaining  of  ex- 
ceeding heat  in  her  weighty  dress).  What 
wonder  (saith  he),  for  thou  carryest 
upon  thee  meadows.  vineyards,  mills, 
mansions  and  Islands  in  the  value  of 
jewels"  (p.  20).  The  author  gives  a 
quotation  from  Bishop  Downeham.  chap- 
lain of  James  the  First,  taken  from  a  ser- 
mon preached  about  1616:  "If  a  minis- 
ter diligently  preach,  or  in  his  preaching 
seek  to  profit,  rather  than  to  please  (re- 
membering the  saying  of  the  Apostle)  : 
'If  I  seek  to  please  men,  I  am  not  the 
servant  of  Cod.'  (Gal.  I  :io)  or  if  a 
private    Christian     make     conscier.ee   of 


swearing,  sanctifying  the  Sabbath,  fre- 
quenting sermons,  or  abstain  from  the 
common  corruption  of  the  times  he  shall 
be  straightways  condemned  for  a  Puritan 
and  consequently  be  less  favored,  than 
either  a  carnal  gospeller,  or  a  close  pap- 
ist" (p.  50).  This  was  spoken  before  the 
Puritans  became  the  Pilgrims  of  Ply- 
mouth. Again,  "If  you  will  not  sacrifice 
a  lust  to  the  Glory  of  His  Cross,  how 
would  you  sacrifice  your  rlesh  to  it?  If 
you  will  not  throw  off  a  vain  and  con- 
demned costume,  by  the  Holy  Saint?  in 
the  world,  how  would  you  put  on  the 
Pitched  Coat  of  Martyrdom  which  Xero 
ciapt  on  the  backs  of  the  more  faithful 
adorers  of  the  Blessed  Jesus,  to  make 
them  burn  better  in."  Again,  "With 
trembling  and  horror  may  you  remember 
'the  Great  Redeemer  hanging  naked  on 
the  Cross,  that  very  nakedness  rendering 
His  death  doubly  sorrowful  to  H:m. 
while  the  rude  soldiers  were  unconcern- 
edly sporting  themselves  in  dividing  his 
garments  among  them,  and  throwing  dice 
for  his  seamless  vesture"  (p.  76).  "Tin- 
pitiful  plea  of  costume  for  it  will  drop, 
as  Adam's  fig-leaves  did,  when  his  urea: 
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Maker  summoned  him  to  give  account 
wherefor  he  had  made  himself  naked 
and  miserable  since  he  (God)  had  creat- 
ed him  so  perfect  and  happy"  (p.  77). 
In  logic,  "Adam's  Fig-leaf"  business  is 
no  support  to  the  '"Pitched  Coat"  above 
mentioned  (p..  76),  nor  were  dice  as 
known  to  the  author  of  "England's  Van- 
ities" in  1683,  known  to  men,  A  D.  33: 
or  if  God  created  men  and  women  to  go 
naked,  why  was  it  wrong  to  go  uncovered 
by  rags  in  1683.  I  am  not  content  with- 
out going  a  few  more  paragraphs  Mere 
is  one,  "  'Tis  pitty  ladies  should  be  here- 
ticks  too.  hut  their  naked  necks  and  shoul- 
ders are  undeniable  evidence  of  their 
Apostacy  and  Guilt"  (p.  61).  Was  that 
tie  case  with  Eve]3  Here  is  another, 
"Half  England  liveth  idly,  or  worse  oc- 
cupied. No  man  is  contented  with  his 
own  estate,  but  every  one  stnvetn  o> 
climb  higher  and  sit  aloft"  (p.  134).  The 
Journal  here,  within  a  week  has  con- 
demned and  justly  too,  this  same  existing 
evil,  here  now  existing.  Here  is  ore 
more  specimen  :  "To  look  no  further 
hack   than   King   He.nnries    (the   Eighth  ) 


days  who  had  a"  face  for  two  Kings  and 
wives  enough  for  three"  id.  117).  There 
are  things  which  teach  us  something. 
Here  is  one:  "At  Grand  Cairo  they 
hatch  all  their  chickens  in  ovens  on  pur- 
pose heat  to  the  degree  of  produc- 
tion" (p.  in).  It  is  encouraging  to 
think  that  it  took  us  a  thousand  years 
to  invent  an  incubator. 

I  Ere    is    an    interesting    note    on    the 
work    of    the    Pope    of    Rome    in    Spain 
"Leaving  the  Kingdom  as  naked  as  poor 
Spain,  whose  soldiers  the  Pope  has  gar- 
ris.ioned    up    in    monasteries    that    should 
occasion  come  for  an  army  to  be  raised 
a    third    part    must    consist      of      Holy 
Fathers"   (p.  105).     I  will  close  my  long 
and  curious   account   of   this   rare  speci- 
men of  English  literature  with  a  descrip- 
tion   of    the    costume    of    a    high    speci- 
1  men    of    English    gentlemen.      "It    were 
j  enough   should   I   hang  out   to   view   one 
i  of    the    suits    that    was    generally    worn 
j  heretofore       (1600-16S2)       in      England, 
I   where  you  had  a  Dublet  all  jagged  and 
!  prick't  the  wast  band  coming  down  but 
a  little  below  the  armholes,  guarded  with 
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eight  long-  skirts  to  this  Dublet  was 
clasped  a  pair  of  breeches  close-made  to 
the  body  and  whose  length  must  make  up 
the  deficit  of  shortness  of 'the  Dublet,  the 
large  and  ample  codpiss  supplied  the 
want  of  pockets  which  came  up  with  two 
wings  fastened  to  either  side  with  two 
points,  which  unknit,  made  way  to  the 
linnen  bags  tyed  to  the  inside  between 
the  skirt  and  codpiss.  These  bags  hold 
everything  carried  about  them  except 
gloves  which  hung  very  reverently  at  the 
girdle  where  hung  a  pouch  made  fast 
with  a  ring,  or  lock  of  iron  weighing  at 
least  two  or  three  pounds,  whether  there 
was  money  in  it  or  no.  The  like  1  could 
give  of  women's  gowns  and  show  the 
madness  of  the  Fardingale"  (  p'.  124 ) . 
A  "Dublet"  was  what  we  now  call  a 
vest ;  codpiss  very  correctly  spelled  in  the 
dictionaries  codpiece,  meaning  the  fore- 
flap  of  a  man's  breeches;  a  Fardingale 
or  Vardingale  was  a  hoop  in  which 
rounds  of  whalebone  was  used  to  spread 
the  petticoats.  (Bailey's  Diet,  1730). 
This  garment  did  not  belong  to  men's 
attire. 

Such  is  the  story  of  the  structure:  and 
scarcity  of  this  curious  and  excessively 
rare  little  English  book  It  is  the  prop  • 
crty  of  Henry  E.  Washburn,  assistant 
treasurer  of  the  Suffolk  Engraving  and 
Electrotyping  Company  of  Boston.  I  am 
unable  to  find  its  name  in  any  bibliog- 
raphy, or  catalogue  of  early  literature 
now  accessible  save  only  the  catalogue 
of  books  in  the  British  Museum  in  Lon- 
don, very  recently  published.  It  is  not 
mentioned  by  Lownde's ;  nor  by  Bohn ; 
nor  by  Quaritch  ;  nor  by  Brunet;  nor  is  it 
mentioned  by  J.  Payne  Collier  in  his 
"Bibliographical  and  Critical  Account  of 
the  Rarest  Books  in  the  English  Lan- 
guage. London,  1866."  In  this  book  Mr. 
Collier  gives  the  following  titles  :  Eng- 
land's Helicon;  England's  Mope;  Eng- 
land's Joy:  England's  Mourning;  Eng- 
lad's  Parnassus.  These  titles  are  all  simi- 
lar to  England's  Vanities.  If  Collier  had 
seen  this  title;  or  known  of  its  existence, 


would  he  not  have  mentioned  it" 
Most  certainly  lie  would  have  done 
so;  or,  if  it  was  known  to  be  in 
existence  would  not  it  have  been  in- 
dexed by  Lowndes?  Most  certainly  it 
would  have  been  indexed,  if  it  had  been 
known.  Tins  situation  indicates  it-  rar- 
ity; and  I  have  given  some  fine  specimens 
of  its  excellent  quality.  Mr.  Collier  was 
one  of  the  brightest,  acutist,  bookish 
scholars  in   England   of  his  time. 

The  volume,  of  the  British  Museum 
catalogue  in  which  the  title  "England's 
I 'unities"  appears,  was  not  printed  until 
A.  D.  1900.  In  this  catalogue  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  only  perfect  copy  now  known, 
makes  no  mention  of  "a  frontispiece." 
This  frontispiece  consisted  of  a  folding 
plate.  I  have  no  idea  of  the  money  value 
of  this  very  rare  book. 
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SOFT  COAL  SMOKE  IS  DECLARED

By  the  laws  of  Rhode  Island  but  our 
officers  and  the  courts  have  deserted  the 
people  and  taken  refuge  under  corpora- 
tion sheds.  Gentlemen,  the  Divine  Law 
ic  coming  rapidly  into  force,  and  when 
it  becomes  fixed  where  will  you  political- 
ly stand?     Nowhere! 

The  New  York  Court  of  Appeals  has 
fixed  the  smoke  public  nuisance  in  that 
State.  In  September  last  the  decision 
-was  given  in  against  a  corporation  in 
Rochester.  An  action  had  been  brought, 
under  an  ordinance  by  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment, and  the  manufacturing  concern 
had  been  fined.  The  corporation  denied 
the  right  of  the  municipal  government  to 
enact  an  ordinance  imposing  such  a  pen- 
alty. The  Court  of  Appeals  upheld  the 
right,  and  judgment  was 'affirmed.  "It 
has  thus  judicially  determined  that  a 
municipality  has  the  right,  and  the  power, 
without  special  charter  provisions  to 
make  reasonable  regulations  for  pro- 
tecting the  air  from  pollution.  The  de- 
cision does  not  cover  the  little  land  of 
Rhode  Island,  but  it  is  just  as  firm  a  fun- 
damental power  here,  as  it  is  in  New 
York.    The  city  government  is  the  hands 


of  corporations;  and  will  not  work  in 
the  interests  of  the  people.  Within  a 
week  I  have  seen  the  district  foolishly 
called  Olneyville  covered  with  a  huge 
black  cloud  ejected  from  eight  chim- 
1  cys.  But  the  city  officials  can  not  be 
induced  to  see  it.  Far  beyond  the  time 
and  the  color,  laid,  down  by  the  State 
"law,  but  to  be  tripped  up  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen.  Will  men  never  wake  up 
to  defend  and  maintain  their  rights 
against  the  terrible  political  rottenness 
oi  these  days?  Yes.  the  Divine  Law  is 
more  power  than  all  the  corporation 
money  powers  put  together — and  death 
to  political  scoundrels  will  be  its  un- 
ckaifgeablc  verdict.

we  would  send  for  a  copy  for  him.  II. 
Jirected  me  to  do  so,  which  order  I  im- 
mediately turned  over  to  our  chief -e-lcrk 
C,  at  the  same  time  informing  him  it 
was  a  foreign  book.  This  all  being  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  business,  attracted  no 
attention.  But,  two  or  three  days  there- 
after Mr.  W.  received  •  a  letter  from 
Little,  Brown  &  Co..  which  ran  some- 
what in  this  wise:  "Sir:  We  will  thank 
you  not  to  order  obscene  books  from  us: 
we  are  not  in  the  habit  of  keening  such 
stock.''  Utterly  at  a  loss  to  understand 
this  extraordinary  missive,  Mr.  \Y.  wrote 

the  original  order  sent  by  C.  and  this 
was  the  way  he  did  it :  ''Please  -end  a 
copy  of  Fanny  Hill's  Poems.''  It  was 
only  a  change  of  a  letter,  but  it 'was 
awfully  funny. 

There  must  be  men  living  who  knew 
the.  publication  "Fanny  Hill,"  the  most 
notorious  of  obscene  books  ever  pub- 
lished in  England.  1750.  The  British 
Government  settled  an  annual  payment 
of  $10,000  upon  its  author  conditioned 
that  he  should  write  no  more. 
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This  calls  to  my  mind  another  funny 
blander  of  this  same  chief-clerk  C.  There 
was  a  Utile  book  on  French  Conversa- 
tion, by  Chouquet ;  h  was  published  by 
the  Applelons.  A  young  lady  inquired 
for  it  one  day,  and  C.  finding  that  we 
had  no  copy,  placed  its  name  on  the  or- 
der-book. There  was  no  effort  to  re- 
f. -train  our  merriment  when  we  saw  how 
lie  had  done  it:  "Show-Case  Conversa- 
sations."  Well,  this  was  years  ago;  C. 
was  an  excellent  young  fellow,  and  Ik- 
is  now,  only  he  is  no  longer  here;  but 
his  forte  was  not  in  bookselling,  and  so 
1  e  gave  it  up.

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THE  ''UNCUT  LEAVES"  OF  BOOKS 


And  How  Such  a  Thing  Hurt  the  Fine 
Work  of  a  Providence  Lady. 

The  Journal  of  March  /th  has  an 
editorial  on  "Uncut  Leaves;"  it  was  in  a 
sense  a  criticism  of  something  said  by 
Mr.  Arthur  C.  Benson,  in  an  essay  writ- 
ten by  him.  I  will  transcribe  what  the 
Journal  says  that  Mr.  Benson  said: 

"Mr.  Benson  believes  that  the  practice 
of  publishing  books  with  the  leaves  un- 
cut is  obselete.  Valuable  time  he  de- 
clares is  wasted  by  keeping"  up  what  he 
regards  as  an  antiquated  tradition,  and 
the  sooner  the  machinery  for  cutting 
leaves  is  used  on  every  volume  from  the 
press  the  better  for  the  comfort  and 
pleasure  of  the  reader."  Mr.  Benson  is  a 
Fellow  of  Magdalen  College,  at  Cam- 
bridge. He  has  published  many  volumes 
of  essays.  This  one,  "The  Silent  Isle/'  is 
the  most  recent.  A  reader  of  a  book, 
cf  any  sense,  as  a  reader,  takes  intellec- 
tual pleasure,  or.  none  at  all,  in  what  he 
rea'ds.  Cutting  the  leaves,  interferes  no 
more  with  intellectual  pleasure,  than  the 
money  paid,  or  the  time  wasted  in  pro- 
curing the  book.  The  Journal  very  clev- 
erly hits  Mr.  Benson,  with  this  very 
strong,  and  I  must  say,  conclusive  para- 
graph: "There  is  no- particular  object  in 
Fending  out  ephemeral  publications,  of 
any  sort,  magazines,  novels  or  others, 
meant  only  to  be  glanced  trough,  and 
thrown  aside— with  uncut  leaves."  Thai 
paragraph  destroys  at  once  what  the 
Journal    says,    was    what    Mr.     Benson 


wrote,    and    printed.      The    printing    of. 

Looks  is  just  as  obsolete,  as  is  the  leav- 
ing of  the  top  and  edges  uncut.  Both 
were  born  at  the  same  time.  The  length 
cf  life  oi  an  immense  number  of  books, 
i<  not  greater  than  sixty  days.  For  such 
stuff,  cut,  or  trimmed  edges  will  answer. 
But  for  the  book  destined  to  have  a  long 
life  of  years,  "uncut  edges"  will  always 
be  in  demand.  It  is  not  man}-  years 
since  there  was  living  in  England  a 
woman  named  Burnett  Coutts.  This  iady 
bought  a  copy  of  Shakespeare's  Works, 
the  First  Folio  of  1623.  For  it,  the  lady 
paid,  I  think,  1650  pounds  sterling; 
something  more  than  $8000.00,  About 
the  time  that  tins  transaction  occured  I 
brought  to  Providence,  from  England 
two  copies  of  this  same  First  Folio, 
1623,  of  Shake-peare's  Works.  Both 
were  page  for  page,  like  the  Burdett 
Cout't  copy.  One  copy  I  sold,  to  go  to 
Boston  for  $1000;  the  other  I  sold  in 
Xew  York,  for  $1200.  The  Burdett 
Coutt's  copy  was  with  "uncut  eaces ;" 
mine  were  trimmed  nearly  two  inches 
■shorter  than  the  Coutt's  copy.  The  uncut 
copy  would  to-day  bring  4000  cr  5000 
pounds  sterling.  Has  the  fashion  be- 
come obsolete?  There  is  one  more  curi- 
ous circumstances  that  comes  to  mind; 
but  it  has  no  connection  that  comes  to 
mind;  but  it  has  no  connection  with  the 
report  "Uncut  Leaves."  Tin-  lady  was 
the  richest  woman  in  England.  She  was 
made  a  baroness  in  1871.  In  2 S?i  she 
married  an  American  named  William 
Lehman  Ashmead  Bartlett.  who  lived  in 
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N'ew  York  City.  Instead  of  remaining  a 
Bartlett,  when  married,  he  became  a 
Cotttts.  His  name  became  William  Leh- 
man Ashmead  Bartlett  Burdett  Coutts. 
It  was  done  under  a  Royal  Liccii.se, 
granted  by  Queen  Victoria. 

Before  I  go  further  I*  wish  to  make 
one  more  explanation  of  the  term  "uncut 
edges"  as  applied  to  books.  I  found  it, 
taken  from  the  "London  Athenaeum" 
published  in  England,  years  ago,  and  still 
drawing  breath,  gives  practically  this 
definition  "The  term  uncut  edges,  when 
used  by  booksellers,  or  by  bibliographical 
.-choiars  means  ''uncut  by  a  bookbinder; 
when  cut  by  a  bookbinder,  a  part  of  the 
margin  of  the  book  is  em  away;  the 
leaves  of  a  book  may  be  cut  open  with  a 
paper-cutter,  for  the  purpose  of  being 
reach  but  the  book  is  still  uncut  in  the 
proper  trade  sense."  ( London  Athe- 
ne uni,  with  additions,  October  20,  i860). 
This  matter  of  "uncut  edges"  has  brought 
to  mind  another  interesting  circum-  j 
stance  in  book  and  literary  work  and  ! 
book  bindery  work,  which  took  place  i 
here  in  Providence;  and  which,  with  the  j 
consent    of    the    lady    who    prepared    the  1 


"Rook  and  Literary  Work."  I  will  brief- 
ly set  forth.  J;  is  now.  near  thirty  year-. 
since  this  lady  conceived  the  idea  of 
gathering  engraved  portraits  of  Ameri- 
can authorsof  book.- ;  then  of  "mounting 
or  "inlaying"  them,  when  it  was  neces- 
sary; then  of  writing  brief,  but  illus- 
trated notes  giving  the  places  of  birth  ; 
and  the  days  of  birth  and  death  ;  picture? 
of  their  homes;  and  sometimes  pictures 
of  things  in  these  homes;  and  then,  with 
genuine  intellectual  skill  selecting  brief 
specimens  of  the  "works"  of  these  au- 
thors, which  might  give  good  illustrations 
of  the  intellectual  skill  of  the  authors 
themselves.  The  work  was  indeed 
unique.  The  lady  who  conceived  this 
unique  and  admirable  work,  is  -  Mrs. 
Edith  S.  Taft.  now  the  wife,  and  com- 
panion of  James  W.  Taft  well  known 
to  all  of  us.  Having  cone'eived 
and  clearly  fixed  in  her  mind  the 
idea.  Mrs.  Taft  decided  that  the  "form 
of  her  work  should  be  in  quarto,  for  she 
saw  at  oiiee  that  only  the  quarto  form 
could  be  used  in  such  a  work,  as  .-he  was 
about  to  undertake,  and  the  size  of  this 
quarto  she   fixed  in  8  by   10  inches,      tie- 
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fore  1  go  further  I  must  clearly  define 
two    words    which    1    have    used    a   little 

way  hack;  iheso  words  are  "mounting" 
and  "inlaying"  and  they  are  absolutely 
decisive  in  such  work  as  Mrs.  Taft  had 
undertaken.  To  "mount"  a  portrait  for  a 
book  is  to  "fasten  or  join"  together,  a 
portrait  to  a  leaf  of  the  honk  being  con- 
structed. This  at  once  doubles  the  thick- 
ness  of  the  center  of  the  leaf,  compared 
to  the  edges  <>r  hack  of  the  honk  and 
renders  binding  of  little  or  no  durability; 
In  order  to  overcome  this  evil.  Mrs.  Tuft 
undertook  to  "inlay"  the  portraits  and 
picture-.  She  first  trimmed  the  edges  of 
her  portrait,  leaving  a  narrow,  hut  useful 
margin  around  the  printer's  ink;  then 
file  cut  from  the  leaf  she  was  10  use,  a 
part  out  of  the  center  of  the  exact  form 
"outside"  of  the  portraits  she  was  using. 
This  "hole"  must  he  one-half  an  inch 
smaller  than  was  the  piece  to  be  inlaid; 
tins  must  i hen  be  applied  equally  on  all 
sides  of  the  portrait,  making  a  quarter  of 
hie;  or  scraped  with  a  scraper;  so  that 
when  pur  together  the  thickness  in  the 
center  of  the  leaf  was  exactly  the  same  as 


the  thickness  of  the  edges,  A.11  this  tedious 
work  Mrs.  Taft  accomplished  so 
Iter  hooks  show  im  increased  centers. 
The  work  of  Mr-.  Taft  covering  the 
American  authors  now  reaches  22  vol- 
umes in  quarto,  and  is  still  growing,  The 
lady  has  recently  started  a  similar  work 
co\ering  English  authors;  it  certainly  i< 
a  most  promising  undertaking. 

1  came  now  to  explain  how  this  admir- 
able work  by  Mrs.  Taft  came  to  be  con- 

j  nected  with  my  note  on  "Uncut  Leaves." 
Her  work  on  American  authors  was  half 
bound  in  what  we  used  to  call  "Turkey 
Morocco;"  and  "half  bound"  means  that 
the  hacks  and  corners  arc  covered  with 
leather;  the  sides  with  cloth  or  paper. 
The  work  has  been  done  by  the  Akerman 
Company;  and  in  some  ways  it  lias  been 
terrible.  The  binder  insisted  in  trim- 
ming the  edges,  instead  of  giving  the 
book  its  "uncut  edges."  In  trimming  the 
bottom  edge,  the  binder  clipped  many 
notes  which  Mrs.  Taft  has  written  there, 

J  absolutely  necessary  to  her  work.  It 
was  a  most  serious  damage."   In  binding 

■  another  "lot,"  the  binder  cut  off  so  much 
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of  the  margin,  that  the  books- were  nearly 
half  an  inch  shorter  standing  on  the 
library  shelf  than  those  preceding  them; 
the  hinder  stilted  the  "lot"  to  overcome 
the  blunder  in  cutting.  Such  work  can  be 
corrected  by  the  insertion  of  new  signa- 
ture-; but  this  necessitates  the  tearing 
apart  of  the  volume  and  rebi  tiding  it; 
hut  those  volumes  which  were  cut  too 
short,  by  the  bookbinder's  blunder  cam 
never  be  lengthened.  It  was  a  misfor- 
tune to  a  very  beautiful  piece  of  work 
bv  Mrs,  Taft.

Cuius 
est  solum  ejus  est  usque  ad  caelum,  is 
the  maxim  of  the  law  upwards;  there- 
fore no  man  may  erect  any  building,  or 
the  like,  to  overhang. another's  land;  and 
downwards  whatever  is  in  a  direct  line, 
between  the  surface  of  any  bird,  arid  the 
center  of  the  earth  belongs  to  the  owner 
of  the  surface;  as  is  every  day's  experi- 
ence in  the  mining  countries.  So  that 
the  word  'land  includes  not  only  the 
face  of  the  earth,  but  everything  under 
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It  is  not  government  control  alone  | 
which  is  coming  against  combined  capi-  ■ 
tab;  and  against  corporations;  which  is  I 
coming  out  of  the  present  revolution'.  ! 
It  will  be  in  the  end  just  a?  it  was  with  j 
the  Slavery  of  the  Black  Men  in  1 86 r .  j 
On  the  J st  day  of  January,  1863,  2,500.' 
millions  of  dollars  of  stock  certificates  I 
shrunk  in  n  moment  from  sight  forever. 
Jusi  -.:>  it  wj'l  again  come;  the  people  as  j 
a  body  will  control  all  coal  mines;  all  j 
gold,  or  oiljer   metal  mines,  all  oil  mines   ' 
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it,  or  over  it."  (Blackstone's  Commen- 
taries, v.  2,  p.  17).  Land  grabbing  began 
in  England  by  the  Monks  of  Rome.  The 
English  knocked  out  the  Monks  by  the 
Statute  of  Mortmain;  then  came  the 
Peers.  This  Latin  maxim  was  the  work 
of  men  of  that  age.  A.  D.  140O.  Black- 
stone  uses  it;  but  he  gives  it  two  directly 
opposite  meanings:  First,  he  says,  "In 
its  legal  signification,  an  indefinite  ex- 
tent, upwards,  as  well  as  downwards" 
Xext  he  says,  "It  is  the  maxim  of  the 
law  upwards.  These  are  two  directly 
opposite  meanings.  The  latin  word  solum 
cannot  be  made  to  mean  anything  below 
the  surface  oi  the  earth.'  This  maxim 
is  the  work  of  no  state,  nor  power,  nor 
would  have  any  power  over  the  men  of 
to-day  if  it  had  been  so  enacted.  It  has 
been  twisted  in  its  meaning,  and  has 
caused  all  the  poverty  of  mankind,  to-day 
existing.  The  idea  doubtless  came  from 
the  tree  Yggdrasil  known  in  the  Scan- 
dinavian mythology  thousands  of  years 
before  the  Christian  era  was  begun.  This 
imaginary  tree  was  believed  to  extend  its 
limbs  and  leaves  to  the  Zenith,  the  point 
in  the  sky  directly  overhead;  to  Xadir, 
the  point  directly  underneath  where  we 
stand,  and  in  the  center  of  the  earth. 


When  Blackstone  wrote  his  ''Commen- 
taries/' neither  he,  nor  any  man  on  earth 
had  ever  heard  of  a  coal  nunc,  nor  a  gold 
mine,  nor  an  iron  mine  nor  any  tther 
kind  of  a  "mine;  nor  an  oil  well,  lie 
knew  no  more  of  what  was  in  existence 
in  the  earth  twenty-live  feet  below  the 
surface  th.au  we  now  know  of  what 
exists  a  thousand  feet  below  the  surface. 
Private  ownership  of  these  thing-  to  da} 
cannot  exist  nnv  more.

He  arouses 
the   imagination,  and   through   the  imag- 
ination   he    thrills   the   mind,    if   he   does 
not  actually  touch  the  heart. 

Xo  situation  has  bee.n  devised  in  Eng- 
lish tragedy  which  is  at  once  as  awful, 
terrible,  and  pathetic  as  that  in  which 
Macbeth  and  his  Queen  are  placed  at  the 
close  of  the  banquet  scene  in  this  play, 
•when  they  are  left  alone  at  the  summit 
of  their  ambitions,  their  guilt}'  triumph 
and  their  immedicable  misery 


It  seems  increditable  that  220.000  peo- 
ple here  in  Providence  would  permit  six    j 
men    to    form    a    combination    to    force    I 
money  out  of  the  pockets  of  the  220,000,    j 
and  into  the  pockets  of  the  six,  for  coal,    J 
an    absolute   necessity    to    our    existence.    \ 
A  combine  of  six  men  to  rob  an  entire 
city.     But  the  six  do  not  combine  against    j 
corporations.      It    is    a    disgraceful    out-    j 
rage,  and  one  which  the  men  of  this. city 
could  stop  in  a  day. 


Four  or  five  days  ago  VV.  .1.  Bryan  and 
Rollo  Ogden,  the  editor  of  the  New  Yorl< 
Evening  Post,  attended  a  meeting  of    \ 
Contemporary  Club  of  Philadelphia. 

Mr.  Bryan  declared  that  the  modern 
newspaper  has  lost  much  prestige  and  in- 
fluence. Among  the  causes  for  this,  he 
said,  was  the  devotion  of  too  much  space 
to  crime  and  domestic  infelicity.  Because 
the  public  seems  to  demand  news  of  this 
description,  he  said,  was  no  reason  that 
it  should  be  used.  A  journalist  should  not 
sell  things  that  are  not  good  for  the  pub 
lie  to  read. 

Another  evil,  Mr.  Bryan  declared,  is 
the  discussion  of  public  questions,  from 
a  sensational  standpoint.  For  example,  he 
ciccriGG  i-iic  ~.~>ZlT,"zv  in  wniCi»  teie  present 
rrevement  of  troops  is  being  described  in 
some  newspapers.  Such  discussion  is  apt. 
he  said,  to  engender  a  situation  wlu:h 
might  easily  cause  an  International  con- 
troversy. 

Editorials    which    do    not    express   the 

opinion  of  the  writers,  but  are  ordered  by 
the  business  offices  of  the  papers,  are  an- 
other great  evil,  declared  Mr.  Bryan. 

''The  greatest  menace  to  our  country 
to-day,"  he  said,  "is  the  pollution  of  the 
editorial  and  news  columns   by  interests

Charles  R.  Bkayton, 
Dead  23  September,  1910. 

Paper  Number  i. 

The  literal  meaning'  of  this  Latin 
phrase  is:  "Of  the  dead  be  nothing'  said 
but  what  is  good."  There  is  no  known 
author.  It  has  a  double  ...caning,  but  it 
is  usually  used  in  but  one  sense,  to  wit, 
when  a  man  dies  speak  of  his  past  life, 
only  of  those  tilings  which  lie  did  which 
were  good;  but  keep  silent  of  those 
things  he  did  which  were  bad.  When  a 
thief  dies,  is  it  good  that  men  keep  silent 
as  to  his  thieving-.  It  is  evident  that  the 
Latin  sentence  has  a  double  meaning:  Is 
it  good  to  suppress  or  withhold  the  truth 
concerning  men's  lives  and  work?  Is  it 
not  good  to  speak  the  truth  :  the  suppres- 
sion of  the  truth,  is  in  its  essence  lying. 
Is  it  good  to  tell  lies?'"  To  speak  good  of 
a  man  necessitates,  first,  last,  and  all  the 
time,  that  I  speak  the  truth  about  him; 
for  the  Truth  is  an  Almighty  Power. 

On  the  17th  of  January  1880,  I  had 
been  home  to  dinner,  and  was  on  my  way 
back  to  my  book  store,  when  I  stopped 
in  to  the  Providence  Journal  office  as  was 
my  wont,  to  speak  with  Geo.  W.  Daniel- 
son,  who  had  lived  twenty  years  in  our 
Family.  Me  was  at  the  time  the  editor 
and  actual  manager  of  the  newspaper 
He  was  alone,  walking  all  around  the 
room  in  the  wildest  excitement;  ordi- 
narily he  was.   a  cool  headed   man,   but 


now  he  was  in  a  perfect  frenzy.     It  was 
twenty  minutes  past  3  o'clock,  and  a  pri- 
vate message  had  been  sent  to  him  that  a 
draft,  drawn  by  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment  at   Washington,   on   the   First    Na- 
tional   Bank,    here    in    Providence,    had 
been  protested,  there   being  no   funds   on 
deposit  at  the  time.     Charles  R.  Bray-ton 
was  then  Postmaster.     It  was  his  orders 
to  deposit  all  funds  received  at  the  post- 
office  in  this  bank,  notify  the  department 
of    these    deposits,    and    upon    which    he 
(Bray  ton)     the     Postmaster     could     not 
draw.      I    asked    Mr.    Danielson    why    he 
did    not    advance    the    money;    he    fairly 
screamed,  'T  don't  know  the  size  of  the 
hole.'"      I    started    for   my    shop,    and   he 
cautioned   me   not   to   say  a    word   about 
Drayton,    or    about    the    protest    of    the 
draft.      It    was   kept    a    profound    secret. 
Four  days  later,  on  the  21st  of  January. 
18S0,  the    Providence  Journal  editorially 
announced:     "Resignation     of     General 
Charles   R.    R ray  ton,  *   *    *   the   popular 
Postmaster  of  this  city,  and  that  Henry 
VY.     Gardner    had    been    appointed    and 
confirmed.   *   *  *    We   are   very   sorry  to 
be  compelled  to  say  that   General  Bray- 
ton  has  been  less  considerate  of  himself 
than  of  the  public  whom  he  had  labored 
to   serve.    *   *   *   Last    Saturday  he   was 
compelled  to  let  a  draft  go  hack  to  the 
Post   Office   Department  dishonored."     It 
seems  curious  now  to  read  this  opening 
sentence    to    the    clause    above.      Daniel- 
son,    the   editor,   writes:    '''Our    curiosity 
was  greatly    astonished    yesterday    after- 
noon bv  the  announcement  that  General 
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Charles  R.  Brayton  had  resigned,"  etc. 
The  time  "yesterday  afternoon"  was 
January  20th,  and  Danielson  knew  Oi 
the  theft  on  Saturday  afternoon,  the 
i/tli  inst.,  four  days  before;  lie  knew 
also  that  Brayton  had  fled  from  the 
State,  and  where  he  had  gone.  But  not 
a  word  had  been  printed  in  the  Journal, 
nor  in  any  other  newspaper  in  this  city, 
nor  outside  of  it,  touching  the  matter: 
and  the  people  knew  nothing  whatever 
about  it.  On  the  same  21st  day  of  Jan- 
uary, on  which  the  Journal  made  its  first 
announcement,  the  Morning  Star,  a  daily 
newspaper  then  printed  practically 
the  story,  but  it  added  that  Brayton  was 
under  a  bond  given  to  the  U.  S.  Govern- 
ment for  $80,000.  The  bondsmen  were 
Richard  M.  Sherman,  Henry  W.  Card 
ner  and  William  D.  Brayton,  the  latter 
the  father  of  General  Charles  R.  Bray- 
ton. The  amount  of  the  theft  was  for  a 
long  time  kept  a  secret.  That  Danielson 
knew  of  Brayton's  flight  from  the  State, 
and  his  destination,  cannot  be  denied,  for 
on  the  22nd  of  January,  the  day  follow- 
ing the  first  announcement  of  the  great 
theft,  Danielson  wrote  the  letter  follow- 


ing to  "Charley"  Brayton,  fled  to  Neb- 
raska, then  largely  a  wilderness.  How- 
could  Brayton,  leaving  Providence  Janu- 
ary 17th.  reach  the  wilderness  of  Neb- 
raska, and  get  secret  knowledge  of  where 
he  was  back  to  Danielson  in  time  to 
write  a  letter  back  by  Danielson  on  the 
22nd  of  the  same  month,  January.  I  will 
reproduce   the   letter: 

Providence,  January  22nd,  1880. 
Charley: 

I  am  glad  to  know  that  you  appreciate 
to  some  extent  the  bitterness  of  my  posi- 
tion, and  I  desire  that  you  should  know 
'mow  entirely  free  from  bitterness  is  my 
feeling  towards  you.  I  need  not  say  how 
much  I  have  been  tried  by  reports  of 
your  occasional  behaviour;  but  if  on 
Saturday  you  could  have  laid  before  me 
the  real  facts  in  your  case  no  one  in  the 
world  would  have  exerted  himself  more 
than  I  would  have  done  to  help  you  out. 
What  is  done,  is  done.  This  is  no  time 
for  reproaches.  Cannot  now  this  terrible 
affliction  of  yourself  and  all  your  friend- 
be  made  the  mean-;  of  winning  you  back- 
to  some  truer  ideas  oi  life  and  duty.  T 
approve   of  your  determination    to    stay, 
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as  you  say.   and   face  the   music.     1   be 
Hcvc   what   the  band   shall   play   depends 
upon   yourself   alone.      1    have   been    un- 
remitting  in   my    efforts    to    save   yon    in 
Washington,  and  at  home.     If  your  eon- 
duet   warrant  it,  I   think  your  bond-men 
will  respond  in  time  to  prevent  what  we 
all   desire   sq   much   to  avoid.      Why  not 
now  make  the  greatest  effort  of  your  life. 
Avoid     all    the     companions     who     have 
thoughtlessly  been  permitted  to  drag  yon 
doivn;  shun  every  kind  of  stimulant,  as 
you    would   poison    of    the    deadliest    ac- 
tion ;  take  into  your  daily  life  the  sound 
injunction   of  silence  and  circumspection 
in  your   intercourse  with   the  ivorld;   let 
it  appear  that  reformation  and  regenera- 
tion   are  doing  their   perfect   work.     Do 
this,  Charley;  I  believe  there  is  a  future 
promise  for  you  notwithstanding  the  hor- 
izon  is  gloomy  now:   and  in  all,   and  in 
any  struggle  you  make  towards  a  bet 'It  r, 
and    higher  life.    I  assure  you  no  one 
will  be  more  ready  at  all  times  to  lend 
a  helping  hand  thau 

Your   sorrowing   friend, 

Geo.   W.   Danielson. 


This  letter,  written  on  the  22ud  Jan- 
I  nary,  1880,  did  not  become  known  until 
I  it  was  printed  in  the  "Morning  Star," 
J  Providenee,  May  31st,  1886.  The  Rhode 
I  Island  members  of  Congress,  when  I'.ray- 
:  ton  fled  from  the  State,  consisted  of 
Henry  B.  Anthony  and  Ambrose  1\. 
J  Burnside.  Senators,  and  Lali  uer  W. 
i  Ballon  and  Xelson  W.  Aldrich,  Rep- 
!  resentatives.      Mr.     Danielson     informed 


me     that      three     of     these     men      had 
written      le'oers      to      Brayton      'within 

three      weeks      after      his      flight,,      urg- 
ing    him     to     return     and     they     would 
protect  him.     April  7th  following  was  the 
State,  election.     Late  in  the  afternoon   I 
went  to  see  Danielson  as  to  how  things 
were  going;  he  took  me  into  a.  little  back 
,-oom  which  f  had  never  seen  before,  and 
j  there   sat   Brayton   manipulating   the   re- 
I   turns.      IJe  had  been   absent  nine  weeks. 
I   Brayton   had  been  appointed  Postmaster 
j  in  June,  1874:  he  held  the  ofhee  until  he 
i  tied    from    Providence  on   or   before  the 
J   I/th    of   January,    1880.      His    salary   ran 
j   from  $3000  a  year  and  upwards.    He  was 
■  ro.  deport  all  surplus  receipts  of  money 
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in  the  First  National  Bank,  where  it  was 

held  subject  only  to  the  drafts  of  the 
Past  Office  Department.  The  Govern- 
ment, suspecting  no  t'hcft,  drew  a  draft 
for  S; 5,000,   having  been    informed   that 

such  deposits  had  been  made.  The  money 
was  not  there,  and  the  draft  was  pro- 
tested, and  Brayton  had  fled  from  the 
Slate.  The  greatest  secrecy  prevailed, 
nobody  knew  anything  concerning  the 
amount  stolen.  But  it  soon  came  to  me 
from  Danielson  that  there  had  been  a 
shortage  continually  growing,  and  that 
Brayton  had  secretly  covered  the  loss  by 
loans  made  by  the  First  National  Bank 
on  stacks  of  postage  stamps.  But  on  this 
occasion  one  of  the  directors  of  the  bank 
pointed  out  the  wrong,  and  the  risk  of  the 
bank  by  making  such  a  loan;  it  was  n- 
fnsed  and  Brayton  took  the  next  train 
for  Nevada.  The  amount  stolen  was  kept 
a  dead  secret  for  a  long  time.  It  was 
paid  before  June  30th  following.  Be- 
tween $35,000  and  $40,000  had  been 
stolen.  This  with  his  -alary  made  up- 
wards of  $60,000  in  the  five  and  a  half 
years  of  his  labors  hi  devotion  to  the 
welfare  of  the  people,  as  Danielson  wrote 
in  his  letter.  The  "Evening  Press,"  25th 
February,  1880,  published  the  amount 
taken  by  Brayton.  as  being  then  $37,000. 
In  1879,  the  U.  S.  Senate  appointed  a 
committee  to  investigate  the  Providence 
Custom  House.  The  Providence  Post 
Office  was  in  that  building,  and  for  more 
than  five  years  C.  R.  Brayton  had  held  ! 
the  position  of  Postmaster.  The  investi-  J 
gation  took"  place  at  Newport  during  the  j 
latter  part  of  August,  1879,  and  Senator 
Henry  B.  Anthony  entertained  in  certain 
ways  the  gentlemen.  The  Custom  House 
was  found  by  the  committee,  in  their  re- 
port, hi  the  autumn  of  that  year,  to  be  in 
excellent  order,  no  frauds  nor  political 
wrongs  had  been  done.  But  the  commit- 
tee made  a  very  severe  report  'on  the 
work  of  Brayton.  Their  report  rested 
principally  on  the  evidence  of  \Y.  A. 
Richardson.  This  witness  had  been  em- 
ployed in  the  post  office  work  since  1865.  ' 


Walter  C.  Simmons  was  Postmaster  and 
Richardson  was  a  letter  carrier  in  tha! 
year  and  in  1866.  He  was  a  clerk  in  the 
Postmaster's  office  (Ephraim  Jackson's) 
in  1807,  1S0S,  1869,  1870.  1871,  rS/2.  In 
1873  he  was  a  letter  carrier.  In  1874. 
Brayton  became  Postmaster.  Richardson 
was  first  a  letter  carrier.  In  1875  he  was 
made  superintendent  ox  letter  carriers, 
and  continued  so  in  1876  and  1877.  In 
1878  he  was  asked  to  resign.  He  re- 
fused. 1  will  give  his  own  testimony  as 
told  before  the  Butler  Commission.  "1 
was  asked  to  resign  in  the  post  office;  did 
not  tender  it;  understood  I  was  dis- 
missed. ]  received  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Brayton  stating  that  it  would  be  for  the 
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interest  of  the  service  to  appo.m*.  a  new 
man  in  my  place:  F.  C.  Rider  was  ap- 
pointed." (Providence  Journal's  report 
of  the  evidence  before  the  Butler  Com- 
mission Aug.  18,  T870. )  There  is  a  mys- 
terious error  in  a  date  as  given  by  the 
Journal  touching  Richardson's  evidence 
as  above  printed.  The  Journal  says, 
tin's  Brayton  letter  and  dismissal  was  in 
Xovemher.  1874.  This  error  may  have 
been  intentional.  Richardson  began  hi? 
testimony  saying  "Am  in  the  stationery 
business."  As  a  matter  of  fact  he  was 
a  clerk  in  the  book  .-tore  .of  Tibbetts  & 
Randall,  21  Westminster  street.  My  own 
book  store  was  at  17  Westminster.  There  i 
was  only  a  staircase  between  us.  Fran-  | 
cis  H.  Randall  was  Assistant  Postmaster.  | 
with  his  father  in  law.  Ephraim  Jackson,  | 
from  1807.  until  Brayton  came  in  pos- 
session of  the  office  in  1874.  Soon  after 
leaving,  Mr.  Randall  bought  an  interest 
in  the  Gladding  Brothers  &  Tibbetts 
hook  shop;  and  when  Richardson  was 
dismissed  he  went  to  work  for  Randall, 
for  whom  he  had  been  a  clerk  for  six 
years.  Mr.  Richardson  gives  some  in- 
teresting information  about  Brayton  *s 
work  in  the  office  which  he  held,  which 
explains  the  things  said  in  the  Danielson 


letter  herein  printed.  1  will  reproduce  a 
few  of  Mr.  Richardson's  paragraphs:  "I 
only  know  from  general  reports  thai 
den.    Brayton   is  very  active  in  politics.' 

$  *  ::-.  ••j^e<lcr  carriers  were  obliged  to 
take  out  ballots  the  day  before  election." 

*  *  *  ''Know  there  were  clerks  in  the 
office  than  went  to  election  at  Warwick 
with  Gen.  Brayton."  *  *  *  "I  know  the 
ballots  were  fixed  at  Gen.  Bray  ton's  pri- 
vate office.''  *  *  *  'i  assisted  so  that  the 
carriers  might  get  out  earlier."  *  *  * 
"Two  of  these  men  (carriers  assisting 
Brayton)  should  have  gone  out  of  the 
office  at  1  '.30,  but  did  not  go  out  until 
after  4."  *  *  *  "The  Xew  York  mail  had 
arrived  and  they  should  have  taken  ir. 
but  that  mail  was  not  carried  that  day." 

*  *  *  "One  of  the  carriers  told  me  he  had 
so  much  to  do  that  he  got  a  man  to  help 
him,  and  paid  him  for  it."  *  *  *  "This 
was  under  the  administration  of  Gen. 
Brayton  ;  I  got  instructions  from  him  to 
do  so."  *  *  *  Upon  another  occasion  "the 
ballots  were  being  fixed,  I  was  informed.

Brayton  is  very  active  (in  1S79)  in  poli- 
tics." The  witness  louche^  Bfayton's 
work  in  his  office  with  liquors.  "Have 
seen  considerable  intoxication  in  the  of- 
fice'; have  seen  Postmaster,  clerks  and 
carriers  intoxicated  in  the  office;  it  was 
a  common  thing;  have  seen  kegs  of  ale 
brought  into  the  office  Saturday  night; 
there  were  general  reports  in  the  office 
that  there  were  many  good  times  in  the 
Postmaster's  private  office,  nights;  have 
known  of  slop-pails  smelling  strongly  of 
liquors;  empty  bottles  brought  out  of  his 
(Bfayton's)  private  othrv  in  the  morn- 
ing," etc.,  etc.  Nothing  was  publicly 
known  when  this  investigation  was  made 
about  a  defalcation,  or  stealing,  by  some- 
body in  the  office,  of  $30,000  or  $40,000. 
There  must  have  been  men  there  at  the 
time  of  the  removal  of  the  Government 
postage  stamp-,,  who  knew  all  about  it. 
but  who  kept  their  mouths  closed.  It  all 
came  out  six  or  seven  months  later,  on 
the  17th  January.  1880,  when  Brayton 
lied    from   the   State. 

There  ought  to  be  some  reward  for  a 
life  of  virtue,  either  here  on  earth;  or, 
after  we  have  left  the  earth,  certainly  it 
is  no  wrong  to  Brayton  for  me  to  set 
forth  the  qality,  and  the  varieties  of  the 
virtues  which  he  practiced.  Paper  num- 
ber two  wh'l  sot  forth. the  variety  which 


he  practiced  during  the  night  of  the  5th 
and  the  morning  of  the  6th  of  July,  1S81. 


The  relation  of  Mercury  to  Coal  has 
not  yet  been  considered  by  consumers 
here  in  Providence.  The  Journal  of  the 
24th  March  announced  that  the  Penn- 
sylvania dealers,  had  reduced  the  Spring

formed the  Journal  that  the  price  to  con- 
sumers would  be  reduced  50  cents  per 
ton  on  that  day.  On  March  22,  the  Mer- 
cury rose  to  49;  on  March  23  it  rose  to 
64;  on  March  24  it  droppe  dto  iS;  and 
on  the  25th  it  again  touched  16.  In- 
stantly the  agreement  to  lower  the  price 
went  out  of  sight;  tile  combination  here 
existing  got  the  lower  rate;  but  the 
people  were  still  forced  to  pay  the  high- 
est price.  Down  went  the  Mercury,  up 
went    Coa1.      These   men    have    no    legal

have  ceased  to  make  it.  The  time  to  write 
an  account  of  Drayton's  connection  with 
the  History  of  Rhode  Island  is  after  he 
has  ceased  to  manipulate  it.  Shall  such 
Black  work  be  written  in  letters 
of  Gold;  or  in  good  Black  ink. 
I  woidd  not  knowingly  wrong  any 
mail  nor  will  I  ever  submit,  that 
any  man  shall  prevent  me  from 
writing  and  printing  the  truth  of  His- 
tory as  I  find  it:  for  the  Truth,  is  an  Al- 
mighty Power,  against  which  no  man 
living  nor  dead  can  stand.  I  will  con- 
tinue my  work. 


Brayton,  as  Post  Master,  asked  W.  A. 
Richardson  to  resign  his  position,  under 
Brayton  in  the  Providence  office.  Rich- 
ardson in  his  testimony  before  the  Butler 
Investigation  Committee  of  the  U.  S. 
Senate,  says  that  he  refused;  he  contin- 
ues, "Understood,  I  was  dismissed''  "a 
new  man  in  place  was  appointed.  F.  C. 
Rider.''  Tins  work  took  place  in  1878. 
Charles  R.  Brayton  was  Post  Master. 
Frederic  C.  Rider  was  my  brother.  He 
was  appointed  to  Richardson's  position 
of  Superintendent  of  Carrier-,  by  Chas. 
R.  Brayton.  But  the  putting  of  my 
brother  in  Richardson's  place  was  the 
work  of  George  W.  Danielson ;  neither 
my  brother,  nor  any  of  our  family  knew 
of  the  transaction,  until  Brayton  had  ex- 


ecuted it.  Frederick  C.  Rider  under 
Brayton,  was  Superintendent  of  Carrier 
Work,  during  the  years  187S,  1879,  1880 
and  1S81,  until  8:30  o'clock  of  the  morn- 
ing of  July  6th.  At  that  moment  he  was 
dead.  Brayton's  great  robbery  of  the 
Post  Office  money  was  not  discovered 
until  the  17th  of  January,  1880.  My 
brother  was  Superintendent  of  Carriers 
when  Brayton  fled,  or  had  been  reported 
as  having  tied  from  the  State.  In  1879. 
Brayton  published  "A  Handy  Book  of 
the  Postal  Service  of  the  Providence  (R. 
I. ),  Post  Office  1879-  C.  R.  Brayton, 
Post  Master.  This  work  was  prepared 
for  Drayton  by  Frederic  C.  Rider.  My 
brother  was  taken  by  Senator  Henry  B. 
Anthony,  to  Newport,  in  August  1879,  to 
be  used  before  the  Butler  Committee; 
but  he  was  not  called  to  testify.  Exact- 
ly five  months  later,  the  robberies  were 
discovered  and  Brayton  had  fled.  Henry 
W.  Gardner,  was  appointed  Post  Master 
in  Brayton's  place,  and  my  brother 
Frederic  was  continued  as  Superintend- 
ent of  Carriers;  another  one  of  his  du- 
ties was  the  collection  of  money  for 
box  rents.  His  morning  collections  were 
"turned  in,"  at  12  o'clock  noon;  his  after- 
noon collections  were  ''turned  in"  at  five 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  At  half  oast 
four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  July 
fifth.  Charles  R.  Brayton  invited  my 
brother  to  go  out  with  him  (Brayton) 
for  "something  to  drink.*'  My  brother's 
collections  of  the  afternoon  were  to  be 
turned  in  a  half  hour  later;  but  suspect- 
ing no  secret  purpose  he  went  out  with 
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Brayton.  He  never  returned.  At  i  130  ' 
o'clock  in  the  morning  o\  July  sixth,  the  | 
door  bell  of  the  house  occupied  by  my  j 
brother  was  pulled ;  my  brother's  wife, 
Sarah  Phetteplace.  went  to  the  door,  and 
there  stood  Charles  R.  Brayton  whom 
Sarah  very  well  know,  holding  up  my 
brother,  iter  husband,  whom  Brayton  had 
brought  home  unconscious.  Frederic  was 
put  in  bed  by  his  wife  and  his  son.  At 
live  o'leock  in  the  morning  Frederic 
came  sufficiently  to  his  senses  to  arise,  go 
to  his  coat  and  examined  his  .pocket 
book:  there  was  nothing  in  it,  neither 
money  nor  papers.  He  replaced  the  emp- 
ty relic  in  his  pockets,  and  went  to  a 
bureau  drawer,  took  out  a  revolver, 
which  a  former  Chief  of  Police  had 
given  to  him;  laid  himself  down  on  his 
bed,  with  his  head  resting  on  his  pillow. 
holding  the  weapon  to  his  temple  he 
sent  the  ball  straight  through  the  brain. 
He  breathed  unconscious  until  8:30  A. 
M.  The  morning  was  terrible  to  all  of 
us.  At  first  we  knew  nothing  of  the 
invitation  out  by  Brayton  at  4 :3c  of 
the  preceding  afternoon  :  nor  did  we 
suspect    anything.      We    did'  not    suspect 


my  brother  of  being  drunk.  Not  one  of 
i.s  had  ever  known  Frederic  to  have 
been  drunk.  But  within  twenty-four 
hours,  we  began  to  see  things.     He  was 

brought  home  by  Brayton  in  a  condi- 
tion oi  intense  stupor;  it  was  soon  ap- 
parent that  the  beverage  given  to  him 
had  been  '"drugged;"  but  Brayton  him- 
self was  not  in  a  condition  of  stupor. 
Brayton  knew  Fred's  wife  and  Fred's 
wife  knew  Brayton;  and  she  it  was  wit* 
told  me  what  happened  at  Iter  home  after 
the  call  of  Brayton.  A  matt,  then  a  let- 
ter carrier,  under  the  superintendance  of 
my  brother,  said  to  me  on  the  6th  of 
Xovember,  1896,  "It  was  a  set  up  job  on 
him  to  get  him  drunk,  and  get  possession 
of  the  box  rent  money."  Two  witnesses 
beside  myself  heard  the  statement  from 
a  man  then  and  there,  employed.  It  was 
for  this  reason  that  Brayton  fixed  upon 
the  time  of  4:30  at  which  he  began  his 
night  of  devotion  to  the  People,  which 
language  George  W,  Danielson  used  in 
the  Journal  in  characterization  of  the 
work  of  Brayton,  The  Journal  never 
mentioned  my  brother's  suicide;  but 
everv   detail    was    known    to   George    W. 
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Danielsoii,  who  had  lived  in  ovr:  family 
twenty-live  years  when  ft  happened.  On 
the  6th  July,  1881,  the  Providence  Eve- 
ning  Press  printed  the  following  account. 

A  SENSATION. 

Suicide  of  a  Local  Government  Official. 

Frederic    C.    Rider    Shoots    Himself 

Early   This   Morning. 

All  the  Particulars  of  the  Deplorable 

Event. 

The  business  portion  of  the  commun- 
ity were  startled  and  shocked  early  this 
morning  by  the  report  that  an  attempt 
at  suicide  had  been  made  by  Frederick 
C.  Rider,  the  Superintendent  of  the  City 
Delivery  Department  at  the  Pot  Office. 
This  report  was  shortly  followed  by  an- 
other which  was  that  the  attempt  was 
successful,  that  he  was  dead.  A  Press 
teporter  called  at  the  late  residence  of 
Mr.  Rider  at  306  Pine  street,  and  found 
that  the  last  rumor  was  true;  the  un- 
fortunate man  was  dead.  His  wife  was 
nearly  wild  with  grief,  and  unable  to 
give  an  account  of  the  suicide,  but  re- 
ferred the  reporter  to  a  brother  (myself) 


of  the  deceased;  who  could  not  give  any 
information  as  to  the  probable  cause 
01  the  rash  act.  Subsequent  inquiry  at 
other  sources  developed  these  facts.  At 
about  six  o'efbek  this  morning,  Mr.  Rid- 
er's wife  entered  the  room  occupied  by 
her  husband,  and  found  him  lying  upon 
hi.  bed  gasping  ior  breath  and  bleeding 
profusely  from  a  wound  in  the  head  just 
t  over  the  right  temple.  A  revolver  held 
J  in  his  hand  indicated  the  means  by  which 
the  wound  had  been  ■  produced.  Mrs. 
Rider's  screams  of  terror  soon  alarmed 
the  household,  none  of  whom  had  heard 
the  discharge  of  the  weapon ;  and  Dr. 
Baker  was  summoned  to  the  house;  but 
upon  Ins  arrival  found  that  he  could  do 
nothing  to  save  the  suicides  life.  The 
ball  had  lodged  in  the-  brain  and  Mr. 
Kuler  died  about  three  quarters  of  an 
hour  after  the  arrival  of  the  Physician. 
j  The  cause  of  the  fatal  act  is  only  a  mat- 
ter of  conjuncture;  the  reticence  of  the 
relatives  making  it  impossible  to  obtain 
their  version  of  the  matter;  but  one 
!  rumor  on  the  street  ascribed  it  to  some 
1  irregularity  in  his  accounts.     This  how- 
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ever  is  denied  by  Post  Master  Henry  W. 
Gardner,  who  said  that  Mr.  Rider's  ac- 
counts were  all  correct,  as  far  as  he 
knew.  He  further  said  that  when  he. 
last  saw  i\Jr.  Rider,  which  was  a  little 
past  nine  o'clock  the  evening  before,  he 
thought  he  appeared  to  be  much  de- 
pressed in  spirits.  The  cause.  Mr,  Gard- 
ner was  not  able  to  explain.  The  night 
clerk  at  the  Post  Office  said  that  when 
he  saw  him  last,  he  appeared  the  same 
as  usual.  A  number  of  other  persons 
who  saw  Mr.  Rider  during  the  afternoon 
and  evening,  say  that  he  acted  qiteerly, 
but  they  ascribed  this  to  an  over  indul- 
gence (none  of  his  family  had  ever  seen 
him  drunk)  of  liquors,  as  he  had  been 
seen  in  saloons  in  the  vicinty  of  the  Post 
Office  in  the  afternoon.  (Brayton  took 
him  into  a  saloon  at  4 '-30  P-  M.)  Mr. 
Rider  was  a  man  of  about  50  years  of 
age,  (lie  was  born  June  6.  1836).  lie 
had  held  the  position  of  Superintendent 
of  the  City  Delivery  at  the  Post  Office 
for  the  past  three  years.  Previous  to 
that  he  was  employed  on  the  Providence 
Journal.  Me  leaves  a  wife  and  two  sons. 
The  "oldest"  has  lately  graduated  from 
the  naval  academy  with  high  honors.  The 
body  is  in  charge  of  the  coroner,  Thur- 
her;  the  weapon  with  which  the  deed 
was  accomplished  being  also  in  his  pos- 
session. Owing  to  the  strong  proof  of 
suicide,  an  inquest  will  doubtless 
be  considered  tan-necessary."  All 
these  things  took  place  just  as  I 
have  stated  them.  There  can  be 
no  denial,  in  two  or  three  days  it 
was  discovered  that  the  money  which 
Predcric  had  collected  during  the  after- 
noon of  tin:  5th  of  July  fr^m  I  o'clock 
P.  M.,  until  4:30  P.  M.,  \v\\cn  he  was  in- 
vited out  by  Brayton,  amounted  to 
$412.50.  George  W.  Daniclson  told  me 
this,  and  1  at  once  informed  him  that  I 
would  instantly  pay  the  loss;  but  it  was 
declined.  This  terrible  work  was  clone 
just  eighteen  months  .after  Br  ay-tori's 
flight,  or  alleged  flight,  from  this  State 
after   his    great   robbery    of    government 


mime}-.  Both  were  preliminary  to  Bray 
ton's  terrible  work  for  thirty  years,  upon 
the  work  of  the  General  Assembly;  and 
upon  the  Courts.  His  work  was  unique; 
Nothing  in  Rhode  island  History  has 
any  comparison  to  it.

Charles  R.  Brayton, 
Dead  23  September,  1910.

1  have  now  given  two  illustrations  of 

the  moral  character  and  method  of  work- 
ing by  this  man,  who  for  thirty  years  has 
played  havoc  with  the  People  both  in 
law  and  in  justice.  The  first  of  these 
illustrations  of  his  work,  wrought  finan- 
cial havoc  with  two  of  his  bondsmen,  to 
wit,  Richard  M.  Sherman  and  William 
D.  Brayton.  The  second  illustration  de- 
stroyed instantly  the  family  of  my  broth- 
er. Frederic  C.  Rider,  as  upright  and 
honest  a  man  as  I  have  ever  known. 
These  tilings  were  hushed  up  by  the  di- 
rection of  men  then  deep  in  political 
mire.  Yes,  deep  as  Nadir  itself. 
"  Smirched,  thus  and  mired  with  infamy." 
At  the  head  oi  this  political  machine, 
was  Henry  B.  Anthony,  a  Rhode  Island 
Senator  for  twenty-five  years.  Anthony's 
tools  were  George  W.  Danielson,  to  han- 
dle the  contents  of  the  Journal  to  keep 
the  People  in  densest  ignorance  of  the 
real  work  thus  being  wrought;  and  Chas. 
R.  Brayton,  whom  Anthony  continuously 
employed  in  the  political  manipulation 
of  the  smaller  towns  of  the  State  in 
sending  the  most  pliant  political  timber 
to  the  General  Assembly,  both  to  the 
Senate  and  the  Mouse.  Brayton  did  as 
Anthony  directed  him  to  do,  as  long  as 
Anthony    lived.      When    Anthony    died. 


Nelson  W.  Aldrich  picked  up  the  reins, 
and  Brayton  became  his  tool  and  mule. 
This  resulted  in  keeping  Aldrich  in  the 
Lf.  S.  Senate  for  a  period  of  thirty  years 
and  six  months.  The' longest  period  that 
any  member  of  the  Senate  from  Rhode 
Island,  ever  held  possession  of  the  office; 
and  Henry  B.  Anthony  was  second. 
Rhode  Island  had  thirty-five  Senators 
from  the  time  when  she  became  one  of 
the  United  States  in  1790  to  1911.  Bray- 
ton had  done  the  work  for  Anthony 
twenty-five  years;  and  for  Aldrich 
thirty-one  and  a  half  years.  I  was  present 
one  evening  in  the  Editor  of  the  Jour- 
nal's office,  after  one  of  these  elections. 
Stephen  Harris,  a  member  of  the  poli- 
tical "machine"  was  discussing  the  work 
of  Brayton  in  securing  the  great  resuks 
which  had  been  attained.  He  said.  "Tell 
Charley  'now  many  votes  you  want,  and 
you  will  get  them."  I  will  give  an  in- 
stance. On  the  27th  of  May,  1SS6,  the 
General  Assembly  of  Rhode  Island  en- 
acted a  Statute  "for  the  Suppression  of 
Intemperance."  This  Statute  covers  17 
pages  in  the  Acts  &  Resolves  for  that 
month.  This  Statute  provided  for  the 
election  of  a  ''Chief  of  State  Police" 
(Sec.  39)  The  State  Police  consisted 
of  the  "Sheriffs  of  the  counties  of  the 
State.;  their  deputies,  town  sergeants; 
constables;  Chiefs  of  Police:  special  con- 
stables: deputy  Chiefs  of  Police  of  the 
towns    and    cities    of    the    entire    State." 


''Sec.  38.)      The  next  day  at 


Lh( 


General  Assembly  met  in  Grand  Commit- 
tee to  elect  a  "Chief  of  the  Stale  Police." 
Eighty    members    were -present      Fitly- 
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eight  voted  for  Brayton ;  thirteen  for  E. 
H.  Rhodes,  now  one  of  the  Providence 
Assessors  of  Taxes;  nine  were  scatter- 
ing. This  shows  the  results  of  the  '"pack- 
ing" of  General  Assembiys  by  Brayton 
under  the  directions  of  Henry  B.  An- 
thony. The  salary  was  $3000  a  year ; 
the  term  of  office  was  three  years;  ex- 
penses while  in  -discharge  of  duties  were 
all  paid  by  the  State.  This  packing  ex- 
isted more  than  thirty-nine  years,  con- 
troling  the  enactment  of  all  laws,  and 
the  election  of  all  judges  to  the  higher 
courts.  Hunter  C.  White,  the  late  high 
sheriff,  was  Brayton's  chief  assistant,  al- 
ways secretly  working  his  political  tricks. 
Brayton  was  nominated  for  the  office  of 
''Chief  of  the  State  Police''  bv  Edward 
L.  Freeman,  a  member  of  the  House  for 
the  town  of  Lincoln.  Freeman  described 
Brayton  "As  a  man  of  brains,  ability, 
honesty.'!  and  honorable  character/'  all 
this  after  the  events  which  I  have  de- 
scribed. But  Freeman  got  possession  of  j 
the  State  printing  by  this  work,  holding  j 
the  business  even  to  this  day.  For  this 
nomination  by  Freman,  see  (Morning 
Star,  Providence,  May  31,  1886.)  I 


The  Journal  of  last  Monday  has  this 
editorial  leader  on  "Dirty  Streets."  It 
opens  thus:  '"It  would  have  been  a  pleas- 
ant Sunday  even  down  town,  but  for  the 
shameful  condition  of  the  streets;  papers, 
rubbish  and  tilth  of  every  kind  filled  the 
gutters  or  lay  in  heaps  along  the  pave- 
ments." The  Journal  is  right.  I  have 
within  a  short  time  picked  up  within 
fifty  feet  of  my  home,  eighty  (So)  empty 
tin  food  boxes,  all  in  one  day.  I  have 
a  bushel  of  cobblestones,  all  thrown  by 
children  at  each  other;  three  children 
were  badly  hurt.  I  have  found  within  a 
week,  two  rotten  rusty  ten  quart  .milk- 
can  ;  an  old  sheet  iron  pan,  18  incites  in 
diameter  and  6  inches  in  depth;  a  tin  can, 
Q  inches  square  and  i.|  inches  in  depth. 
In  one  night,  recently,  25  banana  stalks 
were  scattered  along  the  street  to  rot ;  it 
has  been  repeatedly  done.  Cobblestones 
being  scarce  near  my  house,  last  evening 
the  dirty  whelps  threws  balls  of  horse 
manure  at  each  uther,  and  my  front 
sidewalk  was  a  sight.  The  Journal 
does  not  inform  us  where  the  fault  lies. 
But,  it  informs  us  that,  "a  better  enforce- 
ment of  the  law  by  the  police  would  ad- 
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monis'h"  The  Journal  does  not  inform 
us  what  the  word  admonish  means;  J 
will  tell  you.  To  admonish  means,  first, 
"To  put  a  person  in  mind  of  his  duties." 
(Murray's  Eng.  Diet.)  ;  second,  it  means, 
"To  instruct  or  direct."  (Webster's  Efig. 
Diet.)  In  plain  English,  the  Police  Com- 
mission of  Providence  are  wholly  to 
blame;  for  who  is  to  instruct  and  direct 
the  police  to  perform  their  duties  if  it 
is  not  the  Police  Commission?  I  have 
repeatedly  during  the  past  two  years, 
called  the  attention  of  the  Police  Com- 
mission to  this  terrible  nuisance;  all  that 
I  have  yet  attained,  is  being  with  great 
politeness,  shown  the  nearest  door. 

The  most  recent  addition  to  this  body 
is  Waiter  Callender,  of  the  "Boston 
Store,"  one  of  the  largest,  if  not  the 
largest  advertiser  in  the  Journal.  Mr. 
Callender  was  given  the  position,  not  be- 
cause he  was  in  need  of  the  $3500  a 
year  which  the  people  were  taxed  to  pay 
him,  but  as  a  political  move.  This  work 
of  filling  the  streets  with  "rubbish  and 
filth"  is  done  wholly  by  foreigners,  who 
have  so  recentlv  flooded  the  town.     This 


foreign  element  instantly  went  at  work 
to  secure  the  elective  franchise,  otherwise 
the  right  to  vote;  the  immaculate  Repub- 
lican party  are  always  after  this  vote, 
and  while  these  conditions  are  permitted 
to  exist  there  will  be  no  remedy.  The 
Police  Commission  costs  the  ,  people 
$10,500  each  year.  It  is  the  creature  of 
the  Board  of  Alderman  and  the  work  of 
the  Aldermen  in  this  matter  is  a  rank 
violation  of  the  Constitution.  You  see 
that  no  member  of  either  body  is  an  ad- 
vertiser in  Book  Notes;  nor  would  it 
make  the  slightest  difference  in  the 
structure  of  Book  XoIlS  articles  if  they 
were. 

The  real  truth  is  that  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  and  the  Police  Commission 
are  Gee  Whiz  Republican  Political  Ma- 
chines.

It  seems  incredible  that  a 
company  or  corporation  of  a  hundred 
men.  should  be  allowed  to  do  such  work- 
in  a  city  of  200,000  men.  The  very  ex- 
istence of  such  a  corporation  should  be 
instantly  destroyed;  and  it  will  be  des- 
tioyed  when  it  has  killed  a  thousand 
more  men,  women  and  children.  Not  a 
week  now  passes,  that  newspapers  :;!1 
over  the  country  do  not  contain  notices 
of  more  or  less  victims,  destroyed  by  Gas 
Corporations,  who  kill  for  an  increased 
percentage  of  profit  on  their  stocks 

Why  does  not  the  City  Government 
of  Providence  suggest  to  the  Providence 
Gas  Company,  that  it  would  pay  greater 
dividends  by  setting  up  a  "works"  on 
Sockanosset  Hill,  and  turn  its  poison 
filth  into  the  reservoir  of  water  we  are 
forced  fo  drink,  as  well  as  into  the  air 
we  are  forced  to  breathe.  It  is  a  dis- 
grace to  the  men  of  Providence  that  they 
do  not  instantly  destroy  such  actions. 


The  Cenfitry  for  .May.  is  packed  solid 
with  intellectual  thought  in  good  black 
ink.  Let  me  give  you  a  specimen.  Will 
Irwin  has  an  article  on  "The  Awakening 
of  the  American  Business  Men,"  other- 
wise the  People,  showing  hove  the  United 
States  are  behind  other  nations  in  the 
science  of  industrial  indemnity.  Read 
what  he  says;  then  light  your  pipe,  and 
set  your  own  brains  at  work. 

"As  the  apostles  of  scientific  manage- 
ment have  shown  us,  we  Americans  have 
wasted  foolishly  in  the  individual  pro- 
cesses of  our  industry.  In  the  whole 
body  of  our  industry  we  have  often 
wasted,  not  only  foolishly,  but  cruelly, 
;:ud  nowhere  more  cruelly-  than  in  the 
mntter  of  provision  for  the  wreckage  of 
industry,  the  killed  and  wounded  in  our 


industrial  warfare. 

"Nearly  every  year,  peril.-  inevitable  to 

an  age  o\  industry  kill  their  thousands, 
and  maim  their  tens  of  thousand-.  The 
railroads  alone  return  an  unusual  list  of 
killed  and  wounded  employes  which, 
match  well  with  real  warfare  We  have 
recognized  dimly  that  either  society  or 
the  industry  in  question  owes  to  this 
wreckage  some  form  of  support  for 
crippled,  impotent  years,  or  for  a  new 
generation  of  unprotected  survivors. 

•'But  we  are  struggling  along  on  a 
system  of  compensation  for  industrial 
accidents  which  is  a  relic  of  the  old 
hand-labor  days,  and  which  has  worked 
01 1   into  a  tangle  of  law,  highly  expen- 
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sive,  incredibly  complicated,  and  decided- 
ly unjust.  All  the  so-called  progressive 
rations  entered  the  era  of  specialized 
labor  and  machine  production  with  legal 
principles  similar  to  ours ;  all  but  the 
United  States  have  either  amended  them 
or  changed  them  utterly  to  fit  the  nec- 
essities of  the  new  age. 


Those  who  have  suffered  the  worst  by. 
■'Protective"  tariffs  (myself  being  one), 
have  kept  still,  myself  excepted 
never  uttering  even  privately  a  word  in 
condemnation  of  such  high. way  robbery, 
I.  alone,  of  all  men  here  have  spoken  fair- 
ly and  squarely  what  I  saw,  and  thought, 
and  felt  about  it.

His 
business  that  year  with  me  covered  the 
enormous  amount  of  $1646.  I  took  no 
notice  of  the  threat.  I  never  wavered 
ror  trembled,  nor  stopped,  but  my  for- 
mer acquaintance  stopped  at  once.  He 
is  still   living  here   in    Providence  and  T 


ask  him  now,  which,  he  or  I.  was  right? 
President  Eliot  of  Harvard  was  right 
when  he  said,  "The  Policy  of  Silence 
has  failed  everywhere."  The  fact  i>  that 
telling  the  ''Truth"  is  alone  the  Almighty 
Pozver.  Were  it  possible,  I  would  not 
swap  places  with  him  for  all  Rocke- 
feller's Money,  and  Brains  thrown  in. 


These  great  illegal  and  immoral  laws 
are  now  all  being  wiped  from  the  Statute 
Books ;  they  will  all  cease  to  be  in  ex- 
istence before  I  leave  this  globe.

Henry  B.  Anthony  was  the  editor  and 
one-third  owner  of  the  Providence  Jour- 
nal before  and  during  the  war  against 
Dorr  and  against  a  constitutional  form 
of  government  such  as  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States  required :  hut  which 
the  men  of  Rhode  Island  had  been  pre- 
\ented  by  the  '"Law  of  Order"  men  from 
enacting.  Anthony  entered  into  personal 
politics  in  the  year  1849,  and  was  active 
until  his  death,  lie  had  constructed  a 
political   machine,   but   his   chief   weapon

ash''  of  the  Journal.     Antbonv 


was  elected  Governor  of  Rhode  Island  in 
1849  and  again  in  1850.  He  declined  a 
third  nomination.  Charles  R.  Brayton 
had  no  hand  in  these  matters,  being  but 
a  child,  nine  and  ten  years  of  age.  In 
1858,  ex-Governor  Anthony  ran  for  the 
United  States  Senate.  In  passing,  I  will 
note  that  the  name  Senator  was  first 
given  to  members  of  that  body,  here  in 
Rhode  Island,  in  May,  1799-  Anthony 
was  elccled  a  member  of  the  United 
States  Senate,  and  he  continued  to  be  re- 
elected until  his  death,  which  occurred 
on  the  2nd  of  September,  1884.  It  is  of 
material  consequence  to  the  matters  1  am 
now  describing  to  show  these  U.  S.  Sen- 
atorial votes  before  and  after  the  adop- 
tion of  the  R.  I.  Constitution  :

Brayton   did 
not  invent,  nor  .construct  such  work;  he   j 
took  it  and  used  it  just  as  Henry  B.  An- 
thony had  left  it  in   Bray  ton's  hands. 

The  effect  of  Anthony's  work  in  1858 
marks  an  epoch  which  has  now  an  age 
of  half  a  century.  Charles  R.  Brayton 
entered  the  cla>s  of  1863  at  Brown  Uni- 
versity. Pie  remained  in  the  class  hut  a 
short  time.  The  Civil  War  opened  in 
1S61.  In  August,  1 86 r ,  just  after  the 
Battle  of  Bull-run  he  enlisted.  He  served 
through  the  war,  being  discharged 
when  the  regiment  in  which  he 
was  at  the  time  was  disbanded  in 
1864.  It  was  after  his  service 
had  ended  that  he  entered  upon  his 
political  career  in  Rhode  Island,  and 
i~fo,^y  t?  Anthony  was  his  employer,  his 
teacher,  and  his  master.  He  was  in  clo.^e 
service  with  Anthony  when  his  great 
robberies  of  money  in  the  Providence 
post  office  took  place  in  the  years  1876- 
1879,  and  which  were  disclosed  on  the 
17th  day  of  January,  1S80,  here  in  Prov- 
idence. This  great  robbery  has  been  sug- 
gested in  all  the  newspapers  as  being 
the  result  of  "the  pressing  demands  for 


funds  in  the  political  battles  all  over  the 
State."  If  such  stuff  was  true,  would 
not  Senator  Anthony,  fur  whom  Brayton 

had  been-  constantly  at  work  from  1864  to 
the  day  of  disclosure,  i;th  January,  18S0, 
more  than  sixteen  years,  have  set  his 
political  machine  at  work  to  raise  the 
fund  to  screen  Brayton?  or  the  fund- 
having  been  used  in  Anthony's  battles, 
for  Brayton  was  in  service  in  no  other 
battles,  would  it  not  have  made  Anthony 
particeps  criminis.  Had  such  stuff  been 
true  Anthony  would  instantly  have- 
raised  the  money  and  saved  Brayton's 
actual  exposure  and  fatal  disgrace. 
There  is  not  one  word  of  the  truth  in  the 
statement.  It  was  a  scandalous  life  that 
caused  Brayton's  robberies,  and  his  work 
upon  my  brother,  Frederic  C.  Rider,  in 
1881.  These  tilings  show  the  infernal 
wickedness  of  character,  and  throws  a 
lurid  light  on  his  work  in  the  elections, 
and  in  the  work  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly. 

Upon  his  entry  into  working  polities 
in  1865,  he  was  trained  by  Anthony  to 
examine  the  votes,  and  study  the  charac- 
ters of  the  voters  in  the  "small"  towns  in 
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Rhode  Island.  There  were  in  the  State, 
in  1858,  thirty-two  towns  and  cities.  Of 
this  nuinber  six  were  "large"  town-,  and 
cities,     to     wit :     Newport,     Providence, 

Warwick,  Cumberland,  Smith  field,  and 
North  Providence.  Each  town,  large, 
and  small,  had  one  Senator.  Thus  the 
large  towns  had  six  Senators,  and  the 
small  towns  had  twenty-six.  The  six 
"large"  town  Senators  represented  each 
14,109  inhabitants,  while  each  "small" 
town  Senator  represented  2,419  inhabit- 
ants. Anthony's  power  consisted  in  se- 
curing and  holding  the  votes  of  these 
"small"  towns.  The  grand  committee  of 
1858  consisted  of  103  members.  The  six 
large  towns  had  six  Senators  and  thirty-* 
five  r  Representaives ;  total  41.  The 
twenty-six  "small"  towns  had  twenty  six 
Senators  and  thirty-six  Representatives; 
total  62.  Thus  the  reason  is  clear  why 
Anthony  kept  Brayton  at  work  in  the 
small  towns,  and  succeeded  so  many 
years  by  hunting  corrupt  and  purchas- 
able voters,  and  how  easy  it  was  to 
"warp"  them  into  office,  or  twist  them 
after  Brayton  had  got  them  into  office  in 
ihe  General  Assembly. 


Anthony's  death  in  September,  18^4. 
left  his  tremendous  political  control  over 
the  "small"  towns  solely  and  entirely  in 
the  hand-  of  Charles  R.  Brayton,  and  he 
began  using  it  for  his  "ndividual  benefit 
at  once.  He  had  the  General  As- 
sembly enact  a  statute.  for  the 
suppression  of  intemperance,  on  the 
27th  of  May,  1886,'  and  the  very  next 
j  morning  got  his  election  as  Chief  of  the 
i  State  Police  to  enforce  the  Statute.  The 
j  State  Police  consisted  of  the  "Sheriff, 
I  of  the  counties  of  the  State;  their  depu- 
ties, town  sergeants;  constables;  Chiefs 
of  Police;  special  constables;  deputy 
Chiefs  of  Police  of  the  towns  and  cities 
Of  the  entire  State."  (Sec.  38.)  Bray- 
ton had  secured  control  over  all  these 
officers.  A  liquor  vampire  was  to  estab- 
lish temperance  in  the  vfse  of  nun,  gin. 
whiskey  and  all  such  stuff  all  over  Rhode 
Island.  He  abused  the  office  so  terribly 
that  although  elected  for  three  years,  he 
was  actually  forced  to  resign  the  posi- 
tion in  one  year.  I  will  again  come  to 
consider  the  stories  of  the  construction 
and  enactment  of  this  statute,  for  it 
touches    keenly     the     history    of    Rhode 
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Island.  It  still  remains  to  be  put 
in  good,  black  ink  the  awful  work  in 
the  General  Assembly  in  the  making  of 
laws,  and  of  the  prevention  of  the  mak- 
ing of  laws,  during  the  twenty-five  years 
which  Charles  R.  Brayton  held  the  keys 
of  the  State  House.  These  laws  have 
been  largely  made,  not  in  the  interests 
of  the  people,  ibut  of  individuals,  or  cor- 
porations.

others  now  being  brought  into  life,  must 
pay  these  men  for  everything  which  the 
Xatural  or  Divine  Law  made  absolutely 
necessary  to  my  existence.  Can  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  annul  the  Divine  or 
Natural  Law  and  force  me  to  pay  the 
Browns,  or  the  Ives's  or  the  Goddards; 
or  even  Marsden  J.  Perry,  for  my  natur- 
al right  of  existence?  For  it  is  to  him 
that  I  owe  the  preservation  of  the  beau- 
tiful, peaceful,  restful  home  which  is 
now  mine,  at  my  great  age;  and  which 
but  for  him  1  should  never  have  secured.

Ashley  Becomes  Inoculated  at  New  York 
Harbor  while  Fighting  Agaisnt  the 
Entry  of  the  Disease  through  Infected 
Immigrants. — In  spite  of  treatment  by 
Dr.  Simon  Ficxner,  discoverer  of  the 
cerebro-spinal  meningitis  scrum  and  the 
heroic  efforts  of  other  experts  to  save 
Iris  life,  Dr.  Edward  F.  Ashley,  a  bacter- 
ologist,  died  on  Swinburne  Island  in 
New  York  harbor,  to-day,  a  martyr  to 
his  iight  against  the  entry  at  this  port 
of  the  dreaded  disease  'through  infected 
Creek  immigrants. 

''Inoculated  in  handling  the  cases,  he 
became  ill  last  Sunday  and  succombed  at 
3.7,0  this  afternoon." 

Dr.  Ashley  was  seized  with  the  dis- 
ease on  Sunday,  the  19th  of  March  and 


died  on  Tuesday,  the  21st.  All  the  "in- 
fected immigrants,"  lived,  never  having 
heard  of  Dr.  Fiexuer,  the  discoverer  of 
the  invaluable  '"Serum",  while  the  trust- 
ing Physician  being  "inoculated"  with  it 
died  in  less  than  48  hours.  Will  men 
never  wake  up  to  such  terrible  "medical" 
work  as  "Inoculation  or  vaccination,  and 
Death"  has  been  for  the  the  last  half 
century  the  result  of  vaccination.

I  come  now  to  the  parlies  at  interest 
in  the  act  for  the  "suppression  of  intem- 
perance.'" and  the  work  of  Charles  R. 
Brayton  as  "Chief  of  the  State  Police, 
under  this  statute."  Concerning  the  point 
I  will  cite  two  authorities.  By  the 
year  1S85  he  was  the  principal  lobbyist  of 
the  State,  and  he  continued  to  sway  his 
party  through  legislative  sessions  year 
after  year.  An  instar.ee  of  his  use  of 
this  power  a-  regards  the  towns  may  be 
cited  in  the  case  of  the  presentation  of  a 
bill  by  one  of  his  friends,  in  1885.  There 
had  been  no  warning  of  this  move;  asked 
what  it  meant,  Gen.  Brayton  said  :  '"'Oh, 
that's  just  a  banner  an  the  outer  walls  to 
the  liquor  dealers  who  are  getting  ready 
for  the  town  meetings  .in  June."  (Eve- 
ning Bulletin,  23rd  September,  1910). 
Again,  '"Another  time  there  was  a  State- 
law  forbidding  the  selling  of  intoxicating 
liquor.  The  hotel  and  boarding  house 
keepers  of  Block  Island  hastened  to 
Brayton,  and  told  hini  that  they  would 
be  ruined  if  that  law  was  passed,  be- 
cause the  entire  source  of  revenue  was 
from  summer  visitors.  Brayton  made 
tht*  Legislature  p.v^  <\  law  allowing 
liquor  to  be  sold  on  Block  Island  during 
the  summer  season  from  May  until  Oc-  J 
tober."  "Brayton  forced  fc-is  Senate  to 
elect  him  Chief  of  the  State  Police  (tin     ! 


der  this  law  for  the  "Suppression  of  In- 
temperance"), a  post  which  he  used  with 
brittal  power  to  pay  off  political 
grudges.''.  (National  Monthly,  Buffalo, 
X.  Y.,  .March,  1  g  1 1 ) .  This  latter  article 
was  by  Roy  Crandall ;  he; was  the  son  of 
Francis  A.  Crandall,  who  came  to  Prov 
idenee  in  1S87,  to  edit  the  livening  Tele- 
gram. He  left  the  city,  and  the  Evening 
Telegram  in  1891.  There  are  inaccura- 
cies of  statements  in  both  articles,  but 
they  are  not  serious,  in  the  Eve- 
ning Bulletin;  nevertheless,  I  am 
going  to  write  the  history  of  this  terrible 
action.  On  the  22nd  of  April,  1886,  at 
the  January  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, Edward  L.  Freeman,  "with  pre- 
vious notice  introduced  an  act  in  addi- 
tion to,  and  in  amendment  of  Chapter  10 
of  the  Public  Laws"  *  *  *  "with  like  no- 
tice, an.  act  for  the  suppression  of  intem- 
perance and  both  are  read,  passed  to  a 
second  reading  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  judiciary.''  Freeman  was 
at  the  time  a  member  of  the  Mouse  from 
Lincoln.  (Journal  of  the  House,  origi- 
nal manuscript,  22  April,  1886).  To 
show  that  Freeman  was  in  the  political 
pull  of  Brayton,  when  this  work  was 
done,    I    will    cite    again    what    Freeman 

aid  about  electing  Brayton  Chief  of  the 
State  Police,  and  being  a  man  of  brains, 
ability,  honesty,  and  honorable  charac- 
ter!' All  this  after  his  tremendous  rob- 
bery of  the  post  office  money.  The  judi- 
ciary committee  of  the  Home  comprised 
J.  C.  B.  Woods,  Chairman,  Charles  F. 
Ballon,    B.     M.    Bosworth,    William    A. 

Harris.  James  W.  Blackwood  and 
Ceorge    West.      The    act    went    into   the 
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hands  of  this  committee  on  the  22  April, 
1886,  and  was  laid  before  the  House  and 
enacted  on  the  27th  .May,  1886,  and  on 
the  next  morning  Brayton  was  elected  by 
5S  votes  out  of  a  grand  committee  oi  80. 
As  a  political  move  it  was  a  dead  flat 
failure.  The  State  was  carried  by  the 
Democrats  for  Governor  J.  W.  Davis 
and  Lieutenant  Governor  Samuel  Honey. 
Brayton  was  elected  for  three  years,  but 
was  forced  to  resign  in  twelve  months, 
and  in  two  years  after  its  enactment  the 
law  itself  was  repealed.  It  i-  a  good 
illustration  of  the  astuteness  of  Bray- 
ton's  political  mind.  The  first  proposi- 
tion laid  before  the  blouse  by  E.  L. 
Freeman  on  the  22(1  April,  1886,  was  an 
amendment  of  Chapter  10  of  the  Public 
L-avvo.  Ihis  chap  lei  treats  "Of  the  man- 
ner of  Conducting  Elections.'*  The  re- 
sult of  Freeman's  proposed  amendment 
was  the  enactment  of  Chapter  629  of  the 
Public  Statutes.  (Acts  and  Resolves, 
January,  1SS7,  p.  7  90).  That  this  work- 
was  done  in  the  Brayton  interest  there  is 
not  the  slightest  doubt.  The  real  trick- 
ery is  in  the  addition  (not  amendments 
of  «-i-:---  already  in  the  statute)  made  to 


Section  19.  directing  what  shall  be  done 
with  the  ballots  when  the  election  was 
ended.  The  secret  purpose  was  to  hide 
a  fraud.  In  the  citation  from  the  Na- 
tional Monthly  herein  above  given, 
"Brayton  made  that  Legislature  pass  a 
law  allowing  liquor  to  be  sold  on  Bloek 
Island  during  the  summer  season,  from 
May  until  October."  The  inference  here 
is  that  liquors  were  sold  at  Xew  Shore- 
ham  for  six  months  in  the  year,  notwith- 
standing the  statute;  it  was  a  political 
trick  by  the  Chief  of  the  State  Police; 
but  he,  Brayton,  had  not  directed  the 
General  Assembly  to  make  any 
amer.dments  to  his  statute  for 
the  "suppression  of  intemperance." 
Here  is  another  illustration  of 
Brayion's  political  rascality  with  the 
small  towns.  This  also  is  related  in  the 
National  Monthly,  paper  above  cited.  It 
was  "a  legislative  stunt  that  was  weird." 
He  (Brayton")  found  once  after,  he  had 
bought  the  voters  at  Tiverton  that  the 
election  came  at  the  same  ti  ne  as  the 
"blue"  fishing — when  the  fish  begin  to 
run  all  the  men  are  away  with  their 
boats.      But   Brayton    fixed   i: ;    he   made 
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the  Legislature  pass  a  law  allowing  Tiv- 
erton to  hold  a  special  election  two  weeks 
ahead  of  the  rest  of  the  State."'  While 
the  fact  existed.  Mr.  Crandall's  story  is 
not  correct.  The  Constitution  of  Rhode 
Island  provides  that  elections  for  State 
officials  shall  take  place  on  the  first  Wed- 
nesday in  April.  The  town  voted  on  the 
17th  of  January.  Brayton  had  this 
statute  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
on  the  '25th  March,  1SS7.  Section  I  : 
"The  canvassing  and  making  up  of  the 
voting  lists  of  the  town  of  Tiverton  by 
the  board  of  canvassers  of  said  town. 
made  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  January, 
A.  D.  iSSj,  is  ratified  and  continued  and 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  as  valid  and  ef- 
fectual as  if  said  list  had  been  canvassed 
and  made  up  on  the  last  Monday  in  Jan- 
uary." (Public  Laws.  1886-7).  The 
canvassers  had  violated  the  law  in  the 
lists  of  voters  on  the  17th  of  January. 
The  law  reads :  "As  soon  as  may  be 
after  said  last  Monday  in  January,  in 
each  year,  the  boards  of  canvassers  shall 
cause  said  lists  to  be  posted  up  in  three 
or    more    public    places,    etc."      (Public 


Statutes,  ed.  1882.  p.  49).  I  will  give 
one  more  illustration  o:  'die  method  of 
voting  under  the  Brayton  regime  in  the 
small    towns,   West   Greenwich.       I   was 

at  the  time  in  Exeter,  within  a  short  dis- 
tance of  Xooseneck  Hill,  then  the  place 
of  voting  in  the  town  of  West  Green- 
wich. The  vote  was  cast,  counted  and 
examined  by  the  town  officers,  and  the 
ballots  at  once  destroyed,  and  a  second 
vote  ordered.  The  second  vote  was  cast, 
again  counted  and  examined,  and  the 
ballots  at  once  destroyed;  a  third  vote 
was  ordered,  it  was  cast  and  accepted. 
It  was  a  trick  of  the  voters  taught  them 
by  the  Brayton  political  work;  they  were 
paid  three  times  before  they  voted  for 
the  men  Brayton  had  selected  for  his 
use.  Moreover,  such  work  was  the  rank- 
est violation  of  the  law  which  E.  L. 
Freeman  had  brought  into  the  House, 
for  Brayton.  and  laid  a  tine  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  on  every  town  officer  for 
such  an  offence  as  these  men  did  who  de- 
stroyed the  ballots.  There  is  one  thing 
more  which  I  wish  to  note.  Mr.  Cran- 
dall,  in  his  paper  in  the  National  Month-

ly,  says  he  (Brayton)  was  made  a  lawyer 
at  the  age  o(  56  by  a  special  act  of  his 
own.  bought  an  J  paid  for  legislation.  I 
have  searched  carefully  for  such  a  law, 
biit  do  not  find  it:  I  have  also  looked 
among  the  papers  of  record  in  the  Su- 
preme Court.  No  such  law  can  be  found 
among  them  now.  Brayton  was  admitted 
by  the  Supreme-  Court,  July  18,  1891. 
Letters  of  recommendation  on  file  in  the 
court  records  dated  in  1887.  Brayton 
was  born  in  1840,  admitted  1891  ;  hence 
he  was  51  years  bid  when  he  was  admit- 
ted to  the  "Bar."  On  the  8th  February, 
l3$y,  Brayton,  as  '"Chief  of  State  Po- 
lice," under  the  statute  for  the  "Suppres- 
sion of  Intemperance."  presented  a  Re- 
port "Annual'3  to  the  General  Assembly. 
11. is  report  covered  exactly  six  months. 
From  July  i,  i336,  to  December  31,  i836. 
U  must  not  be  forgotten  that  Brayton 
\\a.-  behind  i-he  construction  and  the.  en- 
actment of  this  law,  and  its  first  "Chief." 
Here  are  his  statements  of  the  results 
attained.  "The  statistics  given  here- 
with show  a  marked  decrease  in  drunken- 
ness, revelling,  common  drunkards,  and 
other  offenses  directly  chargeable  to  the 
intea  peraie  use  of  intoxicating  liquors." 
"The  cdmni it-men i-s  to  the  State  work- 
house *  *  *  show  a  falling  off  of  more 
than  one-half."  "The  city  of  Providence 
shows  an  increase  of  drunkenness  during 
the  last  six  months  of  the  license  law  of 
18.3  per  cent.,  while  during  the  first  six 
months  of  prohibition  (under  the  Bray- 
ton statute)  as  compared  with  the  cor- 
responding period,  drunkenness  de- 
creased more  than  .42  per  cent.  The 
'"growler,"  or  tin  kettle,  trade  .has  almost 
entirely  disappeared  from  the  streets',  and 
children  are  not  now  seen  frequenting 
liquor  saloons  for  supplies  of  liquor,  as 
before     prohibition     went     into     effect."

the  law  was  repealed,  after  the  great 
blesii:g  which  Brayton  says  he  accpm 
plished.  (Brayton's  Report  to  General 
Assembly,  Feb.  8,  1887,  p.  19).  Brayton 
v. as  forced  to  resign  May  27,  18S7,  hav- 
ii  g  held  the  office  ten  months  and  27 
days.  The  Evening  Bulletin,  23  Septem- 
ber, ipio,  has  this  interesting  clipping: 
"Nearly  a  year  later  (after  1889)  a  fam- 
ous letter  from  Brayton  bearing  on  the 
1889  campaign  was  brought  to  light  from 
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far  away  Nebraska.  Somebody  is  said 
to  have  written  to  him  asking  him  what 
would  be  the  cost  of  managing  an  anti- 
prohibitory  campaign  out  there.  His 
reply  has  been  published  in  fac  simile 
and  was  as  follows:  Providence,  R.  I., 
March  12,  1S00.  Mr.  William  F.  John- 
son: Dear  Sir — I  have  had  experience  in 
opposing  prohibition.  I  managed  the  re- 
peal of  our  State  prohibition  amendment 
last  June.  It  is  too  early  to  commence 
your  campaign,  as  you  do  not  vote  until 
next  November.  For  a  fair  remunera- 
tion 1  will  come  to  Nebraska  in  Septem- 
ber, organize  your  campaign  and  start 
you  all  right.  I  would  like  to  know  be- 
fore July  1st  if  I  am  to  come,  so  that  I 
may  bring  with  me  documents  as  we 
reed.  Truly  yours,  Charles  R.  Brayton. 
It  would  not  be  po^ibie  to  produce  a 
finer  piece  of  political  duplicity  than 
these  two  documents  show.  There  still 
remains  to  be  told  the  twenty-five  years 
of  Drayton's  work  at  the  General  A;- 
se*r»blyi  which  he  did  in  preventing  legis- 
lator; for  so  .much,  money,  or  procuring 
legislation  for  so  much  more  money, 
both  against  the  interests  of  the  people. 


The, Rhode    Island   Manual,   is   an   an- 
nual publication  by  this   State,  by  order 


of  the  Genera]  Assembly.  Tin's  publica- 
tion began  with  1S67,  and  has  been  regu- 
larly issued.  Forty-four  editions  have 
been  published;  and  5000  copies  was  the 
number  of  each  issue.  Thus  there  have 
been  published  222,000  copies;  and  ever} 
copy  has  printed  in  it,  "The  Charter 
Granted  by  Charles  the  Second.  8th  July. 
1663,"  covering  fifteen  pages.  About  how 
long  is  this  farce  to  go  on?  The  book 
states  that  this  Charter  'was  in  force 
from  July  8,  1663,  until  the  adoption  of 
the  Constitution  in  November,  1842.  In 
the  History  of  Rhode  Island  which  I 
have  written,  I  will  show  that  this  char- 
ter was  never  accepted,  nor  adopted,  nor 
put  in  force  by  the  Freemen  of  Rhode 
Island.  It  hence  was  without  legal  force 
from  the  beginning;  nor  had  it  any  legal 
force  whatever,  after  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  4th  July,  1776.  Happen- 
ing to  look  over  the  annual  publication 
of  this  "Manual,"  I  saw  some  curious 
things;  some  of  them  I  will  mention. 
Of  the  forty- four  editions  of  these 
"Manuals,"  Freeman  has  printed  thirty- 
one.  Concerning  some  of  them  I  will 
give  a  few  notes.

Having  known  personally  the  leading 
lawyers  in  Rhode  Island  for  more  than 
fifty  years,  I  supposed  that  I  knew  the 
leading  characteristics  of  the  race.  But. 
the  publication  of  these  articles  on  the 
political  Saint,  Brayton  has  taught  me 
something.  So  many  of  them  have  made 
"Rash  remonstrance  against  my 
hidden  power" 
that  I  might  have  believed  .  that 
the  entire  "Bar"  were  "Satelitcs"  or 
Parasites''  of  Brayton  power.  I  aril 
going  to  consider  some  of  the  uses 
Brayton  made  of  his  power.  In  study- 
ing the  history  of  the  war  against  Dorr. 
I  learned  that  under  the  Charter  of 
Charles  the  Second,  the  Governor,  and 
five  Assistants  (now  called  Senators') 
had  absolute  power  to  fix  the  elective 
franchise;  to  control  absolutely  all  legis- 
lation ;  and  to  make  themselves,  or  any 
other  political  tool,  to  be  Supreme  Court 
Judges.  .  Of  course  it  ended  in  a  Revo- 
lution, but  almost  bloodless.  Ft  had 
lasted  One  Hundred  and  Eighty  Years. 
Brayton,  only  a  single  man,  exercised  for 
thirty  years,  1880-1910,  far  greater 
powers  over  all  these  matters  than  was 
ever  done,  under  the  Charter  Govern- 
ment. When  a  General  Assembly  was 
in  session  his  "office''  was  with  the  High 


Sheriff  at  the.  State  House,  whence  he 
helmed  all  legislation;  fixed  the  election 
of  all  Judges  of  the  higher  courts;  and 
this  he  did  by  packing  the  General  As- 
sembly with  his  minions  from  the  small- 
er towns.  Henry  B.  Anthony  had 
taught  him  how  to  do  it.  These  Sate- 
lites  voted  as  he  directed  them.  One  of 
them,  a  Senator,  told  me  personally  he 
had  been  paid  by  Brayton  for  four  days 
work  voting  Bray  ton's  measures  twenty- 
five  dollars  per  day;  another  that 
a  man  had  been  hired  to  work- 
on  his  farm ;  another  that  an  excellent 
cow  had  been  driven  to  his  home.  Bray- 
ton was  employed  by  Corporations  chief- 
ly, to  prevent  the  enactment  of  proposed 
laws,  or  to  secure  the  enactment  of  some 
other  kind  of  a  law.  For  this  work, 
scandalous  as  it  was,  Brayton  was  paid 
money.  How  much  money  he  was  paid, 
or  how  much  money  was  wrenched  from, 
the  people  by  his  work  of  this  kind, 
neither  Brayton  himself  ever  knew, 
nor  anybody  else  can  ever  tell. 
But  that  it  ran  up  among  the 
millions  of  dollars  cannot  be  de- 
nied. The  two  worst  subjects  which 
I  now  recall  were  "Fire  Insurance"  and 
"Street  Railways."  The  first  took  place 
on  the  25th  of  May.  1895.  It  was  slipped 
through  by  Brayton  before  the  business 
men  ever  heard  or  knew  a  word  about 
it.  It  was  a  terrible  swindle  upon  the 
business  public.  It  was  fully'  shown 
forth  in  Book  Notes,  v.  13,  p.  205.  The 
Second,  took  place  on  the  15th  June. 
1 90S.  It  was  the  Perpetual  Street  Rail- 
road .Law.  Forced  through  the  General 
Assembly  at    Newport  by  Senator  Aid- 
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nch  ami  Charles  R.  Brayton.  These  are 
but  specimens  of  the  work  done  by 
Brayton.  His  political  life  was  nothing 
but  corruption  ;  ami  it  will  be  in  History 
a  disgrace  to  men  that  they  tolerated 
such  work  for  more  than  thirty  years. 
Here  for  a  time  I   rest. 


How  Came  Betsy  Ross  to  Put  Stars 
ox  tdk  ff.ag  of  tut.  u.nitko  s'i'atks 
as  thi;  Insignia  of  States. 

The  Journal  of  June  nth  last,  con- 
tained an  elaborate  paper,  an  entire 
broadside  entitled  "How  the  Flag  Came 
to  Be."  "Story  of  our  own  and  other 
Emblems  told  in  Connection  with  observ- 
ance of  Flag  Day.  The  14th  day  of 
Tune."  From  this  article  I  copy  the  fol- 
lowing paragraph.  '"The  credit  of  mak- 
ing the  first  flag  combining  the  stars  and 
stripes  is  universally  given  to  Mrs.  Bet- 
s>  Ross.  As  the  story  goes,  Congress 
appointed  Gen.  Washington,  Col.  George 
Ross,  and  Robert  Morris,  a  committee 
to  design  a  suitable  flag  for  the  Nation. 
They  called  on  Air-.  Ross,  who  conduct- 
ed an  upholstery  business  in  Arch  street. 


Philadelphia.  Mrs.  Ross  was  shown  a 
rough  drawing  of  the  Flag  which  was 
explained  by  Gen.  Washington.  She  oh 
jected  to  the  six  pointed  stars  shown 
in  the  design,  and  suggested  that  they 
ought  to  have  but  live  points.  Mr>. 
Ross  demonstrated  the  ease  of  making 
a  five  pointed  star,  by  folding  a  piece 
o\  paper  and  producing  one  by  a  single 
clip  of  her  scissors.  Her  suggestion  was 
adopted.  The  article  in  the  Journal  is 
signed  Emma  Shaw  Co  Id  e  ugh. 

It  makes  no  difference,  whether  you 
wear  petticoats  or  pantaloons,  when  you 
write  what  you  propose  to  call  History. 
First,  the  bed-rock  fact-  must  be  un- 
earthed, and  with,  them  some  evidence 
in  proof,  of  their  existence;  then  comes 
a  logical  statement  of  these  facts. 
Copying  the  nonsense  of  twenty  writer- 
all  following  each  other,  and  one  writ-,  r 
resting  upon  another,  never  makes  His- 
tory. 

There  is  a  confusion  of  ideas.  The 
paragraph,  reads  "The  credit  of  making 
the  first  flag  combining  the  stars  and 
stripes  is  universally  given  to  Betsy 
!    Ross."       The     word     "making"     means 
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"composition."  Mrs.  Ross  did  not  "com- 
pose"* the  Flag;  for  according  to  Mrs. 
Colcleugh,  "a  committee"  designed  it. 
Again  there  is  not  one  word  of  truth  in 
the  words  "credit  of  making  this  Flag 
is  idiiz'crsaUy  given  to   Betsy  Ross." 

But  Mrs.  Colcleugh  destroys  her  own 
argument.  She  says,  "Mrs.  Ross  was 
sluncn  a  rough  drawing  of  {ho  Flag, 
which  was  explained  (to  her)  by  Gen. 
Washington"  This  rough  drawing  was 
hence  designed  before  it  was  explained 
to  her  by  Washington.  If  site 
first  suggested  the  Flag  why  did  she 
need  to  have  an  explanation  by  Wash- 
ington? Again  "Her  suggestion  was 
adopted."  How  could  it  foe  shown  to 
Betsy  Ross,  before  it  was  adopted?  Such 
"ftistoriea-1"  work  is  preposterous.  Mrs. 
Colcleugh  has  destroyed  ner  own  story. 
The  paragraph  which  I  have  given 
above,  was  taken  by  Mrs.  Colcleugh 
verbatim  from  Harrison's  Stars  and 
Stripes,  Boston,  1906,  p.  62-3.  But  she 
gives  no  quotation  marks.  Here  is  a 
speciment  given  by  her.  "Congress  ap- 
pointed a  committee,   Gen.    Washington, 


Col.  George  Ross  and  Robert  Morris,  a 
committee  to  design  a  suitable  Flag  for 
the  Nation."  This  she  took  from  Har- 
rison's book  (p.  62).  But  Harrison 
quoted  these  words,  "authorized  I  1  de- 
sign a  suitable  Hag  for  the  nation."  But 
he  gives  no  place  where  tjiey  exist.  The 
Hag  resolution  was  passed  by  Congress  on 
Saturday,  June  14,  1777.  It  was  in  these 
words.  "Resolved.  That  the  blag  of  the 
thirteen  United  States  be  thirteen  stripes, 
alternate  red  and  white;  that  the  union 
be  thirteen  stars,  white  in  a  bine  field, 
representing  a  new  constellation." 
(Journal  of  Congress,  1777,  page  235.) 
These  Journals  contain  no  reference  to 
a  committee,  nor  to  any  individual.  Cer- 
tainly neither  Ross,  nor  Morris  were 
members  of  Congress  in  that  year.  Nor 
was  den.  Washington.  He  was  fighting 
the  New  Jersey  Campaign.  Harrison 
admits  this  too.  He  says.  "The  Journ- 
als of  Congress  are  silent  as  to  the  name 
of  the  Member,  or  Committee  that  in- 
troduced this  Resolution,  It  is  a  matter 
of  regret  that  no  record  of  the  Fitter's 
name  nor  of  the  circumstances  attending 
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the  birth  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes  has 
ever  been  found."  (Harrison's  Stars 
and  Stripes,  1906,  p.  02.)  Now,  let  me 
go  a  step  further.  Mrs.  Colclcugh  cop- 
ied the  clause  above  first  printed  from 
Harr^on's  book;  but  where  did  Harri- 
son get  it?  He  informs  us  that  "He,  the 
writer  is  indebted  to  the  grandsons  of 
Betsy  Ross,  William  J.  Canby  and  Geo. 
Canby,  for  interesting  and  very  valuable 
information  relative  to  the  making  of  the 
first  Mag."  I  have  shown  you  by  evi- 
dence that  what  he  says,  they  said,  ii 
utterly  false.  Now  let  me  consider  the 
Canby's.  They  were  the  grandsons,  so 
they  say  of  Betsy  Ross;  W.  T.  Canby 
says  "he  was  eleven  years  old  when  Mrs. 
Ross  died,"  doubtless,  George  Canby  was 
still  younger  (Harrison's  Stars,  p.  63). 
rtamson  gives  the  date  of  the  Birth  of 
Elizabeth  Griseom,  who  married  John 
Ross.  He  died  in  January  1776.  His 
widow  married  Joseph Ashburn  ;  he  died, 
she  tried  it  again  by  marrying  John 
Claypole ;  he  died  in  1817.  she  was  it 
then  living,  65  years  of  age.  Harrison 
makes  no  mention  of  her  death.  But 
he  makes  use  of  this  distinctive  phrase 
given  to  him,  or  shown  him,  in  letters 
written  by  W,  J.  Car.by  in  March  1870. 
This  claim  is  not  based  on  tradition,  but 
is  from  information,  given  by  Mrs.  Ross 
to  a  dozen  or  more  witnesses  of  whom  1 
was  one."  (p.  63).  I:  is  nothing  but 
tradition,  or  possibly  downright  lying.  I 
have  utterly  destroyed  it*  On  page  59, 
Harrison  gives  a  col-red  fbg  with  13 
stars  and  13  stripes.  Usi-der  it  is  printed 
"The  Betsey  Ross  Flag  of  Thir  cen 
Stars  and  Thirteen  Stnoes,  Adopted  14th 
June,  1777."  There  is  not  a  word  of 
trutli  in  the  statement.  No  Betsy  Ros3 
Fbag  was  adopted  on  th%i  day  nor  ever. 
i  have  criticised  Mrs  C:k"eug:i  severe!" 
and  justly;  but  she  oro>  followed  a  man, 
as  most  women  do,  wr.hout  thinking. 
There  is  no  excuse  f.or  Harrison  the 
author.  But  Mrs.  Coicleugh  u^e<l  one 
expression  for  which  I  Oiank  her.  It  is 
"A'-;  the  story  goes."  Bui  the  story  wont 
go  that  way  much  longer  for  it  is  more 


elaborately  handled  in  the  great  History 
of  Rhode  Island  which  I  am  about  to 
print 

When  the  Flag  was  designed,  net  by 
Betsy  Ross,  a  star  upon  it  represented 
a  State.  Where  did  Congre><  learn  that 
a  Sh'tar,  meaning  in  Hebrew  a  star, 
had  ever  been  the  insignia  of  a  State'' 
When  Richard  the  First,  was  King  of 
England,  A.  D.  11801199,  after  hav- 
ing fought  and  destroyed  the  Saracens, 
the  Jiidean  Government,  what  was  left 
of  it,  placed  their  Records  and  Manu- 
scripts   in    three    chests,    took    them    to 
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London  and  placed  them  in  the  highest 
Court  Chamber.  This  Chamber  at  once 
became  the  "Star  Chamber,"  otherwise 
"Camera  Stellata,''  meaning  an  arched 
roof  covered  with'-stars.  (Blackstone's 
Commentaries,  4,  p.';c?~^.)  These  Ju- 
dean  Records  were  also  called  by  the 
jews  "Sh'taf"  (  Blackstone's  Com.,  v.  4. 
p.  273.)  Rushworth's  Historical  Collec- 
tions, Folio  v.  2,  p.  472  says,  ''In  our 
Ancient  Year  Books  it  is  called  "camera 
stellata,  not  because  the  chamber  where 
the  court  is  kept  is  adorned  with  stars, 
but  because  it  is  the  seat  of  a  Great 
Court/'      (London,   16S6.) 

In  Judea  in  its  most  ancient  days,  a 
manuscript  granting  power  to  a  collec- 
tion of  People  was  called  a  Sh'tar,  a 
star  canfirmed  the  power  granted  and 
the  thing  created  was  also  called  a 
vSh'tar,  otherwise  a  Slate. 

Bailey's  Diet.,  London  1730,  says  the 
word  meaut,  "To  rule  or  govern;  the 
ancients  believing  the  stars  to  have  an 
immediate  influence  over  everything.'' 
Such  is  the  history  of  the  origin  and 
meaning  of  a  star  for  a  state,  in  1777, 
by  the  General  Assembly  when  they 
made  a  law  creating  Thirteen  States, 
and  making  each   Star  the  insignia  of  a 


State,    Rhud< 


d    being    one 


Thus 


Rhode     Island     has     planted    two    great 
ideas,  one  of  them  is  Soul  Liberty. 

Since  writing  the  above,  it  has  oc- 
curred to  me  to  call  attention  to  .-mother 
story  of  the  construction  of  the  Firs! 
Flag,  ""Stars  and  Stripes"  written  by 
Major  General  Hamilton  in  1853,  and 
again  in  1877.  The  latter  paper,  was  en- 
titled '"Our  National  Flag,  the  Star,  and 
Stripes,  its  History  in  a  Century."  The 
Resolution  by  Congress  was  passed  Feb. 
14,  1777.  Gen.  Hamilton's  paper  was 
printed  in  the  Magazine  of  American 
History,  July  1877.  R  covers  28  pages. 
In  a  note  at  the  end  of  his  paper.  Gen. 
Hamilton  says,  "In  1853,  in  compliance 
with  a  request  of  Lieut.  General  Win- 
held  Scott  prompted  by  an  inquiry  made 
to  him  by  the  Hon.  Daniel  Webster, 
Secretary  of  State,  in  order  that  a  satis- 
factory reply  might  be  made  to  a 
Foreign  Minister  to  be  informed 
of  the  origin  and  meaning  of 
the  devices  combined  in  the  Na- 
tional Flag  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  I  prepared  and  published  a 
monograph  on  the  subject;  and  the  con- 
clusions I  then  arrived  at  have,  I  think, 
met  with  general  acceptance."  Here  is 
one  of  his  conclusions.  Fort  Schuyler, 
Oneida  County,   N.   Y.,  was  besieged  by 
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the  British,  and  a  surrender  demanded 
August  9.  177;.  It  did  not  surrender. 
Gen.  Hamilton  said  positively  what  I 
have  written  and  continues,  "Here  no 
doubt  was  displayed  for  the  first  time 
in  battle,  the  Stars  and  Stripes."  *  *  * 
Captain  Abraham  Swartwort  oi  Duchess 
County  was  one  of  the  defenders.  "The 
blue  of  the  Union  of  the  Flag  was  made 
out  of  Capt.  Swartwort's  cloak;  the 
white  stars  and  stripes  out  of  pieces  of 
d  shirt  sowed  together  and  bits  of  scar- 
let cloth  for  the  red.'*  This  Gen.  Hamil- 
ton proves  by  a  citation  from  "Lossing, 
v.  i,  j).  242."  He  means  of  course,  Los- 
sing's  Pict.  Field  Book  of  the  Revolu- 
tion. But  Lossing  merely  make.-  a  refer- 
ence to  one  point  in  Hamilton's  Story. 
It  is  no  evidence  whatever.  Then  con- 
tinues Gen.  Hamilton,  "My  aged  grand- 
mother, a  daughter  of  Genera'  Philip 
Schuyler  informed  me  the  red  stripes 
were  furnished :by  the  scarlet  cloak  of  one 
of  the  women  at  the  beleagured  garri- 
son, such  cloaks  were  much  worn  at  that 
time  ii  1  this  country.  The  time  that  this 
ws  done  was  on  or  after  August  9,  1777. 
Why  was  it  that  the  Stars  and  Stripes. 
legislated  into  existence  on  the  14th  Feb.. 
1/77..  did  not- appear  until  after  the  Brit- 
ish had  surrounded  Fort  Schuyler.  Aug. 
9,   ^777-      Gen.   Hamilton  makes  not  the 


slightest  explanation  of  the  "meaning  of 
the  devices,"  nor  have  I  been  able  to 
discover  that  any  writer,  until  now.  has 
ever  explained  them.  Both  the  Betsy 
Ross  stuff,  and  the  Swartwort  nonsense 
rest  upon  nothing  but  nonsense. 

This  paragraph  was  sent  from  Wash- 
ington to  the  Providence  Journal,  and 
published  on  Sunday  the  18th  of  June.

Some  friend-  have  recently  offered  me 
financial  assistance  in  publishing  the 
manuscript.

Such  is  a  rough  statement  concerning 
this  priceles>  collection  numbering  many 
thousands.  The  singular  fact  that  these 
papers,  upon  each  side  of  a  controversy 
so  very  hitter,  should  have  been- placed 
voluntarily  in  a  single  hand  by  their 
former  custodians,  is  strong  proof  of  the 
confidence  of  those  gentlemen,  in  the 
fairness  with  which  they  would  be  used; 
and  the  present  writer  will  undertake  to 
demonstrate  the  soundness  of  their 
judgments.  It  is  with  much  satisfaction 
that  after  many  years  of  study,  the  writ- 
er announces  the  completion  of  the  work. 
It  is  in  form  unique,  setting  forth  the 
struggles,  against  which  the  colonists  la- 
bored,    in     forming    their    government ; 
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and  who  were  responsible  for  their 
troubles.  The  steadfastness  of  the  People 
will  be  demonstrated,  as  likewise  their 
heroic  courage;  and  lastly  the  greatness 
of  their  victory. 

Scarcely  had  1  begun  to  study  the  af- 
fairs of  1842.  known  here  as  the  '"Dorr 
War,"  before  my  curiosity  was  aroused 
concerning  the  real  cause  of  the  affair. 
The  more  I  studied  the  conditions,  the 
more  distinctly  the  line  appeared,  and  the 
more  certain  it  was  that  the  Government 
under  the  Charter  given  by  Charles  the 
Second,  166.3-4,  was  the  real  cause.

dians they  took  by  impropriation,  and 
the  ultimate  end  of  their  scheme. 

He  has  shown  the  terrible  trickery  of 
William  Coddington,  and  how  Oliver 
Cromwell  helped  the  Colony  to  overcome 
it. 

lie  has  shown  how  the  Pirate,  Cap- 
tain Kidd,  saved  the  Colony  of  Rhode 
Island  from  destruction.

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There  came  to  me  the  other  day  a 
pretty  pamphlet  bearing  the  title,  ILtll's 
Summer  Tours.  It  is  a  Providence  pub- 
lication bearing  the  imprint,  "Tribune 
Resort  Bureau,  Telephone  Union  760, 
I36-,X3$  Westminster  Street,  Providence. 
R.  L  J.  D.  Hall,  Manager;  E.  D. 
Browne,  Assistant  Manager."  There  are 
twenty-four  tours  from  which  you  can 
select.  Six  run  to  the  New  Hampshire 
mountains,  nine  cover  the  Maine  lakes, 
and  Niagara,  Casco,  Sebago.  Montreal, 
Quebec,  Dixville,  Saratoga,  and  many 
more.  But  with  two  of  these  tours  I 
have  been  closely  touched.  One  is 
"The  Bershire  Hills;"  the  other  is 
to  "Danielson  and  Putnam's  Wolf 
Den."  In  1840  my  father,  with 
bis  family,  1  being  one,  dwelt  on 
the  Berkshire  Hills,  in  North  and 
South  Adams.  He  sold  or  exchanged 
his  property  there  for  a  beautiful  estate 
in  Pom  fret,  Connecticut,  whither  he 
moved  in  1842,  but  he  died  almost  as 
quickly  as  he  arrived  there.  There  used 
to  travel  over  the  roads  in  Pom  fret,  a 
man  who  peddled  books,  and  nothing 
else.  One  day  my  grandfather  (Ger- 
shom  Turner)  happened  to  be  with  us 
when  the  peddler  (Perrin)  called,  and 
my  grandfather  bought  a  little  book  and 
gave  it  to  me;  its  title  was  "Memoirs  of 
the  Life.  Adventures  and  Military  Ex- 
ploits of  Israel  Putnam  (no  author's 
name),  published  at  Ithaca  (X.  Y.), 
1839."  It  is  still  in  my  possession.  From 
it  we  discovered  the  existence  of  Put- 
nam's Wolf  Den  (pages  6-10).  Our  cu- 
riosity was  so  much  aroused  that  we 
visited  the  historic  -pot,  and  just  67  years 
ago  this  summer  J  thrust  my  head  as  far 
as  I  dared  into  this  famous  wolf  cave. 
Mr.  Hall's  22A  tour  is  from  Providence 
to  Danielson  and  thence  to  the  "Wolf 
Din,"  of  which  (page  16)  he  gives  a 
very  beautiful  picture.  This  Wolf  Den 
is  near  the  village  of  Dayville  on  the 
southerly  side  of  the  town  of  Pom  fret. 
This  town  was  .  formed  about  the  year 
1720.  One  of  the  earlier,  but  not  the 
earliest  settlers  in  Pom  fret,  was  William 


Sharpe.  Me  came  early  in  the  year  172J. 
The  Sharpe  lands  were  about  two  miles 
southwest  from  the  ''Wolf  Den."  Mash? 
amOquet  was  it-  Indian  name.  Here  1 
am  f blowing  Ellen  1).  Lamed,  whose 
"History  of  Windham  County"  is  by  far 
the  most  reliable  ever  yet  written  about 
the  lands  and  the  people  who  first  plant- 
ed upon  them.  The  last  Wolf  known 
to  the  records  was  this  one  killed  by 
young  Putnam.  He  was  a  young  farmer 
dwelling  near  this  "Den,"  twenty-four 
years  old,  and  his  -losses  by  this  wolf 
were  actually  tremendous.  He  formed 
a  force  consisting  oi  live  men,  himself 
as  one,  to  hunt  this  wolf  until  they  killed 
her.  It  was  in  the  winter  of  1 74^-3.  just 
after  a  light  snow  fall  that  her  tracks 
were  found ;  the  tracks  were  known  to 
be  hers  for  the  re->-on  that  one  foot  was 
deformed  by  being  wrenched  from  a 
trap  by  which  she  was  once  caught.  "The 
wolf  flew  westward,  over  hill  and  valley." 
the  men  following;  presently  she  turned 
directly  back,  the  men  following  still, 
but  the  news  of  the  chase  had  preceded 
them  ;  men  and  boys,  with  dogs  and  guns, 
hurried  out  to  meet  them  and  join  in 
the  pursuit;  the  track  led  onward  into 
the  heart  of  that  savage  fastness  never 
before  penetrated  by  a  white  man.  John 
Sharpe,  a  lad  of  seventeen,  a  grandson 
of  the  first  William  Sharpe,  of  Masha- 
moquet,  ran  boylike  in  advance  of  the 
others,  following  the  trail  up  the  icy 
crag  as  it  wound  on  between  overhang- 
ing rocks,  gnarled  stumps  and  fallen  tree 
trunks  to  a  small  opening  among  the 
granite  boulders  of  the  hillside,  the 
mouth  apparently  of  a  narrow  cave  or 
pas-age,  tunnelling  far  down  into  the 
depths  of  the  earth  ;  a  joyful  shout  from 
the  lad  announced  the  discovery  of  the 
wolf's  hiding  [dace."  (Larned's  History 
Windham  County,  v.  I,  p.  361).  Thus 
the  boy,  John  Sharpe,  was  the  actual 
discoverer  of  "Putnam's  Wolf  Den." 
with  the  wolf  actually  in  it,  before  Put- 
nam or  anybody  else  ever  knew  or  had 
ever  heard  of  it.  This  boy,  John  Sharpe, 
was   an   actual   blood   relative,   if   lie   was

not  a  real  ancestor,  of  Lucian  Sharpe, 
once  my  best  friend,  but  now  at  rest, 
with  Socrates,  and  conversing  with  the 
gods.  When  I  consider  the  acts  and 
the  working  of  this  boy,  John  Sharpe, 
upon  his  discovery,  1  fail  not  to  see  in- 
stantly whence  came  to  I.ucian  Sharpe 
those  great  qualities  which  he  possessed 
and  used  so  well  :  quickness  of  percep- 
tion, instantanious  in  decision,  simplicity 
in  action,  and  a  courage  irrrsistible,  all 
devoid  of  pretense — those  were  the  great 
qualities  of  Lucian  Sharpe  as  I  saw  and 
knew  them.  Now  I  know  whence  they 
came.  How  queer  it  was  that  Hall's  lit- 
tle book  of  tours  should  open  the  avenue 
to  these  thoughts.

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The  "History"  of  the  Origin  of  Our 

American  Flag — the  Stars  and 

Stripes. 


The  following  clipping  is  taken  from 
the  Providence  Journal  of  July  3.  1911: 

"After  the  signing  of  the  Declaration 
of  independence  Congress  appointed  a 
committee  consisting  of  Robert  Morris, 
George  Ross  and  George  Washington  to 
design  a  national  ensign.  The  real  birth- 
place of  our  flag  was  in  the  home  of 
Betsy  Ross,  239  Arch  street,  Philadelphia, 
who  designed  and  made  the  first  flag  and 
submitted  it  to  the  committee. 

"This  flag  was  adopted  as  our  national 
emblem  June  14,  1776.  It  bore  the  13 
stripes  as  in  the  earlier  flag,  but  in  place 
of  the  crosses  of  St.  George  and  St.  An- 
drew a  circle  of  13  white  stars  was  sub- 
stituted."' 

It  seems  that  there  is  on  Pearl  street, 
in  this  city,  a  Baptist  Church,  and  that 
the  Rev.  John  Hainer  is  its  pastor.  A 
mortgage  had  rested  upon  this  church 
for  35  years,  until  Friday  the  30th  of 
June,  when  it  was  paid,  and  on  Sunday 
morning  following  it  was  burned  with  a 
candle  brought  from  the  "Mount  of 
Olives,"  which  was  lighted  with  a  match 
of  "brimstone"  from  Jerusalem..  Pre- 
liminary to  the  burning,  the  reverend 
gentleman  preached  a  sermon  on  the 
American  Flag;  or  as  the  Journal  says: 
"During  Ids  sermon  on  "Our  Flag"  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Hairter  traced  the  history  of 
the  American  flag."  The  clipping  above 
was  taken  from  the  Journal's  report.  The 
Journal  says  the  clergyman  "traced  the 
history-  of  the  American  Hag."     There  is 


scarcely  a  trace  of  history  in  the  clergy- 
man's work.  jst.  Congress  never  ap- 
pointed Morris,  nor  Washington,  nor 
Ross,  a  committee  to  design  a  national 
flag,  nor  to  do  anything  else.  Neither  of 
these  men  were  members  of  Congress  in 
L777.  2nd.  The  "real  birthplace  of  our 
flag''"  was  not  at  239  Arch  street,  Phila- 
delphia. 3rd.  The  flag  was  not  adopted 
June  14th,  1776.  JtJi.  Betsy  Ross  never 
designed  the  flag,  Stars  and  Stripes,  nor 
any  other  flag. 

The  reverend  gentleman  took  his  "ma- 
terial" chiefly  from  an  article  in  the 
Providence  Journal  of  June  nth,  1911, 
written  by  Emma  Shaw  Cokleugh.  This 
article  was  carefully  ..studied  and  its  er- 
rors parti}-  shown  by  me  in  Book  XoTES 
of  June  24th,  1911.  The  reverend  gen- 
tleman not  only  followed  Mrs.  Cokleugh, 
but  he  has  added  to  her  errors.  Here  is 
another  clipping  from  the  clergyman: 

"The  first  national  flag  of  the  United 
States  consisted  of  seven  red  and  six 
white  stripes  with  a  canton  of  blue  upon 
which  was  the  red  cross  of  St.  George 
and  the  white  cross  of  St.  Andrew.  This 
was  first  raised  over  Washington's  head- 
quarters at  Cambridge,  Mass.,  Jan.  2, 
1776." 

If  Betsy  Ross  designed  the  first  flag, 
after  June  14.  7777.  how  could  the 
slrij'cs,  red  and  white,  have  been  in  use 
in  January,  1776,  as  the  clergyman  states? 
One  statement  destroys  the  other.  If 
you  wish  to  see  the  absolute  destruction 
<>f  the  above  story  see  "Magazine  of 
American  History,  v.  I,  p.  412."  Here 
i>  clipping  number  3: 
'"A_s  each   State  was  subsequently  ad- 
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mitted  into  the  Union  a  stripe  was  added 
to  the  flag  until  the  number  reached  20, 
when  i:  was  seen  that  it  would  soon  be- 
come cumbersome  and  Congress- voted  to 
return  to  the  13  stripes  and  for  the  ad- 
mission of  State;  stars  instead  of  stripes 
should  be  added." 

Here  is  clipping  number  4: 

"The  colors  were  adopted  because  of 
their  symbolism,  red  indicating  courage, 
white,  truth,  and  blue,  loyalty.  The  only 
flag  that  is  allowed  to  fly  above  the  Stars 
and  Stripes  is  the  Church  flag,  a  white 
banner  with  a  blue  cross.  We  do  well 
to  recognize  that  the  cross  towers  above 
the  stars." 

No  law  was  ever  enacted,  directing  a 
stripe  to  be  added  for  each  new  State. 
The  symbolism  of  colors  red.  white  and 
blue,  has  been  given  by  "'poets''  for  years. 
Two  of  them,  Alfred  B.  Street  and 
Franklin  B.  Ham,  1  have  given  in  Book 
Notes,  v.  18,  pp.  189-100.  There  is  no 
historical  foundation  for  either  state- 
ment. The  clergyman  says  :  "As  each 
State  was  admitted,  a  stripe  was  added, 
until  the  number  of  stripes  reached  (20) 
twenty.     There  is  no  truth   in  the  state- 


ment. The  Hag  rlrst  ordered  by  Congress 
fixed  the  stripes,  and  stars,  at  (13)  thir- 
teen. This  in  June  1777.  (Journal  of 
Congress,  J 777.  p.  235).  Xo  legal  change 
took  place  until  May  1st,  1795,  when  Con- 
gress "altered  the  law  from  thirteen  to 
fifteen  stripes  and  star>."  This  was  done 
because  of  the  admission  of  Vermont 
and  Kentucky  (Anita's  of  Congress  (Fif- 
teenth) v.  2,  p.  1450).  Xo  change  by  law 
was  made  in  the  flag  until  the  year  1818. 
Here  1  must  return  a  moment  to  Mr>. 
Colcleugh's  account  printed  in  the  Prov- 
idence Journal,  June  II,  1911.  The  lady 
says:  The  first  flag  was  the  Betsy  Ross 
of  1777;  that  it  was  our  national  stand- 
ard for  twenty-three  (23)  years,  to  wit. 
until  iSoo,  during  three  wars,  to  wit, 
xvith  France,  [798-2800;  with  Tripoli, 
Africa.  1801-1805;  and  with,  ("rent  Brit- 
ain, 1812-1815.  It  was  the  flag  with  15 
stripes  and  15  stars  winch  waved  over 
Fort  Ale  Henry  in  September,  1814.  In 
1816,  Capt.  Chester  Reid  was  asked  to 
design  a  flag  which  would  represent  the 
increase  of  State-.     This  flag,  the  first  of 


its  kind,  was  made 


Reid,  under 


the  direction  of  Iter  husband.     It  would 
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be  difficult  to  put  more  errors  in  so  few 
lines-.  The  man's  name  was  Samuel 
Chester  Reid.  He  was  a  son  of  Lieut. 
John  Reid  of  the  British  Navy.  The  son 
was  at  the  time  (1815)  in  the  American 
Navy.  The  flag  in  question  at  that  time 
was  not  one  of  "design;"  it  was  a  matter 
of  arrangement  to  show  the  increase  of 
States,  and  at  the. same  time  to  keep  the 
flag  of  such  a  size  that  it  could  be  used. 
I  will  relate  its  history.  It  had  at  that 
time  (1815)  fifteen  stripes  and  fifteen 
stars.  There  were  at  that  time  twenty 
States,  while  the  stars  and  stripes  repre- 
sented but  fifteen.  On  the  16th  Decem- 
ber, 1817,  Peter  II.  Wendover,  a  member 
of  the  U.  S.  House  of  Representatives 
from  Xew  York,  introduced  a  resolution 
''That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  in- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  altering  the 
flag  of  the  U.  S.  and  that  they  have  leave 
to  make  a  report  by  bill  or  otherwise." 
This  motion  was  agreed  to  without  oppo- 
sition. 

Mr.  Wendover  set  forth  the  "incon- 
gruity'' of  the  flags  then  (1S17)  in  use. 
the  flag  flying  at  the  time  over  the  Capi- 


tol was  compared  with  that  Hying  at,  the 
Washington  Navy  Yard.  "One  had  nine 
s'.ripes,  the. other  had  eighteen  stripes." 
He  thought  it  of  some  importance  that 
the  flag  of  tlte  nation  should  be  designat- 
ed witli  precision,  and  that  the  law 
should  be  conformed  to."  (Annals  of 
the  Fifteenth  Congress,  v.  1,  p.  464). 

On  the  6th  January  following  (1S18) 
Mr.  Wendover,  at  the  head  of  the  com- 
mittee, made  a  report,  and  reported  a 
bill  to  alter  the  flag  of  the  U.  S.  and 
have  adopted  substantially  the  report  of 
the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
>ame  subject  at  the  last  session  of  Con- 
gress. 

"The  original  flag  was  composed  of  13 
stripes  and  13  stars;  the  form  was  adopt- 
ed by  a  resolution  by  Congress,  14th 
June,  1777.  On  the  13th  of  January, 
1794,  after  two  new  States  had  been  ad- 
mitted. Congress,  by  an  act  that  "the 
stripes  and  stars  on  the  Mag  be  increased 
to  15  each  to  comport  with  the  then  num- 
ber of  States."  This  was  done  in  1794. 
The  Wendover  committee  (181 7) 
brought   in   a  bill   "to   reduce  the  stripes 
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in  the  flag  to  the  original  number  of 
States  then  contending  for,  and  happily 
achieving  their  independence,  and  to  in- 
crease the  stars  to  correspond  to  the 
Suites  now  in  the  Union,  and  hereafter 
to  add  one  new  star  for  each  new  State. 

Suitable  symbols  were  devised  by 
those  who  laid  the  foundation  of  the 
Republic.'7  (Annals  of  the  Fifteenth 
Congress,  v.  2,  p.  1459).  Mr.  Wendover 
■continued:  I  am  not  particularly  inform- 
ed as  to  the  origin  of  our  flag  (he  ap- 
parently had  never  heard  of  Betsy  Ross), 
but  have  repeatedly  heard,  it  was  first 
used  by  a  citizen  of  Philadelphia,  on  his 
own  vessel,  and  afterwards  by  the  Con- 
gress of  the  Revolution  as  appropriate  to 
and  emblematical  of  these  confederated 
States; — at  its  adoption  our  flag  was 
founded  on  a  representative  principle  of 
government,  and  in  the  arrangement  of 
its  parts  made  applicable  to  the  number 
of.  the  States  then  united  against  a  com- 
mon foe."  (Annals  of  Congress,  the 
Fifteenth,  1818,  v.  2,  p.  1459).  The  law 
proposed  by  this  committee  reads  as  fol- 
lows :  ''From  and  after  the  fourth  day  of 
July  next  (1818)  the  flag  of  the  United 
States  be  thirteen  horizontal  stripes,  al- 
ternate, red  and  white;  that  the  Union 
be  twenty  stars,  white  in  a  blue  field,  and  j 
that  on  the  admission  of  every  new  State 
into  the  Union  one  star  be  added  to  the 
Union  of  the  flag.  Such  is  the  history  of 
the  formation  of  the  U.  S.  flag,  the  stars 
and  stripes.  It  must  be  noticed  that  Mr. 
Wendover  used  this  language:  "We  have 
adopted  substantially  the  report  "of  the 
committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
same  subject  at  the  last  session  of  Con- 
gress." The  "last  session"  was  the  four- 
teenth, covering  the  years  1S15-1816,  but 
these  Annals  of  Congress  do  not  men- 
tion the  flag  in  their  indexes  during  these 
years.  Let  me  refer  a  moment  to  the 
way  the  story  is  now  being  told. 

Mr.  Wendover  stated  in  Congress,  in 
l8fr8,  that  nothing  was  known  in  Con- 
gress of  the  origin  of  the  flag  of  1777. 
But  that  he  had  repeatedly  heard  that  it 
was  first  used  by  a  citizen  of   Philadel- 


phia on  his  own  vessel.  Wendover  was 
himself  a  large  owner  oi  ships.  Xext  in 
1S53,  Major  Gen.  Schuyler  Hamilton,  a 
grandson    of    Alexander    Hamilton,    was 

requested  by  Ft.  Gen.  Winfield  Soon  to 
write  of  "the  origin  and  meaning  of  the 
devices  combined  in  the  national  fl;ig  of 
the  United  States."  In  this  "History"  I 
rind  this:  an  assault  was  made  by  the 
British  on  Fort  Stanwix,  in  Xew  York 
State,  in  August,  1777.  "Here  no  doubt 
was  firs!  displayed  in  battle  the  stars  and 
stripes."  The  forces  within  the  forts  had 
no   flag;   so  the   officers   set   at   work   to 
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make  one.  Hero  is  how  they  constructed 
it.  Captain  Swartout  was  one  of  the 
officers  in  the  fort.  "The  blue  of  the 
Union  of  the  flag  was  made  out  of  Capt. 
Swartonfs  cloak,  the  white  stars  and 
stripes  out  of  pieces  of  shirt  sewed  to- 
gether; the  red  stripes  were  furnished 
by  the  searlet  eloak  of  one  of  the  wo- 
men of  the  beleaguered  garrison."  (Mag. 
Amer.  Hist.,  v.  I,  p.  420).  This  story, 
doubtless  suggested  to  two  men  named 
Canby.  both  grandsons  of  Betsy  Ross,  to 
concoct  the  rotten  story  which  Harrison, 
in  his  "Stars  and  Stripes."  published  in 
1006,  has  printed;  and  Mrs.  Colcleugh, 
in  the  ''Providence  Journal,''  has  repro- 
duced with  this  addition  :  ''The  credit  of 
making  the  first  flag  combining  the  Stars 
and  Stripes  is  universally  given  to  Betsy 
Ross,"  and  this  was  reproduced  by  Par- 
son Hainer  of  Providence  in  a  sermon. 
Then  comes  the  story  by  Mrs.  Col- 
cleugh that  Capt.  Chester  Reid,  in  1S16, 
designed  the  flag  as  it  now  exists,  and 
that  "the  flag  which  her  husband  de- 
signed" was  the  first  of  its  kind,  and  was 
made  by  Chester  Reid's  wife."  Of  such 
ridiculous  stuff  the  Journal  has  printed 
22,73$  copies  of  each,  in  all  45.476  copies; 
stuff  in  which  there  is  scarcely  a  word,  of 
truth.     Before  leaving  this  subject  I  wish 


to  point  out  one  more  terrible  blunder 
made    in    the    "Revised    Statutes    of    the 

United  Slates,  1875.  p.  319,  Title  XX, 
Flag  ai-d  Seal."  thus:  "The  flag  to  be  13 
-tripes  and  37  stars."     It  is  simply  rot. 

The  following  extract  from  Wend- 
over's  speech  in  Congress  does  not  bear 
upon  the  rottenness  of  the  various  stories 
of  originating  or  designing  the  Ameri- 
can flag,  but  it  is  clever,  and  I  will  repro- 
duce it.  for  it  is  now  rapidly  approaching 
it ^  hundredth  birthday  : 

"Sirs,  could  I  be  so  fortunate  as  to 
escape  the  charge  of  mi-taking  fancy  for 
fact  and  be  permitted  on  this  figurative 
subject  to  draw  a  parallel,  I  should  at- 
tempt to  show  that  in  another  point  of 
view  there  is  a  propriety  and  an  aptness 
in  having  adopted  and  in  now  restoring 
the  thirteen  stripes.  Sir,  you  have  re- 
cently been  at  war  with  a  powerful  na- 
tion ;  that  war  from  its  declaration  to  its 
final  termination  continued  precisely 
three  years  (1S12-1815).  In  that  war, 
though  your  arms  were  generally  vic- 
torious, yet  in  a  more  signal  manner,  in 
the  first  year  you  beat  the  enemy  on  the 
ocean;  in  the  second  year  on  the  lake; 
and  in  the  third  year  on  the  land;  thus, 
then,  by  triplication,  indicated  by  the  time 
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three  years,  or  by  the  fact  of  conquest 
over  the  three  descriptions  of  force  ar- 
rayed against  you,  and  viewing  your 
flag,  as  of  right  composed  of  thirteen 
stripes,  you  have  but  executed  the  au- 
thority vested  in  the  Israelites  of  old  in 
ca-:cs  of  controversy,  and  beaten  the  en- 
emy with  forty  slripcs  save  one."  (An- 
nals of  the  fifteenth  Congress,  1817-1818, 
v.  2,  pp.  1461-1462). 

This  idea  comes,  of  course,  from  the 
Pible.  I  will  give  it:  "If  there  be  con- 
troversy between  men,  the  judges  may 
justify  the  righteous  and  condemn  the 
wicked;  if  the  wicked  be  worthy  to  be 
beaten,  the  judge  may  cau.se  him  to  lie 
down  and  he  beaten  according  to  his 
fault,  by  a  certain  number,  forty  s'ripes 
may  be  given  him  and  not  exceed." 
(Deut.,  c.  25;  1-3).  Paul  in  his 
epistle  to  the  Corinthians  (2)  c.  11,  v. 
23,  24,  uses  this  language:  ''I  speak  a- 
concerning  reproach.  1  am  more:  in  la- 
bours more  abundant,  in  slripcs  above 
measure,  in  prisons  more  frequent,  in 
deaths  often;  of  the  Jews,  five  times  re- 
ceived I  forty  stripes  save  one."  '  It  was 
certainly  curious  that  Wen  dove  r  took  his 
ideal  from  the  story  of  the  Israelites  of 
most  ancient  times;  and  that  I  have 
shown   the   use   of   the   stars,   for   States 


on   the  flag,  came  also   front  these  same- 
Israelites.     (Book  Notes,  v.  28,  p.  98). 


Sidney  S  Rider  of  Providence  is  to 
shortly  issue  a  book  upon  the  subject, 
"The  Development  of  Constitutional 
Government  in  Rhode  Island."

The  Invention  of  Xew  Names. of  Dis- 
eases to  Scare  People. 

The  invention  of  new  names  for  dis- 
eases, which  names  are  always  construct- 
ed in  a  language  which  no  living  man  can 
understand,  not  even  the  men  who  con- 
structed it;  and  never  in  the  English  lan- 
guage, has  been  going  on  since  the  days 
of  Socrates.  I  once  hunted  up  the  names 
which  had  been  given  to  the  Disease  now 
known  as  Diphtheria ;  1  found  more  than 
eighty  different  names.

Providence,   July  26,    191 1. 
My  Dear  Sir: 

Yon  niu si  excuse  roe  for  my  interest 
in  tracing  your  ancestry.  I  was  hunting 
for  certain  matter-  of  history — not  with 
curiosity  concerning  the  Pothiers — but 
concerning  the  Roman  Law,  when  I 
found,  not  that  for  which  my  searching 
was  being  done;  but  a  most  interesting 
note,  written  by  Sir  William  Jones,  the 
greatest  scholar  of  his  time  con- 
cerning Oriental  matters,  which  Eng- 
land had  ever  produced ;  as  he 
was  aho,  on  the  ancient  languages 
— eulogizing  Robert  Joseph  Pothier.  This 
is  what  Sir  William  Jones  said:  "If  my 
tin  dissembled  fondness  for  the  study  of 
jurisprduence  were  never  to  produce  any 
greater  benefit  to  the  public  than  barely 
the  introduction  of  Pothier  to  the  ac- 
quaintance of  my  countrymen,  I  should 
think  that  I  had,  in  some  measure  dis- 
charged the  debt  which  every  man  ac- 
cording to  Lord  Coke,  owes  to  his  pro- 
fession." (Marvin's  Legal  Bibliography, 
p.  578}.  This  so  interested  me,  that  I 
went  at  once  to  learn  what  I  could  from 
you  .(bearing  the  same  name),  about 
Robert  J.  Pothier.  I  went  to  your  office; 
an  officer  was  there,  bur  I  could  not  ex- 
plain to  him  what  1  wanted,  that  is  what

Your  note  say-;,  "my  ancestry  came  from 
Chartrcs,  on  the  Loire,  to  Canada  early 
in    the    17th    century."      Robert    Joseph 


Pothier  was  born  in  the  city  of  Orleans, 
France,  9th  January,  1699.  The  city  of 
Orleans,  is  about  forty  (40)  miles  south- 
east from  Chartres.  It  certainly  d-:>es 
not  require  a  very  large  stretch  of  the 
imagination  to  connect  the  two  families, 
dwelling  in  cities  so  near  each  other,  and 
both  families  bearing  the  same  name; 
and  noting  the  fact  that  Robert  J. 
Pothier  was  a  young  man  just  coming 
"of  age''  when  your  ancestors  set  sail 
for   Canada. 

Robert  J.  Pothier  was  the  greatest 
legal  scholar  of  his  time.  "Le  plus  celebre 
juriseonsulte  que  la  France  ait  produit 
naquit  a  Orleans  le  9  Janvier  1699." 
(Michaud  Biographic  Universelle,  An- 
eienne  et  Moderne.  v  Tente  cinquR-me. 
Paris,  1823).  It  was  from  this  great 
Biographical  Dictionary  that  I  first 
learned  of  the  immense  scope  and  depth 
of  learning  in  Pothier's  books;  one  of 
which  I  have  long  possessed,  the  "Pan- 
dect? of  Justinian."  Michaud  -ays  of 
Pothier's  books,  "An  premier  rang  de 
ses  traveaux  se  presente  son  immortal 
ouvrage  des  Pandectes.  "Lc  merite  de 
cette  production  n'a  etc  jusqu'a  presente, 
juge  que  par  un  petit  nombre  d'  hommes 
verses  dans  la  Jurisprudence;  les  details 
que  nous  alions  donner  metteront  a  la 
portee  de  routes  les  classes  de  lecteurs 
1'etendue  du  service;  rendu  a.  la  science 
du  droit  par  cette  grande  composition." 
Robert  J.  Pothier  was  the  author  of 
Treatises  on  the  Civil  Law.  upon  twenty 
subjects  forming  twenty-eight  volumes. 
(Brunei's  Manuel  du  Libraire,  v.  4,  p. 
844-5).      Of   these    twenty-two    treatises,

English  translations  of  about  one-half 
were  published  in  England;  one  in  Phila- 
delphia and  two  in  Boston.  Two  of 
these  American  editions  were  published 
as  recently  as  1839-1840.  In  1821,  Caleb 
Cushing,  a  Boston  lawyer  of  much  repu- 
tation of  my  own  time,  made  a  transla- 
tion of  Pothier's  Treatise  on  "Maratime 
Contracts,  of  Letting  to  Hire."  Mr. 
Cushing  wrote  a  Memoir,  or  ''Life"  of 
Pothier,  which  was  printed  in  this  book 
and  published  in  Boston.  1  have  not  yet 
been  able  to  get  access  to  it.  But 
the  greatest  of  all  Pothier's  writ- 
ings, to  wit,  the  "Pandectac  of  Jus- 
tinian," is  not  included  in  the  list  above 
mentioned.  These  Pandects  were  a 
Digest,  as  we  now  call  such  work,  of 
the  Roman  law,  "novum  ordinem  diges- 
tae."  Pothier's  first  issue  was  published 
in  1748-1752  in  three  volumes,  royal  folio. 
Pothier  died  in  1772.  In  1782.  a  new 
edition,  also  in  three  volumes  folio,  was 
published  in  London.  Prefixed  to  it  is  a 
beautiful  eulogy  of  Pothier  and  his  work. 
This  second  edition  was  issued  ten  years 
after  the  death  of  Pothier.  It  contains 
everything  written  by  Pothier  during  the 


years  1752-177'J,  after  the  publica- 
tion of  his  first  edition.  My  own 
copy  is  from  the  edition  of  1782. 
This  "Pandectae,"  was  made  A.  D. 
535  et  sec  under  the  order  of  the  Em- 
peror Justinian,  and  it  is  thus  described  by 
James  Bryce,  at  present  the  Ambassador 
from  England  to  this  (our)  country,  and 
a  great  scholar.  "By  far  the  most  pre- 
cious- monument  of  the  legal  genius  of 
the  Romans,  and  indeed  whether  one  re- 
gard the  intrinsic  merits  of  its  substance, 
or  the  prodigious  influence  it  exerted  and 
still  exerts,  the  most  remarkable  Law 
Book  the  world  has  ever  seen."  Mr. 
Bryce's  paper  is  in  the  Encyclopedia 
Britannica.'  It  was  these  things  which 
led  me  to  hunt  up  the  relationship  which 
existed  between  the  present  Governor 
of  Rhode  Island,  Aram  J  Pothier,  and 
Robert  J  Pothier  who  gave  regeneration 
to  the  works  of  Tribonian  under  the 
direction  of  Justinian.  It  may  be  that 
Robert  J  Pothier  is  not  an  ancestor  of 
Aram  J  Pothier,  but  it  cannot  be  denied 
that  they  were  blood  relatives.  The  name 
"Pandectac"  has  been  dropped,  and  the 
new  name  is  "Corpus  Juris  Civilis."     In 
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these  new  publications,  the  same  form  is 
used  that  Robert  J.  Pothier  established  in 
1748.  But  great  omissions  and  changes 
in  language  have  been  made.  The 
State  Law  Library  has  a  copy  of 
Pothier's  edition  of  17.48,  and  seve- 
ral connecting  treatises.  The  Public 
Library  has  two  copies;  both  printed  in 
Germany;  one  in  1885,  the  other  in  1893; 
but  in  these  editions  immense  amounts 
of  Pothier's  work  has  been  used,  and 
immense  amounts  left  out.  My  own  copy. 
of  which  1  can  find  no  other  in  Rhode 
Island,  bears  (this  imprint  "Lugduni. 
Cum  Privilegio  Regis  et  Approbatione— 
1782."  The  preliminary  introduction 
covers  244  folio  pages.  In  the  recent 
editions  which  I  have  mentioned,  the 
preliminary  introduction  covers  only  32 
octavo  pages. 

The  preface  to  the  edition  of  the 
"PaMdcctac"  written  by  Pothier,  bears 
this  signature.  "Addictissumus  &  Obse- 
quentissimus  cliens  &  Famulus"  and  is 
signed  R.  J.  P. 

No  man  has  ever  held  the  position  of 


Governor  of  Rhode  Island  having  a  his- 
torical connection  so  illustrious. 

Roger  Williams  was  a  man  of  the 
greatest  intellectual  strength,  of  his  time 
in  America;  but  no  descendant,  nor 
blood  relation  of  Roger  Williams  was 
ever   Governor  of  Rhode   Island.

The   "Public    Health    Reports;'    is    a 
weekly  publication,  under  an  act  of  Con- 
gress, issued  from  Wassington,  D.  C.  It 
j  is   really   a    valuable  publication.      In   its 
j  issue  for  February  4th.  1910,  the  leading 
I  article    has    this    heading,    "What    the 
Local  Health  Officer  Can  do  ix  the 
Prevention   of  Typhoid  Fever."     Thus 
it  begins.     "The  prevention  of  Typhoid 
Fever  stands   out   clearly  as   one   of  the 
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most  imoprtant  problems  in  Sanitation 
now  confronting  us  in  America.  The 
measures  required  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  this  communicable  disease  arc  known, 
but  the  practicable  di  ft  cullies  are  in  get- 
ting the  known  measures  carried  out. 
The  prevalence  of  this  thoroughly  pre- 
ventable disease  in  the  United  States 
should  be,  and  is  beginning  to  be  a  Na- 
tional di-grace."  This  paper  was  writ- 
ten by  L.  L.  Lumsden,  Past  Assistant 
Surgeon,  U.  S.  Public  Health  and  Marine 
Hospital  Service.  Then  comes  ten  pages 
in  which  is  carefully  set  forth  the  neces- 
sity of  cleanliness  and  sanitation,  with 
not  a  word  about  vaccination. 

This  illustration  is  given  "on  the  prev- 
alence of  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  U.  S. 
Army  during  the  Spanish-American  War 
of  1898.  Among  107.973  men  in  three 
encampments  there  were  20.738  cases, 
and  1580  deaths  from  Typhoid  Fever  In- 
telligent disposal  of  sewage  in  the  en- 
campments would  have  prevented  over 
75  per  cent,  of  this  sickness  and  death." 
(Public  Health  Reports,  v.  25.  Xo.  5). 
Sanitation  alone  was  required.  The  Re- 
ports continue,  ''Among  the  brilliant 
achievements  in  sanitation  within  recent 
years  which  have  had  such  influence,  a 
few  may  be  mentioned.  The  eradication 
of  Yellow  Fever  from  Havana,  Cuba; 
and  from  Xew  Orleans,  La. ;  the  Sanita- 
tion of  the  Panama  Canal  Zone;  and  the 
eradication  of  bubonic  plague  in  San 
Francisco."  More  than  two  millions  of 
deaths  by  plague  have  taken  plo.ee 
in  Hindustan  and  in  China  within  a  year. 
Sir  William  Osier,  a  physician  of  Oxford 
University,  England  in  a  recent  publica- 
tion says,  "In  England,  Typhoid  Fever 
is  in  its  last  ditch.''  It  was  not  "Scrum" 
Vaccination  that  did  these  things.  It  was 
sanitation  pure  ami  simple.  Here  is 
what  Dr.  Sir  William  Osier  say;  of  sani- 
tation on  the  Panama.  "The  digging  of 
the  Panama  Canal  was  to  be  a  question 
of  health  of  the  workers;  for  four  cen- 
turies the  Isthmus  had  been  a  white 
man's  grave.  Under  thte  French,  the 
death  rate  was  170  per  thousand;  under 


the  present  U.  S.  Government  sanitation, 

the  death  rate  was  in  March,  1910,  8.91 
per  thousand."  Such  was  the  work  oi 
sanitation.  American  Magazine,  Dec. 
1910,  p.  210).  A  French  doctor  concocted 
a  chemical  compound  and  named  it 
Serum.  There  was  not  a  particle  of 
Scrum  in  it.  On  the  19th  May.  1911  the 
Public  Health  Report  opens  with  this. 
"To  aid  in  the  prevention  of  Typhoid 
Fever,  the  officers  of  the  Public  Health 
and  Marine  Hospital  Service  Have  Been 
Instructed  to  offer  anti-typhoid  vaccina- 
tion to  the  beneficiaries  of  the  service." 
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(Public  Health  Reports,  v.  26,  p.  719). 
This  Government  "Public  Health  Jour- 
nal, was  instructed  by  somebody,  to  aid, 
in  pushing  anti-typhoid  vaccination  by 
"Scrum."  The  Providence  Journal  oj 
May  3rd,  1910,  has  this  concerning  "Ty- 
phoid and  Vaccination." 

"It  is  quite  as  well  that  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Surgeon  General  that  the 
uho'e  United  States  Army  be  vaccinated 
against  typhoid  fever  is  overruled  by  the 
Secretary  of  War.  Compulsory  vaccin- 
ation is  not  greatly  in  favor  in  free  com- 
munities, even  as  against  smallpox. 
Probably  nowhere  is  the  theory  applied 
as  against  typhoid  fever,  though  it  is 
said  that  in  some  foreign  countries  it 
has  been  so  applied.  While  the  Army  is 
not  a  free  community  there  are  evidently 
limits  to  the  requirements  which  should 
be  imposed  on  the  soldier.  Secretary 
Dickinson  decides  that  there  is  not  suf- 
ficient reason  to  compel  the  soldiers  to 
undergo  the  typhoid  preventive  experi- 
ment." 

In  less  than  a  year  the  .entire  army- 
has  been  vaccinated  with  Scrum  and 
somebody  high  in  office  was  used  as  a 
public  advertisment.  Somebody  got  a 
pile  of  money  robbed  from  the  people  by 


a  lot  of  Doctors  connected  with  the 
army.  This  Serum  Vaccination  is  the 
greatest  medical  fraud  in  modern  time; 
but  it  does  not  kill  as  Jeuner's  Small 
Pox  Vaccination  killed  millions  of  child- 
ren. 


The  Journal,  29th  July  last,  has  this 
"insolent"  editorial. 

"So  many  once  widely  held  medical 
theories  have  been  discredited  that  a 
sceptical  world  can  hardly  be  blamed 
for  not  regarding  the  theory  of  the 
"cholera  carrier"  very  seriously." 

When  the  Doctors  read  that,  will  they 
uiscontinue  buying  the  Journal?  Does 
the  terrible  work  with  poison  matter 
taken  from  a  sore  on  a  cow's  udder; 
or  from  a  pustule  nesr  the  hoof  of  a 
horse,  prevent  us  from  taking  the  small 
pox?  Just  think  of  Doctors  going  to 
the  General  Assembly  and  getting  a  law 
enacted  forcing  us  to  submit  to  their  in- 
fernal vaccination,  and  now  comes  the 
worst  of  medical  swindles,  their  work 
with  Serum.  The  very  name  of  which 
is  a  lie. 


The   newspapers   about   the   middle   of 
July    last     announced    the    death     by  a 
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shock  of  "Colonel  Albert  Clarke,  of  Bos- 
ton, and  that  he  was  "the  Life  and  Soul 
of  the  Home  Market  Club  of  that  city." 
The  Journal  here  in  Providence,  in  its 
most  prominent  column  thus  character- 
ized him.  "He  had  a  high  sense  of  per- 
sonal honor."  The  very  name  of  the  club 
of  which  he  was  the  ''life  and  sou!,"  to 
wit  "Home  Market"  was  a  deliberate 
lie.  Clarke's  purpose  was  to  use  the 
"Home"  Market  to  rob  all  workingmen  of 
their  money  by  means  of  a  "Pro- 
tective Tariff."  Is  the  word  "Pro- 
tective" true,  as  descriptive  of  a 
tariff?  Of  course  it  is  not;  it  is 
used  to  deceive  poor  and  ignor- 
ant men.  in  order  to  make  it  easier  to 
wrench  their  earnings  from  their  pock- 
ets.

Mr.  Potter  gathered  much  information 
in  Geneological  matters  concerning  the 
intermarriages  of  these  French  settlers 
with  Rhode  Island  Families.  The  names 
are  given,  pages  59-92.  Here  they  are, 
with  the  names  of  the  Rhode  [slaud  fam- 
ilies with  whom  they  became  connected. 

Le  Moine — Mawncy,  Money,  Bowen, 
Ives,  Whipple,  Vinton,  Slater,  etc. 

Ayrault — Mason,  Wanton,  Tillinghast, 
Robinson,  etc. 

Bernon— Crawford,  Harris,  Carpenter, 
Allen,  Tourtellot,  Coddington,   Helme. 

Ganeaux — Gano,    Benedict. 

Ma  reliant — Nightingale,  Aborn,  Ar- 
nold, Crocker,  Rowse,  etc. 

Targe — Tourgee. 

Lucas — Hillhouse,  Brenton. 

The  most  famous  ancient  cities 
whence  came  these  people  were  Poitou, 
Angers,  Rocheile,  Guernsey  and  Bay- 
onne  in  France,  and  Lanark  in  Scotland. 

Few  copies  now  remain  of  this  His- 
torically interesting  and  most  valuable 
essay.

Sharpc  and  I  went  on  a  little  trip  to 
Richmond,  Virginia,  where  I  found  some 
curious  relics  from  the  Battle  Fields.  We 
went  to  Mount  Vernon,  then  in  a  state 
of  decay.  On  the  grounds  hack  of  the 
house  there  then  stood  a  hugh  tree,  the 
like  of  which  neither  of  us  had  ever 
seen.  An  old  negro  came  out  to  look  at 
us.  He  wanted  us  to  buy  some  large 
Pods  which  he  ;*aid  grew  upon  that  huge 
tree.  Lucian  bought  two  pods;  one  he 
gave  to  me,  the  other  lie  kept  himself. 
When  1  reached  home  I  opened  my  pod 
and  found  in  it  two  large  "beans."  I 
planted  both,  and  both  grew  shrubs,  but 
one  soon  died;  the  other  is  -till  living  in 
the  grounds  around  my  house.  Gray  in 
his  Botany  gives  a  brief  account  of  it. 
It  is  the  Cymuocladus  or  Kentucky  Cof- 
fee Tree.  Its  leaves  are  sprays,  and 
when  the  sprays  drop  under  the  frosts  of 
Autumn,  the  tree  presents  a  curious  as- 
pect. Gray  says  its  name  came  from 
two  Greek  words  meaning  "naked 
branch."  The  memory  of  these  things 
is  pleasant  to  me  now.  It  has  never 
grown  a  blossom,  nor  pod.

pamphlet  hearing  this  title  'The  Charge 
of  Sir  Francis  Bacon  Kt,  His  Majesties 
Attorney  General,  Touching  Duells,  Up- 
on an  information  in  the  Star-Chamber, 
Against  Priest  and  Wright,  with  the 
Decree  of  the  Star-Chamber  in  the  same 
cause."  The  imprint  runs  thus,  "Lon- 
don, Printed  by  Sarah  Gritting  and  Ben 
Grilling  for  William  Lee  at  the  Turks- 
head  in  Fleet-street  over  against  Fetter- 
Lane,  1670."  A  gentleman,"'  by  name 
William  Priest,  wrote  a  challenge,  and 
sent  with  it,  "a  stick  which  should  be 
the  length  of  the  weapons."  both  carried 
by  a  man  by  name  Rihcard  Wright,  "Es- 
quire." The  case  was  taken  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace.  It  came  to  the 
knowledge  of  Bacon  and  was  brought 
before  the  Star-Chamber.  There  were 
five  points  in  Bacon's  opening.  He  be- 
gins, "Of  the  nature  and  greatness  of 
this  mishcief" — private  men  begin 
once  to  presume  to  give  Law  to 
themselves,  and  to  right  their  own 
wrongs,  no  man  can  foresee  the  dangers 
Hint  may  arise/'  Again.  "A  gentleman's 
honour  should  be  dc  tela  crassionc,  of  a 
good  strong  warp  or  web,  that  every 
little  thing  should  not  catch  in  it,  when 
as  now  it  seems  they  are  but  cobweb 
oil  the  lawn."  Bacon  continues,  "Concern- 
eth  my  part  I  say  that  by  the  favour  of 


King,  and  the  Court,  I  will  in  this  Court 
in  the  Cases  following  : 

'"If  any  man  shall  appoint,  the  Field, 
though  the  Fight  be  not  acted  or  per- 
formed. 

"If  any  man  shall  send  any  Challenge 
in  writing,  or  am-  message  of  Challenge. 

"If  any  man  carry  or  deliver  any  writ- 
ing or  message  of  challenge. 

"If  any  man  shall  accept  or  return  a 
Challange. 

"If  any  man  shall  accept  to  be  a  sec- 
ond in  a  Challenge  of  either  side. 

"If  any  man  shall  depart  the  Realm, 
with  intention  and  agreement  to  perform 
the  Fight  beyond  the  Seas. 

"If  any  man  shall  revive  a  quarrel  by 
any  scandalous  bruites  or  writings,  con- 
trary to  a  former  Proclamation  pub- 
lished by  His  Majesty  in  that  behalf. 

'"There  cannot  be  a  form  of  honour, 
except  it  be  upon  a  worthy  matter ;  but 
this  ipsi  viderint,  I  am  resolved — now  to 
the  present  case." 

Then  came  "THE  DECREE  OP 
THE   STAR-CHAMBER.

In  the  Star-Chamber  in  the  presence 
of  the  entire  Court  Eleventh  year  of 
James,    King.  - 

The  question  at  once  arises,  which 
James,  King  was  it.  The  time  of  James 
the  Second  covered  the  years  1685-1688. 
Four  vears  only,  hence  a  James,  King 
with    an    eleventh    year    was   James    the 
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First,  and  his  eleventh  year  was  March 
24,  1613  to  March  23.  1O14.  Hence  the 
time  of   the  case   was    1613-1614.      I    am 

going  to  give  space  for  the  personel  en 
the  Court.  In  the  light  of.  to-day  it 
seems    curious.

Turk's  Head. 
In  Providence  we  have  a  noted  place 
known  as  Turk's  Head.  In  Boo1:  Notes 
(v.  8.  p.  124),  1  have  given  all  I  have 
yet  discovered  concerning  the  antiquity 
and  origin  of  the  name  here.  Its  first 
use  here  was  in  1791 .  It  will  be  noticed 
that  the  Bacon  Paper  above  described, 
wa?  printed  in  London,  England,  in  1670 
at  the  Turks  Head. 


There  was  printed  here  in  Providence 
in  1763,  a  little  book  of  Hymns.  Its  title 
was  "Songs  composed  for  the  LTse  and 
Edification  of  such  as  Love  the  Truth  in 
its  Native  Simplicity."  The  Beneficent 
Congregational  Church,  was  the  only 
Church  then  in  Providence,  where  it 
could  be  used.    Here  is  a  specimen  verse.

Though  God  is  pleased  in  his  own  Son, 
And  Christ  his  work  has   fully  done, 
In  nature  all  are  liars  still  , 
And  captive  led,  at  Satan's  will 

The  pastor  of  the  Beneficent  Church, 
ordained  in  J7_\8  was  Josiah  Cotton, 
great  grandson  of  John  Cotton,  the 
earliest  antagonist  in  Xew  England,  of 
Roger  Williams.  The  people  became 
dissatisled  wieh  him  after  nineteen  years 
of  service.  They  denounced  him  as  be- 
ing "An  oppo^er  of  the  work  of  God's 
spirit,  a  preacher  of  damnable  good 
works,  or  doctrines ;  a  hypocrite." 
(Hall's  Historical  Discourses,  Prov. 
1836,  p.  15).  I  will  give  one  more  speci- 
men of  a  hymn. 

The  Pow'r  of  God  made  manifest 

In  raising  of  his   Son 
That  he  should  all  his  people  bless 

Is  viewed  by  faith  alone 

It  certainly  is  a  curious  little  '"Hymn" 
Book,  under  the  light  of  the  present  age. 


There  is  too  much  carelessness  in  the 


newspaper  local  paragraphs.  On  the 
;th  inst.,  the  Journal  gave  us  an  account 
on  a  "modern  block,"  to  be  built  on  Snow 
street.  It  read.-,  "A  few  weeks  ago  the 
three  story  wooden  building  known  orig- 
inally as  the  Mauton  Homestead,  was 
torn  down,  it  was  erected  in  1840." 
It  is  of  no  great  consequence; 
but  it  was  never  the  Man  ton  Home- 
stead; it  was  occupied  in  1847,  by 
Dr.  L.  L.  Miller  and  Bishop  Henshaw. 
The  house  number  of  the  latter  was  33; 
Miller's  number  was  35.  The  Manton 
House  stood  next  to  it,  towards  West- 
minster street.  Manton' 5  number  was  51 
and  Mantou's  mother  (Susan),  lived 
still  further  towards  Westminster  street. 
at  No.  z~.  The  "Directories"  will  tell 
the  story.  Hoppin's  Folly  stood  on  the 
corner  of  Snow  and  Westminster  streets 
and  directly  opposite  was  Ells  Ira  Dyer's 
house. 


The  Millionth  Patent  has  just  been 
given  by  the  U.  S.  Patent  Office.  Con- 
sider a  moment  the  tremendous -robbery 
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of  the  People  that  has  been  done  by 
this  Million  of  Patents.  If  any  thing 
could  be  more  fatal  to  the  people,  it  was 
the  •'Protective"  Tariff.  But  Small  Pox 
vaccination,  with  poison  matter  from  a 
Hull's  Tail,  was  more  useless  and  more 
iatal  than  both  together. 


Roosevelt  lauds  the  seizure  of  the 
Tennessee  Coal  Lands  by  the  Steel 
Trust,  or  the  Oil  Trust,  or  anybody  else. 
"Because,"  he  says,  "It  averted  a  panic." 
What  benefit  was  that  if  true,  to  the 
People.  The  Oil  Trust;  and  the  Steel 
Trust;  and  the  Sugar  Trust;  and  the 
Tobacco  Trust  are  merely  Highway 
Robbers  of  the  very  worst  type.  But 
Roosevelt  will  soon  sec  the  result  of  his 
work.  The  People  are  waking  up  from 
their  lethargy;  he  will  see  the  People 
seize  (and  so  shall  I),  every  coal  mine 
in  Tennessee,  and  in  every  other  State; 
and  every  Oil  Well  in  every  State;  and 
every  Metal  Mine.  Individuals  will  be 
permitted  to  dwell  upon  the  surface  of 
the  earth,  but  individual  ownership  to 
Nadir,  will  lie  only  in  ehe  entire  People. 
It's  of  no  consequence  whether  you  be- 
lieve this  or  not;  it  will  come  under  the 
Divine  Law,  for  men  are  going  to  seize 
all  Human  Rights,  whatever  you  may 
think  about  it,  or  do  about  it. 

The  Springfield  Republican  of  the  10th 
inst.,  has  exposed  the  utter  rottenness 
of  Roosevelt's  stuff,  told  to  the  commit- 
tee investigating  the  Steel  Trust.

How  does  the  "Lorrimer"  case  differ 
from  the  work  done  here  in  Rhode; 
Is'aiul  by  Senator  Henry  B.  Anthony; 
and  ever  since  his  death,  by  Senator 
Aldrich.  Herein  Rhode  Island  it  was 
far  more  corrupt;  because  these  men 
twisted  the  laws  in  many  ways  to  rob 
the  community,  and  accomplished  their 
purposes,  Anthony  for  26  years  and  Aid- 
rich  for  32  years,     it  is  a  terrible  record. 
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The  Department  oi  Education  has  re- 
cently published  the  Fifth  Number  of  its 
Rhode     Island     Educational     Circulars. 

The  subject  matter  is  "Points  of  Histor- 
ical Interest  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Is- 
land.'' The  pamphlet  has  84  pages  and 
points  out  more  that  520  places  o\  "His- 
torical" interest  in  Rhode  Island.  Among 
them  arc  the  '"Palatine  Craves;"  the  An- 
cient Rock  Inscriptions  in  Bristol;  the 
place  in  the  North  Burial  Ground  where 
the  remains  of  Roger  Williams  are  sup- 
posed to  lie:  the  Car.onicus  Bowlder, 
also  in"  North  Burial  ("round,  etc. 
The  Commissioner  of  Public  Schools,  in 
his  Prefatory  Note  (p.  3).  says  the 
book  was  "collected;"  "verified,5'  ''ar- 
ranged'' and  "supervised"  by  Mr.  David 
W.  Hoyt.  Then  I  looked  for  the  Isle 
Narragansett;  Petaquarnscut  Rock; 
ilackielon's  Lime  Kiln;  Hipses  Rock; 
and  the  Crave'  of  John  Wicks.  But 
neither  of  them  can  be  found  among  the 
"Points  of  Historical  Interest"  collected 
by  Mr.  Hoyt;  but  in  my  History  of  the 
''Lands  of  Rhode  Island,  as  Canonicus 
and  Miantinomi  Knew  Them,"  you  find 
that  Mr.  Sidney  S  Rider  has  discovered. 
located  and  verified  them  all;  and  there 
is  actual  History  connected  with  every 
one  of  them.     While  those  above  speci- 


fied as  the  '"Palatine  Crave-."  arc  sheer 
work  of  the  imagination;  there  are 
Rock  inscriptions  in  Mount  Hope  Bay; 
why  did  Mr.  Hoyt  not  reproduce 
them?  Why  did  Mr.  Hoyt  omit  the 
Graves  of  the  Regicides  in  West  Green- 
wich? There  is  not  the  slightest 
specim.cn  of  the  remains  of  Roger  Wil- 
liams in  the  North  Burial  Ground;  and 
the  Canonicus  Bowlder,  was  a  rock  ex- 
cavated on  South  Main  street  when  the 
sewer  was  being  constructed  there  after 
the  waters  of  the  Pawtuxe:  had  been 
brought  into  Providence.  The  idea  of 
the  construction  of  such  books  is  good. 
There  are  twenty-four  illustrations,  o\ 
which  number  twe've  are  somebody's 
houses.  It  is  fatal  to  Historical  work, 
to  omit  the  Isle  Narragansett  ;  but  in- 
clude the  "Palatine  Craves"  when  there 
are   none   in   existence. 


As -we  grow  old  we  can  survey  the 
fields  we  passed  over  with  a  power 
which  in  youth  we  never  knew.  Then, 
too,  our  reflections  become  precious  and 
delightful  As  we  grow  old  the  forms 
of  things  change  and  we  can  see  the 
changes,  as  they  develop;  but  in  youth 
we  cannot  see.  nor  do  we  know  that  the 
changes    behind    us    are    vastly    crreater, 
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Chan    any    which    we    now    see      As    we 

prow  old  we  "turn  the  mind  in  upon 
itself  and  to  meditation  upon  things  in- 
visible to  mortal  sight."  "When  all  ex- 
ternal objects  are  withdrawn,  the  soul  of 
Man  gets  easiest  access  to  the  source  of 
strength,  and  gains  the  help  which  en- 
ables men  to  lay  aside  every  weight  and 
run  with  patience  tho  race  set  before 
him."  These  beautiful  thoughts  were 
spoken  by  Abraham  Payne,  once  a  citi- 
zen of  Providep.ee  and  a  lawyer  who  had 
become  blind.  When  I  was  a  young 
man,  ]  kept  a  book  store  here  in  Provi- 
dence. It  was  unique  in  character,  and 
in.  the  quality  of  the  literature  which  it 
laid  before  the  people  of  Rhode  Island; 
second,  to  no  other  book  shop  in  the 
United  States.  But  neither  an  Appleton, 
nor  a  Harper,  those  publishers  largely 
of  trash,  most  of  which  is  now  dead, 
would  recognize  me  when  I  visited  their 
shops.  When  in  my  own  humble  shop 
here.  I  was  surrounded  with  books  writ- 
ten by  the  greatest  minds  of  England ; 
and  with  the  authors  of  them,  was  hold- 
ing intercourse  every  day,  men  of  whom 
neither  an  App'eton;  nor  a  Harper  had 
ever  heard.  To-day,  neither  one  of  them 
exists.  Instead  of  animated  clay,  they 
have  become  the  genuine  article.     They 


financially  "failed,"  in  business,  and  so 
did  I.  But  the  tariff  on  books',  which 
they  had  enacted  by  Congress  did  not 
enrich  them,  while  it  financially  killed 
me.  1  had  brought  here  $35,000  in  books 
under  a  tariff  of  25  per  cent.;  and  gold 
at  150.  Congress  took  off  the  tariff  and 
go'd  fell  to  100.  I  was  ruined.  The 
purpose  of  these  men  was  to  keep  the 
tariff  of  25  per  cent  on  all  new  books, 
lor  twenty  years  after  their  publication 
in  England;  and  this  gave  an  Appleton. 
and  a  Harper,  the  power  to  make  Amer- 
ican buyers  pay  them  more  profit  on 
their  reprint.  But  it  did  them  no  good 
for  they  went  "'all  to  pieces"  while  I  am 
still  living  and  making  books.

sorrows."  Then  Paul  tells  us  to  "Fight 
the..

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There  is  a  splendid  article  in  the  Cen- 
tury for  September  on  "Religious  Free- 
dom in  Japan"  of  which  the  following 
is  a  very  brief   summary.

Admiral  Uriu, 
who  battered  the  fine  Russian  cruiser 
Variag  in  the  harbor  of  Chemulpo; 
is  a  Christian;  and  many  other  officers. 
of  the  navy  and  army  of  Japan  of  to-day, 
art-  proud  to  be  called  Yaso.  The  editors 
of  some  of  the  leading  metropolitan- 
dailies  are  Christians.  In  1890,  when  the 
Imperial  Diet  was  convened  for  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  Japan,  the  House 
of  Representatives  had  a  Christian  for 
its  President.  His  Majesty  the  Emperor 
of  Japan  contributes  regularly  to  the 
funds  of  the  Y.  M.  O.  A.  To-day  no 
one  can  irritate  a  Japanese  by  calling 
him  Yaso.  These  are  some  of  the  fruits 
of  the  missionary  work  in  Japan.  Not 
the  fruits,  however/' 


It  was  one  early  morning,  a  week  or. 
two  ago,  that  I  had  occasion  to  visit  the 
law  abiding  part  of  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence yclept  Olneyville;  as  I  passed 
down  the  street  I  walked  under  a  huge 
black  cloud  of  soot  covering  every  foot 
of  that  section  of  the  city;  as  black  as 
the  blackest  thunder  cloud  I  ever  saw. 
h  all  came  from  the  smoke  stacks  of 
the  corporations,  all  law,  abiding  individ- 
uals. The  Rhode  Island  law  declares 
such  work  to  be  a  Public  Nuisance.  Bat 
?o  our  everlasting  disgrace,  we  have  no-. 
body  in  the  People's  service  who  will  en- 
force the  law,  nor  any  court  which  can 
or  will  protect  the  People.  Things  have 
come  to  a  pretty  pass. 


The  other  day   I   bought,  or  thought   1 
bought,  the  best   quality  of  a   tin   dipper 


at  a  department  store.  A-  while  before, 
I  bought  two  dish  pans,  in  which  to  wash 
our  dishes.  The  pans  were  iron  rust  in 
a  few  weeks,  and  the  dipper  showed  iron 
rust  in  four  weeks.  It  was  sheet  iron 
plated  with  tin.  Such  a  swindle  ought  to 
send  a  dealer  to  State  Prison. 


Some  unknown  friend  sends  me  this 
clipping  for  my  recent  paper  on  the 
Pandects  of  Justinian,  as  prepared  by 
Robert  Pothier,  in  1747, — "Roger  Wil- 
liams was  a  man  of  the  greatest  intel- 
lectual strength,  of  his  time  in  America; 
but  no  descendant,  nor  blood  relation  of 
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-Roger  Williams  was  ever  Governor  of 
Rhode  Island."  And  refers  me  to  the 
"pedigree    of    Gov.     Elisha     Harris,     as 

■  given-  in  Austin's  Ancestry  of  33  Rhode 
Islanders." 

'-•But  my  -unknown  '  friend  has  omitted 
4his  clause  preceeding  it — "No  man  has 
ever   held   the    position   of    Governor  of 

■  Rhode  Island  having  a  historical  connec-'; 
•tion  so  illustrious." 

"  I  'should'  have  explained,  or  omitted  it. 
'Elisha  Harris  was  Governor  of  Rhode 
Island  in  1S47-8  to  May  1849.  He  had 
descended  six  generations  from  William 
Harris,  the  bitterest  enemy  of  Roger 
Williams,  ever  in  Rhode  Island,  and  of 
the  People  generally.  I  do  not  consider 
'that  connection  as  being  "illustrious." 
But  I.  should  have  stated  it  correctly. 


.'The  worst  form  of  Socialism  ever  de- 
vised by  man  is  the  Standard  Oil  by 
Rockfeller;  the  Sugar  Trust  by  Have- 
meyer;  the  U.  S-  Steel  by  Carnegie;  the 
Beef  Trust;  and  Morgan. 


It  is  the  most  necessary  knowledge  to 
men  and  women  to  know  how  to  manage 
house  keeping;  and.  yet  it  is  this  know- 
ledge, of  which  they  know  the  least. 
Here   is.  a   result   which   is   curious,   and 


little  known,  or  thought  of  by  the  peo- 
ple. It  was  near  sundown  last  Friday, 
week  August  18,  1  was  smoking  my  old 
pine,  111c r  1  with  "Old  Gold,"  the  only 
gold,  by  the  way,  which  I  have  now  left 
to  me,  and  listening  with  positive  delight 
to  the  peals  oi  distant  thunder,  when 
there  came  a  brilliant  flash  of  lightning, 
followed  by  an  instantaneous  boom  of 
heavy  thunder.  The  lightning  had  been  ig- 
nited very  near  us.  It  was,  in  truth, 
just  four  hundred  (400)  feet  from  my 
old  chair  and  my  pipe.  The  Journal  in- 
formed me  that  it  was  a  dwelling  house 
on  Courtland  street,  occupied  by  two  or 
more  Italian  families;  the  Journal  con- 
tinued "The  lightning  played  havoc ;  it 
visited  almost  every  room  in  the  house, 
burning  the  curtains,  destroying  the  fur- 
niture, frightening  the  women  '>n<"l  child- 
ren in  the  building;  there  was  no  fire  in 
the  building  except  where  the  lightning 
touched."  The  way  these  people  had 
lived  had  filled  the  house  with  electric 
currents. 


James  Cook  Richmond  was  born  here 

in  Providence  in  1S0S.  He  became  a 
student  at  Harvard  University  in  1828; 
went  to  Germany  and  studied  four  years 
at  Gottingen,  and  Halle.     Ordained  Dea- 
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con  of  St.  John's  Church,  Providence,  in 
1832;  and  Priest  1833.  He  was  a  curious 
and  eccentric  man.  He  went  as  mission- 
ary from  Maine  to  Milwaukee.  He 
finally  settled  at  Poughkeepsie,  X.  Y., 
where  he  was  murdered  in  1S66.  He  did 
many  curious  things.  He  became  rector 
of  the  Episcopal  Church  at  Lonsdale; 
and  wanted  a  new  church  building  erect- 
ed and  went  githering  sticks  all  over  the 
fields  and  forests.  He  published  a  pam- 
phlet in  Boston,  under  the  anagram 
"Admonish  Crime."  He  published  a  small 
tract  here  in  Providence,  in  1843 
entitled  "Origin  of  the  Baptists."  In  it 
he  wrote  "An  Enigma  for  the  People." 
It  related  wholly  to  Roger  Williams,"  all 
these  things  will  be  found  in  the  Sidney 
S.  Rider  Collection  of  Rhode  Isand  Lit- 
erature, now  in  Brown  University.  Just 
now  I  have  learned  of  a  thing  which  he 
did  at  Harvard  University  in  1847.  The 
Boston  Post  published  the  following 
challenge  in  September  of  that  year.  I 
will  print  the  entire  article.  "Mr.  Rich- 
mond, according  to  venerable  usage,  has 
posted  up  at  Cambridge,  the  following 
renewal  of  his  challenge  to  the  Unier- 
sity.  The  season  of  the  annual  com- 
mencement   is    chosen    in    order    that    a 


champion  may  bo  selected  from  the  great 
body  of  the  assembled  learned.  At  the 
same  time,  Mr.  Richmond  addressed  a 
letter  to  President  Everett,  claiming  the 
Academic  Hospitality,  and  now  while  the 
controversy  is  pending; — James  C.  Rich- 
mond, Presbyter  in  the  Holy  Catholic 
Church,  a  scholar  in  the  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, and  a  member  of  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  Society,  whose  vow  obliges  us  to 
make  Divine  Philosophy  and  Truth  the 
Pilot  of  our  Lite,  does  hereby  promise 
to  maintain  and  defend,  affirmatively  and 
against  all  comers,  orally,  in  the  English 
Tongue  and  on  Christianwise  the  Devine 
Doctrines  of  the  Episcopacy,  .the  Holy 
Trinity,  and  the  Atonement  for  Sins 
made  upon  the  Cross  by  "The  Lamb 
slain  from  the  foundation  of  the  World," 
out  uivjjtu  Luiu  and  Saviour,  Jesus 
Christ.  And  for  this  purpose  I  claim  the 
Ancient  Hospitality.  Cambridge,  August 
24,  i§47-

ci  them,  but  because  the  owners  of  the 
Journal  were  in  dread  fear  of  the  ex- 
posures which  would  becme  necessary 
under  Mr.  Payne's  reminisences.  They 
stopped  him  and  the  exposures  were 
1  ever  made.  All  Mr.  Payne's  "Remin-

Carnegie's  Epigram. 
"The  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the 
man  who  dies  leaving  behind  him  mil- 
lions of  available  wealth,  which  was  free 
to  him  to  administer  during  life,  will 
pass  away  'unwept,  unhonored  and  un- 
sung' no  matter  to  what  uses  he  leaves 
the  dro-s  which  he  cannot  take  with  him. 
Of  such  as  these  the  public  verdict  will 
then  be:  'The  man  who  dies  thus  rich 
dies  disgraced.'  " 
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Charles  Paul  de  Kock.  was  bom  in 
Prance,  near  Paris,  in  i7<j_|  and  he  died 
t!  ere  in  1871.  He  was  a  writer  of  novels 
otherwise,  what  we  call  fiction.  He  wrote 
and  published  more  than  a  hundred 
novels  all  practically  between  the  years 
[825-1850,  and  many  of  them  were  trans- 
ited into  all  the  .languages  of  Europe. 
Concerning  the  character  of  these  novels, 
1  will  give  a  couple  of  specimens.  This 
from  the  latest  edition,  or  the  9th,  En- 
cylcopedia  Britarmica.  "He  was  consid- 
ered outside  of  France  as  a  special  paint- 
er of  the  life  of  the  grisette ;  his  vivid, 
and  by  all  accounts  truthful  portraiture 
of  the  lower  and  middle  classes  of  life. 
in  the  first  half  of  the  181I1  century  will 
never  lose  their  value."  Here  is  another 
View,  "His  works  rank  among  the  most 
immoral  of  French  novelists,  but  they 
enjoy  great  popularity  both  in  France, 
and  in  the  countries  of  Europe."  (Lip- 
pincott's  Biographical  Dictionary.")  But 
the  writer  in  Lippincott  lifts  the  curtain 
to  another  view,  thus.  ''Some  French 
critics  consider  him,  Paul  de  Kock,  an 
excellent  painter  of  French  manners;  of 
Parisian    roguery;    of    rustic    bonhomie ; 


and  the  absurdity  of  the  bourgeois."  In 
1904,  Barrie  &  Sons  of  Philadelphia  pub- 
lished a  collection  of  De  Kocks  novels, 
eleven  in  number,  in  14  volumes  octavo, 
translated  into  English  by  George  Burn- 
ham  Ives,  under  the  title  "Masterpieces 
of  Charles  Paul  de  Kock."

stance the  youngsters  of  this  country 
have  earned  recognition  within  the  brief 
period  of  a  decade.  Motor-boat  con- 
struction in  the  United  States  has  been 
known  as  a  profitable  enterprise  for 
nearly  twenty  years.  White  professional 
boat  builders  have  been  devoting  much 
time  and  attention  to  the  new  form  of 
craft,  many  boys,  too,  have  started  in  to 
build  the  boat  which  now  figures  con- 
spicuously in  American  sports.  Xaval 
architects  and  boat  builders  who  have 
seen  the  models  and  designs  produced  by 
these  youngsters,  still  in  their  teens,  have 
accorded  them  unstinted  praise  and  ad- 
miration.

tion, 1660.  Fled  to  America :  and  were 
Secreted  and  Concealed  in  Massachu- 
setts and  Connecticut  for  Nearly  Thirty 
Years  With  an  Account  of  Thomas 
Whale  of  Karragansett,  Supposed  to 
Have  Been  Also  One  of  the  Judges." 
By  President  Stiles.  This  is  its  Dedica- 
tion: "'To  all  the  Patrons  of  Real-Per- 
fect and  Unpolluted  Liberty  Civil  and 
Religious  Throughout  the  World;  this

"If  all  this  was  true, 
which  can  never  be  fully  ascertained."

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When  the  Englishmen  first  invaded 
what  we  now  call  New  England,  they 
found  the  Indians  then  the  only  inhabit- 
ants j  and  they  found  that  but  very  few 
Indians  had  names,  by  which  they  were 
known.  Tt  seems  to  us  to  be  a  curious 
condition;  but  to  them  it  does  not  seem 
to  have  been  curious.  'I  lie  reason  must 
have  been  that  not  many  centuries  be- 
fore they  came,  the  same  conditions  ex- 
isted in  England-  Few  Englishmen,  or 
women,  had  names  in  the  years  800-1000. 
Not  long  since  I  had  occasion  to  hunt  up 
a  curious  old  book  in  search  of  gene- 
alogical facts.  I:  was  B'lore's  History  of 
men  and  women,  both  "giveiv'and  "fam- 
ily" names  were  ureal  in  number  and  in 
spelling.  It  was  the  same  with  names  of 
places.  1  saved  a  few  specimens,  Rich- 
ard Le  Dispenser,  had  a  brother  named 
Urso  D'Abitdt.  There  was  one  Peter 
Cheeke,  of  Pirgo :  but  I  have  not  yet  lo- 
cated "Pirgo."  There  was  a  family 
Homed  Tiploft,  and  another  named  Tybe- 
tot ;  in  the  latter  was  a  person  whose 
"given"  name  was  "Pain,"  a  man  or 
woman,  I  could  not  discover.  There  was 
a  woman's  given  name  "Hawise;"  but 
I  could  not  discover  her  Family  name. 
Here  arc  some  men:  Redmayne  Burrell ; 
John  Toller;  Edward  Ponyngs ;  John 
Rosteli;  Tobias  Bellairs;  Martin  Am- 
phlett ;  Hoetoi',  is  now  Houghton; 
Ru shout  was  the  name  of  a  large  family; 
there  was  a  clergyman  Rev.  "Twopenny." 
Therd  was  a  family  in  Boston  not  very 
long  since  named  "Half  Penny;"  and  we, 
here  in  Providence,  knew  an  Episcopal 
lector  named  "Penny."

The  New  York  Medical  Journal  in  a 
recent  issue  gave  an  interesting  account 
of  an  address  given  by  an  English 
knight,  bearing  the  title  "Sir"  James 
Barr.  a  Doctor  dwelling  at  Liverpool. 
England,  before  a  Medical  Association 
in  Canada.     Here  are  a  few  specimens- 

"He  was  of  the  opinion  that,  so  far  as 
England  was  concerned,  an  inferior  race 
was  being  produced,  and  this  remark 
would  probably  apply  with  ec|iial  force 
'o  the  ciry  dwellers  in  any  country,  not 
excepting  those  of  the  United  States. 

"Barr,  therefore,  contended  that  in 
future  medical  men  must  not  be  content 
with  treating  the  diseases  of  the  com- 
munity, but  must  also  point  out  the  lines 
along  which  'the  Nation  was  to  be  im- 
proved by  encouraging  the  multiplication 
of  the  fit  and  controlling  the  increase 
of  the  unfit.. 

"Barr,  then,  was  of  the  opinion  that 
tin.1   hope   of   the   human    rare   lay   in    the 
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physician.  Most  human  diseases  were 
preventable,  and  if  the  public  were  only  J 
alive  to  their  own  interests  they  would  \ 
pay  medical  men  liberally  for  directing  j 
them  in  the  path.-  of  truth  and  in  the  ■ 
ways  of  health,  rather  than  for  the  treat- 
ment of  disease- 

"He  argued  that  those  countries  which 
had  to  a  large  extent  suspended  a  select- 
ive death  rate,  and  had  not  been  wise 
enough  to  establish  a  selective  birth 
rate,  were  certain  to  decay  and  go  the 
way  of  all  the  ancient  nations  who  had 
disappeared  and  made  way  for  more 
vigorous  races." 

He  quoted  Sir  William  Osier  as  stat- 
ing recently  that  we  know  that  consump- 
tion was  not  hereditary,  and  retorted  that 
we  knew  nothing  ,.f  the  kind,  although 
we  were  constantly  having  it  dinned  into 
our  ears  of  medical  men  who  ought  to 
know  better.

Recently  Collected  Evidence  to  Sup- 
port Local  Tradition  that  Judges 
who  Condemned  Charles  I  to  Death, 
Found  Asylum  in  this  State. 


Did  either  of.  the  English  regicides, 
Whalley  and  Goffe,  whose  presence  in 
America  has  lent  inspiration  for  many 
a  romance  of  colonial  days,  live  and 
die  in  what  is  now  the  town  of  West 
Greenwich?  Tradition  of  the  region  is 
strong  that  one  of  them  did.  A  neg- 
lected grave  in  a  little  burial  plot  on  the 
shores  of  Carr's  pond  is  still 
known  by  many  as  the  regi- 
cide's grave."'  It  is  a  matter  of  record 
that  a  mysterious  recluse  who  lived  there 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  17th  century  was 
believed  by  many  prominent  men  who 
knew  him  to  be  one  of  the  judges  who, 
having  condemned  Charles  I  to  death, 
later  fled  from  the  wrath  of  Charles  II- 

Members  of  the  Hopkins  and  Spencer 
families  trace  their  ancestry  to  this  man, 
who  went  by  the  name  of  Theophilus 
Whale,  and  have  believed  that  he  was 
one  of  the  regicides.  A  Sunday  Journal 
writer  of  two  decades  ago  gave  the 
statement  of  Clark  Hopkins  then  living- 
near  Carr's  pond,  that  he  was  a  direct 
descendant  in  the  sixth  generation. 

Till  recently,  however,  the  belief  that 
one  or  both  of  the  judges  settled  in 
Rhode  Island  has  rested  chiefly  on  tradi- 
tion. But  now  Sidney  S.  Rider,  the  local 
historian,  has  taken  up  the  subject  and 
in    the    following    article    gives    his    evi- 


dence in  support  of  it.  The  article  con- 
tinues comment  he  recently  made  in 
Book  Notes  on  the  history  of  the  judges 
who  fled  to  America  by  Dr.  Ezra  Stiles, 
the  President  of  Yale  College  and  for 
a.  number  of  years  previously  a  pastor  at 
Newport,  which  was  published  in  1794- 

President  Stiles  gave  what  he  had  been 
able  to  learn  of  the  history  of  Theophilus 
Whale,    whom   he   described   as   a   "very 
singular  man,"   and   who  in   the    Narra- 
gansett  region  was.  in  1755,  "universally 
regarded  as  one  of  the  regicides."     He, 
however,   was  convinced  that  this  belief 
was  untrue,  and  argued  at  length  in  sup- 
port   of    the    theory    that    Whalley    and 
Goffe  had  found  asylum  in  Hadley,  Mass. 
The    story   of    the    regicides,    the    tra- 
ditive  account  of  their  hiding  in  Hadley. 
and  of  the  sudden  appearance  of  one  of 
them   to  lead   the   village   forces   against 
an    Indian    attack,    is    one   of    the    most 
familiar    of    American    colonial    history. 
Rhode  Island's  claim  to  have   furnished 
a    refuge    for    at    least    one    of    them    is 
less  widely  known  than  the  Hadley  story, 
so  that  the  following  article  by  Mr-  Rid- 
er, contradicting  it  as  told  by  President 
Stiles,  will  be  of  general  interest.

The  Regicide's  Grave  in  West  Green- 
wich,   R.    I.— Is    it    Whalley's,    or 
Gofee's,  or  is  it  a  Whale's  Grave/ 
(Copyright,  1911,  by  Sidney  S.  Rider.  ^ 
The  paper  in  my  latest  issue  of  Book 
Notes  upon  the  style  of   Stiles  in   using 
tradition    to    formulate   history    was    but 
the    entering    wedge    of    the    "crack    of 
doom;"     otherwise    the    destruction     of 
such  work.    Different  families  construct- 
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ed  different  traditions.  The  traditions  of 
each  family  related  only  to  what  each 
family  desired  to  have  heard  of  their 
work.  Here  are  the  names  of  several  as 
used  by  Stiles.  The  Sperry,  p.  61  ;  the 
Russel.  p.  199;  the  Smith,  p.  199;  the 
Tilton,  p.  199;  the  Riggs,  p.  94;  the 
Leets.  p.  94,  and  there  are  others.  Each 
traditioner  traditioned  the  work  of  his 
family  ancestors.  It  was  "ancestor  wor- 
ship," as  Charles  Francis  Adams  once 
styled  certain  New  England  "historical" 
work.     I  come  now  to  my  work. 

The  word  regicide  means  one  who 
kills  or  murders  a  king.  Webster,  in 
defining  the  word  says  it  means  "speci- 
fically in  English  history  one  of  the 
judges  who  condemned  Charles  the  First 
to  death-"  The  court  formed  by  Parlia- 
ment for  the  trial  of  the  king  was  es- 
tablished in  1648.  I  am  following  Presi- 
dent Stiles  in  his  "History  of  Three 
Judges."  He  says,  "The  ordinance  for 
trying  the  king  was  made  Jan.  6,  1649 
(Stiles'  Judges;  1794,  p.  101).  Again, 
Stiles  says,  "The  trial  took  place  and  the 
judges  signed  their  verdict  and  judg- 
ment;  it  is  dated  Jan.  29,  1648.     (Stiles" 


Hist.  Judges,  104).  According  to  Stile- 
the  trial  took  place  a  year  before  the 
court  existed.  I  have  in  my  possession 
a  facsimile  of  the  verdict  and  judgment, 
with  all  the  autographs. 

It  is  dated  January  24.  1648.  It  has 
55  signatures,  two  of  which  are  crossed 
out.  The  court  might  consist  of  133 
members,  of  which  number  20  was  ;i 
quorum. 

All  the  writers  upon  these  matter- 
differ  materially,  especially  in  dates.  Ap- 
parently the  trial  took  place  about  the 
23rd  of  January,  1648-9.  As  soon  as  po- 
litical intrigue  restored  the  Crown  (Gov- 
ernment Charles  the  Second  began  the 
extermination  of  the  judges  who  had 
condemned  Charles  the  First  and  six 
were  at  once  executed.  Their  trial  took 
place  in  September,  1660.  Others  tied 
from  England,  secreting  themselves  in 
foreign  lands.  Three  came  to  what  is 
now  the  United  States  of  America — Wil- 
liam Goffe,  Edward  Whalley  and  John 
Dixwell. 

The  first  two  reached  Boston  2~  July. 
1660.  (Hutchinson,  Hist.  Mass.,  v.  1,  p. 
215).     They  were  at  first  well  received. 
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but  the  Colonial  Government  soon  turned 
against  them,  and  they  fled  to  Connecti- 
cut, leaving  Cambridge  on  the  26th  Feb- 
ruary,  and   reached   New    Haven   on    the 

7th  March,  1661  ;  they  obtained  horse?  on 
which  they  rode,  (Stiles  Hist,  p-  24). 
They  never  disguised  their  names.  They 
were  known,  by  the  name-  of  (lotto  and 
Whalley  when  they  came  and  until  they 
died.  Stiles  says  that  in  going  from  Bos- 
ton or  Cambridge  to  Xew  Haven  "on 
their  way  they  called  upon  Governor 
YYinthrop."  (Stiles'  Judges,  p.  4.44  i . 
There  was  but  one  Coventor  Winfhrop 
living  when  the  journey  of  the  regicides 
was  made.  He  was  living  at  the  time  on 
the  lands  of  Pequot  harbor,  on  winch 
Governor  Winthrop  founded  the  town  of 
New  London. 

This  Is  evidence  of  the  course  of  their 
journey  from  Boston.  They  came  by  the 
footpath  to  Providence,  and  thence  by 
the  Pequot  oath  across  the  eastern  end 
df  Warwick,  and  thence  diagonally 
across  the  Xarragansett  lands,  known  in 
1664-5  a:>  t'ie  "King's  Province."  The 
Pequot  path  led  them  within  sight  of  what 


is  now  known  as  Can's  pond,  and  which 
was  in  a  direct  line  from  Providence 
to  where  Governor  Winthrop  then  dwelt, 
;•■   Xew  London.     The  towns  existing  in 

what  is  now  known  as  Rhode  Island  were 
Providence,  Portsmouth,  Newport  and 
Warwick  at  the  time  (1661)  when  Goffc 
and  Whailcy  rode  across  the  lands  on 
which  those  towns  stood.  Stiles  does  not 
mention  them.  The  "King's  Province." 
which  covered  the  entire  Xarragansett 
country,  all  the  lands  south  of  War- 
wick, i>  mentioned  once  by  Stiles  ( p. 
60). 

It  is  absolutely  necessary  to  consider 
the  source-  of  this  interesting  history  and- 
'he  memo:!  of  its  development.  On  page 
30  (mere  are  357  pages  in  the  book). 
President  Stiles  savs  :  "Hitherto  we  have 
proceeded  upon  accurate  and  authentic 
documents-  I  shall  now  collect  and  ex- 
hibit other  scattered  lights  and  tradition- 
ary information."  The  authorities  cited 
for  accurate  and  authentic  documents  are 
"Fasti  Oxioriexises,  p.  13-16;"  "Athenae 
Oxienienses,  p.  18;"  Hutchinson's  "His- 
tory of  Massachusetts,  v.  1,  p.  215,  Bos- 
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ton,  1764."  These  authorities  touch  prac- 
tically   the     history     of     the     Regicides, 

while  in  England.  Hutchinson  touches 
them  while  they  were  in  Cambridge  and 
Boston.   "Fasti"  and  Athenae  Oxionienses 

are  both  the  same,  the  work  now  known 
as  "Wood's  Athenae  Oxionienses." 

Another  author  used  by  Stiles  was 
Ruth  worth,  his  "Historical  Collections." 
These  authors  with  the  exception  of 
Hutchinson  were  used  only  to  set  forth 
what  they  contained  about  Whalley  and 
Coffe.  while  they  were  in  England  and 
Charles  the  Second  began  to  exterminate 
the  judges  who  tried  and  condemned  his 
father.  Coffe  was  married  to  Whalley's 
daughter.  President  Stiles  writes :  "1 
was  at  Hadley  (in  Massachusetts,  north 
of  Springfield )  making  inquiry  only  for 
gratifying  my  own  curiosity  and  with- 
out a  thought  of  compiling  this  history 
(p.  200).  He  must  have  conceived  his 
idea  of  writing  this  '"history"  from  the 
long  note  by  Hutchinson  in  his  "History 
of  Massachusetts  Bay  in  1764,  v.  1,  p. 
215-219)."' 

Hutchinson  had  certain  manuscripts 
said  to  have  been  left  by  Goffe  at  his 
death.  Nobody  knows  when  nor  where 
Goffe  died,  whether  in  Massachusetts  or 
in  Connecticut,  or  in  Rhode  Island.  This 
long  note  by  Hutchinson  rests  largely 
upon  tradition,  but  the  mc  of  tradition 
by  Stiles  was  immensely  increased  be- 
yond Hutchinson.  Elaborate  specimens 
are  given  in  a  previous  Book  Xotes. 
Stiles  wrote  a  letter  of  inquiry  to  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Hopkins,  a  clergyman  living 
at  Hadley  (in  1793)  "upon  the  subject 
of  the  judges."  Hopkins  replied  on  the 
26th  March,  1793.  I  will  make  a  few 
extracts,  showing  the  foundations  of  hi.> 
history.  This  letter  was  written  130 
years  (almost  five  generations)  after  the 
affairs  could  have  happened. 

"I  have  taken  pains  to  inquire  of  the 
oldest  people  among  us  what  they  heard 
.^aid  by  the  eldest  people  among  us  (p. 
193)  respecting  Whalley  and  Goffe." 

"The  tradition  among  all  of  them  is 
that  both  of  them  were  secreted  in   the 


town."     (p.   198.) 

"The  inhabitants  at  that  time  knew 
very  little  of  them  or  where  they  were 
concealed."      (p.    19S. ) 

"The  tradition  among  them  in  general 
'.--  that  one  of  them  died  in  this  town." 
(p.  igS.) 

"Those  who  remember  which.  saj 
Whalley."     (p.  198.) 

"The  one  who  died  in  this  town,  the 
tradition  in  general  is,  that  he  was  bur- 
ied in  Mr.  Til-ton's  cellar."     (p.  108.) 

"Most  of  whom  I  have  inquired  for 
tradition  say  the  Indians  made  an  as- 
sault upon  the  town."     (p.  199.) 

"The    above    is    the    general     tradition 
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among  us,"  a  hundred  and- twenty-five 
years  after  a  possible  happening,  (p. 
109  ) 

''Shall  notice  things  which  were  in  the 
tradition  as  given  by  some,  differing 
from  the  above.3"     (p.  109.) 

"According  to  the  tradition  given  by 
some,  Whalley  and  Goffe  were  not  con- 
cealed the  whole  of  the  time  at  Mr.  Rus- 
sel's  and  Mr.  Tilton's,  but  part  of  the 
time  at  one  Smith's ;  this  T  find  in  the 
family  of  the  Smiths.''   (p.   199.) 

"Here  tradition,  according  to  him  (an. 
old  man  of  Hadley).  end.-,  with  respect 
to  Go  fie."      (p.   109.) 

'"Tradition"  did  not  end  just  here,  for 
the  "old  man  of  Hadley"  goes  on  thus  : 
''Russel,  for  their  c~curity,  made  a  re- 
treat for  them  between  his  chambers 
and  behind  his  chimney;  that  one  of 
them  died  at  Mr.  Tilton's  and  was  bur- 
ied behind  his  barn ;  after  his  death 
Cofte  went  off  into  the  Narragensett-. 
(p.   199.) 

"An  old  man  told  me  (Hopkins)  tha-t 
♦he  tradition  of  the  one  that  died  in  this 
town  (Hadley)  was  that  he  was  buried 
in  Mr.  Tilton's  garden  or  in  his  cellar 
(p.  200),  or  behind  his  barn  (p.  190),  or 
"in   the  dividing   fence  between   Tilton's 


lot  and  her  father's    (Kheuczer  Marsh), 
(I).  201  J. 

"Tradition,"  and  nothing  else,  piloted 
Goffe  and  Whalley  from  \\\v  Haven  ;•• 
Hadley,  a  town  in  the  Massachusetts 
colony,  100  miles  north  from  New  Hav- 
en. A  hut  in  the  wilderness  would  have 
been  1:0  worse.  Tradition  places  these 
three  different  places:  one,  at  Russel's: 
two,  at  Tilton's;  three,  at  Smith's: 
Stiles  gives  them  all.  but  lay-  *-tre><  up 
on  Russel'^,  which  he  tints  describes:  "it 
is  a  double  house,  two  stories  and  a 
kitchen — although  repaired  with  addi- 
tions, yet  (in  1793  >  the  chamber  oi  the 
Judges  remains  obviously  in  its  original 
state,  unmutilated,  as  when  these  exiled 
worthies  inhabited  it-  Adjoining  10  it 
behind,  or  at  the  north  end  of  the  large 
chimney,  was  a  closet,  in  the  floe-  of 
which  I  saw  still  remaining  the  trap 
door,  through  which  they  let  themselves 
clown  into  an  under  closet,  and  so  thence 
descended  into  the  cellar  for  concealment 
in  case  of  search  or  surprise. 

"I  examined  all  these  places  with  at- 
tention and  heartfelt  sympathetic  vener- 
ation for  tlie  memories  of  those  long 
immured  sufferers  thus  shut  up  and  se- 
cluded from  the  world  for  the  tedious 
space  of  14  or  16  years  in  tin-  voluntary 
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bastile"  (Stiles'  Judges,  p,  200).  A  "dou- 
ble" house,  is  a  two-family  dwelling.  Are 
we  to  believe  that  the  inmates  of  this 
dwelling  were  ignorant  of  the  presence 
there  of  Goffe  and  Whalley  16  years? 
Such  stuff  i>  nonsense.  Why  specify  that 
this  dwelling  had  a  kitehen— do  not  all 
dwelling  houses  have  kitchens?

The  Origin  of  the  Xames  of  Men  in 
England  as  Set  Forth  by  William 
Lambard  in  His  Perambulation  in 
Kent,  London,  1570. 

Lambard  wrote  this  book  before  1570. 
Here  is  his  description  of  the  "old  man- 
ner of  naming  of  men'' — "'hereby  it  is 
probably,  as  nice  thinketh,  to  be  conjec- 
tured, that  in  ancient  time  men  were 
usually  named  of  the  places  oi  their 
dwelling  .  For  whereas  before  the  com- 
ing in  of  the  Conqueror,  places,  for  the 
most  part,  had  their  appelations  either  of 
their  situation  or  of  some  notable  acci- 
dent, or  noble  man.  At  Xorthwood 
in  regarde  of  Southwood;  'Angles- 
ford,  Might  of  the  Englishman ;  and 
Rochester  because  of  Rof  and  whereas 
persons  also  had  their  callings  most  com- 
monly, either  of  some  note  of  the  body, 


as  Swanshalfe,  for  the  whiteness  of  her 
neck;  or  for  some  property  of  the  minde, 
as  Godred,  for  his  good  counsel!.  And 
that  by  one  single  surname  only  and  no 

niore;  now  immediately  after  the  arrival 
oi   the    Normans,   which   obtained   these 

lands  and  which  first  brought  into  this 
realme  (1066)  the  names  oi  Thomas, 
John.  Nicholas,  Fraunces,  Stephen,  Hen- 
ry, and  such  like,  that  now  (1576)  be 
most  usual  men  began  to  be  known  and 
surnamed  not,  of  their  conditions  and 
properties,  but  of  .their  dwellings  and 
possessions.  So  that  the  Norman  that 
was  before  Thomas,  and  had  gotten  the 
Township  of  Xorton.  of  Inglenelde,  of 
Combe,  or  suchlike,  all  which  be  un- 
doubtedly the  names  of  places,  and  not 
of  persons.  Xeither  did  the  matter  stay 
here,  but  in  further  process  of  time,  this 
Thomas  of  Xorton,  of  Sutton,  or  of 
j  Combe,  was  called  Thomas  Xorton, 
j  Thomas  Sutton,  or  Thomas  Combe,  leav- 
ing out  the  particle  (of)  which  before 
denoted  his  dwelling  place.  And 
thus,  the  Norman  manner  prevail- 
ing the  ancient  custome  of  the  Saxons 
and  Englishman,  vanished  quite  out  of 
use.  This  whole  thing  is  best  discussed 
by  ancient  evidences  and  by  the  names 
<  f  our  Cheshyremen  yet  remaining.     For 
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old  writings  have  commonly  Joannes  de 
Norton  ;  Wilhelmus  de  Sutton  ;  for  such 
as  we  now  call  John  Norton,  and  Wil- 
liam Sutton ;  and  amongst  the  gen- 
tlemen of  Cheshyre,  even  to  this 
day  one  is  called,  after  their  man- 
ner, Thomas  a  Bruerton,  another  John 
a  Holcroft.  and  such  like,  for  Thomas 
Bruerton,  John  Holcroft.  etc.,  as  we  here 
use  it.  Tims  much  shortly,  oi  my  own 
fantasie.  I  thought  not  unmeet  to  im- 
part by  occasion  of  the  name,  Norwood. 
that  is  North  wood."  (Lambard's  Peram- 
bulations of  Kent,  London,  1656,  pp.  348- 
35I-) 

The    county    Kent,    of    England,    was 
'"the  first  inhabited  part  of  all  England.'' 
(Lambard's    Perambulation    of   Kent.    p. 
13.)     That     writer    thus     described    the 
men  of  Kent-     "The  common  people  are 
no   where   more    free   and   jolly   than    in 
this  shire:"  "it  was  claime  made  in   the 
time   of    Edward   the    First    (12S0)    that 
the  commonality  of  Kent  was  never  van- 
quished by   William  the   Conqueror,   but 
yielded    itself    by    composition."    (p.    8.) 
They   went    forth    with   green   boughs   of 
trees  to   meet   him ;   A,   D.   1066.     "It   is 
agreed  by  all  men  that  there  were  never 
any  bondmen,  or  villaines  as  the  law  cal- 
ieth  them  in  Kent."  (p.  9.)     "Neither  be 
they  so  much  boumlen  to  the  Gentry  by 
copy  hold  (of  their  homes),  or  customary 
tenures   as   were   the   inhabitants    of   the   j 
western  counties  of  the  realm  be,  nor  at  j 
all    indangered    by    the    feeble    hold    of  j 
Tenant    right,    as    the    commons    in    the 
northern  parts  be,  for  "copy  hold  tenure  ! 
is   rare   in    Kent,   and   Tenant    right,   hot   j 
heard  of  at  all;  but  in  place  of  these,  the   j 
custome  of   Gavelkind   prevailing  every- 
where  in  manner  every  man   is   a  Free- 
hokler  and  hath  some  part  of  his  own  to  j 
live  upon."     (p.  9.)      "All  kin  was  given  j 
the  discent  of  property."  (p.  26.)     Black- 
stone  thus  describes  Gavelkind  in  Kent:   j 
"It  ordain?  among  other  tilings  that  not   j 
eldest    sons    only    shall    succeed    to    the  ; 
father's   inheritance,  but  all   sons  alike."  1 
(Commentaries,  v.  1,  p.  /-■,:  v.  2,  p.  84;  v.   ; 
4,  p.  406.)      In   a   recent   issue  of   Book  j 
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Xotcs  there  were  some  notes  from 
Blore's  History  of  Rutlandshire,  giving 
aid  showing  the  curiosity  of  the  names 
of  men,  and  some  women,  and  how  they 
originated.  Lambard  gave  in  1656,  some 
most  interesting  notes  concerning  men's 
names,  which  I  will  reproduce  intact. 

Lambard,  has  given  the  origin  of  my 
own  name,  Rider,  which  I  must  certainly 
print.  I  will  give  the  language  of  Lam- 
bard, just  as  he  wrote  it.  in  1576.  "Sam- 
othes,  the  Sixth  son  of  Japeth,  did  about 
250  years  after  the  general  inundation 
of  the  world,  take  upon  himself  the  first 
dominion  of  these  countries  in  Europe, 
which  arc  now  known  by  the  names  o: 
France,  and  Britain,  and  the  inhabitants 
thereof     long     time     called     CelUe,     or 

rather  KeX-qrai  of  the  verb  KcXrjTi^ew 
for  their   special   skill    in    riding.      Lam- 
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bard  say>  the  first  Greek  word  stand-  for 
Riders,  and  the  second  stands  for  '*to 
ride."

The  REimcwf/s  Grave  in  West  Green- 
wich, R.  I.— Is  it  Whau.ey's,  or 
Goffe's,  or  is  it  a  Whale's  Grave/

(Continued   from  the  last  issue.) 


How  did  Stiles  know  that  the  "cham- 
ber of  the  Judges"  was  "obviously,"  as  it 
was  a  hundred  and  thirty  years  before? 
Can  you  "unmutilate"  a  chamber,  leav- 
ing it  "obviously  as  it  was?"  There  are 
two  "'ends"  to  a  chimney — the  top  and 
the  bottom.  How  can  one  of  these  ends 
be  the  "north  end?"  or  can  a  "closet'5 
be  at  the  end  of  a  chimney?  A  thing  or 
man  "immured"  is  a  man  "walled" 
around;  were  these  two  men  kept  in  a 
walled  chamber?  Such  is  the  style  of 
Stiles. 

Air.  Stiles  writes  (p.  60)  the  King's 
•commissioners,  Nichols,  Cartwright,  Carr 
and  Maverick,  in  their  narrative  about 
New  England,  1667,  speaking  of  these 
Judges  say,  among  other  accusations: 
"Cols.  Whalley  and  Goffe  were  enter- 
tained by  the  magistrates  with  great  sol- 
emnity, and  feasted  in  every  place.  Af- 
ter they  were  told  they  were  traitors  and 
ought  to  be  apprehended  they  made  their 
abode  at  Cambridge  until  they  were  fur- 
nished with  horses  and  a  guide  and  sent 
away  to  New  Haven  for  their  more  se- 
curity. Capt.  Daniel  Gookin  is  reported 
to  have  brought  over  and  to  manage 
their  estates;  and  the  commissioners  be- 
ing informed  that  he  (Gookin)  had  many  j 
cattle  at  his  farm  in  the  King's  province,   J 


which  were  supposed  to  be  W'hallcy's  or 
Goffe's,  caused  them  to  be  seized  for  His 
Majesty's  use  till  further  order,  but  Capt. 
Gookin  standing  upon  the  privilege  of 
their  (Rhode  Island's)  charter,  and  re- 
fusing to  answer  before  the  commission- 
ers." The  word  "supposed"  as  used 
above  is  "suspected"  in  the  manuscript 
copy  of  the  narrative  of  the  commission- 
ers, in  the  John  Carter  Brown  Library 
here  in  Providence. 

But  Stiles  made  another  and  far  more 
serious  blunder  in  the  date  1667.  The 
narrative  reads  "Boston  is  the  chief e 
towne  in  it  (the  Massachusetts  colony) 
seated  upon  a  peninsula  in  the  bottom  of 
the  bay,  which  is  a  good  harbor,  and  full 
of  fish;  it  was  fortifyed  this  year,  1665. 
with  two  Block  Houses."  Manuscript 
copy  of  the  original  in  the  John  Carter 
Brown  Library,  v.  1,  doc.  No.  63). 

Samuel  G.  Arnold  printed  the  follow- 
ing note  in  his  History  of  Rhode  Island 
(v.  1,  p.  413)  :  "The  tradition  that  Goffe 
and  Whalley  were  at  one  time  concealed 
in  Narragansett  is  strengthened  by  the 
suspicions  of  the  royal  commissioners  to* 
that  effect.  In  a  letter  from  Fort  James, 
New  York.  31st  October,  1666,  to  Mr. 
Richards,  a  constable  in  King's  province, 
they  at  his  request  authorized  him  to  re- 
tain the  cattle  in  his  custody,  giving  se- 
curity in  the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
Pounds  sterling  to  the  Governor  of 
Rhode  Island  for  the  surrender  of  said 
cattle  when  required,  as  it  appears  to  us 
by  several  testimonies,  and  circumstances 
that  the  cattle  are  truly  belonging  to 
them,  Goffe  and  Whalley."  Br.  S.  P.  O, 
New  England,  v.  1,  p.  357.) 
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Mr.  Arnold  induced  the  late  John 
Carter  Brown  to  have  copies  made  of 
all  manuscripts  relating  to  Rhode  Island 
then  existing  in  the  British  State  Paper 
Office,  London  (Arnold's  History  R.  L, 
v.  i,  preface,  p.  7).  These  copies  are 
now  in  the  John  Carter  Brown  Lihrary, 
now  at  Brown  University.  With  the  as- 
sistance of  George  P-  Winship,  the  li- 
brarian. I  have  seen  and  copied  a  por- 
tion of  the  letter  written  by  the  com- 
missioners to  Mr.  Richards,  the  con- 
stable in  the  King's  province. 

"Although  we  have  found  just  cause 
reasonably  to  suspect  and  believe  that 
the  cattell  arrested  in  the  King's  pro- 
vince upon  the  account  of  these  arch 
traitors  Goffe  and  Whalley  are  truly  be- 
longing to  them  as  appears  to  us  by  sev- 
eral testimonies,  and  circumstances,  yet 
at  your  request  we  shall  and  doe  by 
these  presents  authorize  you  to  receive 
them  into  your  custody  and  manage- 
ment upon  condition  that  you  shall  first 
give  in  security  to  the  Governor  of 
Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations 
to  the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds  ster- 
ling that  the   said  cattell  with  their  pro 


duce  shall  be  forthcoming  when  they 
snail  be  required  of  you,  which  security 
shall  stand  good  against  you  in  case  of 
default  for  the  full  space  of  one  year 
and  a  day  from  the  date  of  these  pre- 
sents, otherwise  to  be  void  and  of  no 
effect  against  you  in  law.  Given  under 
our  hands  in  Fort  James  at  Xew  York 
this  3ISt  of   October,   1666. 

(Signed)  R.  X.,  R.  C,  S,  M." 

R.  X.  was  Richard  Nicholls,  R.  C.  was 
Robert  Carr,  and  S-  M.  was  Samuel 
Maverick. 

These  men  were  known  as  the  "King's 
Commissioners,"  sent  by  Charles  the 
Second  to  have  the  possession  of  land 
made  the  fundamental  principle  under 
all  voters.  They  were  also  to  place  the 
"King's  Province."  wnere  the  careii 
mentioned  in  their  letter,  had  been  tak- 
en in  possession  by  the  Sheriff  Richards 
— under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Colony 
of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Planta- 
tions, which  had  been  given  in  the  char- 
ter of  Charles  the  Second,  1663-4.  On 
the  back  of  this  document,  to  wit,  the 
letter  of  the  commissioners  now  in  the 
State    Paper    Offce    in    London,    are    the 
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words,  "Cattell  belonging  to  Gdff  and 
Whaley."  The  bounds  of  the  lands  oi 
the  King's  province  covered  all  the  lands 
south  of  the  lands  of  the  southern  line 
of  the  town  of  Warwick  (,R.  I.  CoL  Rec. 
v.  2,  p.  2$~),  and  reaching  westward  to 
what  is  now  the  boundary  of  Connecti- 
rur,  from  the  western  shores  of  Xarrm 
gausett  bay,  as  it  is  now  called,  with 
Long  Island  sound  and  the  ocean  on  the 
south. 

Neither  East  Greenwich  nor  West 
Greenwich  had  been  incorporated  when 
the  King's  Commissioners  wrote  the  let- 
ter above  printed.  Hast  Greenwich  was 
incorporated  in  1677;  West  Greenwich 
was  cut  off  from  East  Greenwich  and 
incorporated  in  1741. 

There  is  at  the  eastern  end  of  West 
Gre$tiwdcli  a  5ealtifui  pond,  from  which 
flows  one  of  the  southern  sources  of  the 
Pawtuxct  river.  The  name  of  this  pond 
is  "Ca/rr's  pond.''  The  Indian  name  of 
it  was  probably  Chipachaug.  The  Eng- 
glish  settlers  named  it  from  Sir  Robert 
Carr,  the  King's  Commissioner,  in  1664, 
and  for  three  years  later,  when  he  died. 


It  was  near  this  pond  that  the  graves 
of  Goffe,  or  Whalley,  was  supposed  t'> 
exist.  That  tiny  owned  a  herd  of  cattle 
here  in  what  is  low  known  a.-  Rhode  Is- 
land rests  upon  absolute  evidence  ami 
not  upon  tradition;  would  they  have 
owned  a  herd  of  cattle  in  a  colony  where 
they  did  not  dwell?  Most  certainly  no!. 
1  hey  lived  somewhere  in  Xew  England 
iur  several  years,  about  which  President 
Stiles  has  not  told  ;  may  it  not  have  been 
in  the  King's  province? 

I  wiil  give  one  more  illustration  of  the 
style  of  Stiles.  K  relates  to  the  legis- 
lative and  judicial  work  of  the  colony 
of  Connecticut.  "Their  laws  and  deci- 
sions were  excellent,  founded  in  justice 
and  wisdom — as  to  their  initial  jurispru- 
dence, it  was  a  singular  and  judicious 
simplification  of  law,  and  reco\ery  and 
emancipation  of  it  from  the  confused 
colluvies  of  European  jurispruder.ee  in- 
volved and  embarrassed  with  contrary 
decisions  in  the  accumulation  of  ages,  a 
simplification  as  honorable  to  the  fiscal 
world  as  to  the  republic  of  letters  was 
j  the    Newtonian    discovery   of   the   simple 
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energetic  laws  of  nature  which  operate 
■wiih  diffusive  efficacy  through  the  sys- 
tem, the  simple  principle  oi  gravity, 
which  commands'  the  moon,  and  the  sa- 
tellites, governs  the  planets  and  comets 
in  their  vast  extended  orbits,  their  lofty 
and  magnificent  revolutions 

"Besides  taking  care  of  their  civil  poli- 
cy they  took  care  of  religion  and  learn- 
ing. (History  of  the  Judges  (other- 
wise Regicides,  p.  59).  Stiles  says:  "In 
1656  they  printed  their  little  code  of 
laws  and  dispersed  500  copies.  The  notes 
in  the  Brinley  sale,  states  that  the  first 
edition  of  the  Connecticut  Colony  Laws 
was  in  1673.  It  is  a  singular  circum- 
stance that  Stiles  makes  no  mention  of 
the  Blue  Laws  of  New  Haven ;  were 
those  Blue  Laws  "founded  in  justice  and 
wisdom."  Since  Stiles's  work  we 
have  had  four  editions  of  these 
Blue  Laws,  1S22,  1825,  a  third  with 
a  frontispiece  of  a  constable  seiz- 
ing a  "tobacco  taker"  not  dated;  and 
last,  but  not  least,  J.  Hammond  Trum- 
bull's "The  Blue  Laws  of  Connecticut,  in 
1876."  In  the  Atlas  of  Rhode  Island, 
made  in  1870,  the  town  of  West  Green- 
wich is  divided  into  school  districts;  one 
of  them,  the  eighth,  was  named  Whaiey 
in  memory  of  the  (presumed)  Regicide, 
who  must  once  have  lived  on  the  lands 
of  the  town. 

I  will  give  one  more  curious  illustra- 
tion of  the  value  of  tradition  in  a  his- 
torical sense: 

"It  is  a  double  house,  two  stories  and 
a  kitchen.  Although  repaired  with  ad- 
ditions, yet  the  chamber  of  the  Judges  re- 
mains obviously  in  its  original  state,  un- 
muLilated,  as  when  these  worthies  in- 
habited it.  Adjoining  to  it  behind,  or 
at  the  north  end  of  the  large  chimney 
was  a  closet,  in  the  floor  of  which  I  saw 
Hill  remaining,  a  trap  door,  through 
which  they  let  themselves  down  into  tie- 
under  closet,  and  so  descended  into  the 
cellar  for  concealment,  in  case  of  a 
search  or  surprise."  (Stiles'  Judges,  p. 
260,  X.  H.,  1704.) 

The  house  of  Air-  Russell  was  on  Main 


street,  near  the  centre  of  the  village,  the 
east  chamber  of  which  was  their  resi- 
dence, from  which  a  door  opened  into  a 
closet  back  of  the  chimney,  whence  a 
secret  trap  door  opened  into  an  under 
closet,  frpm  which  was  a  private  pas 
sage  to  the  cellar,  to  which  they  could 
descend  in  case  of  search."  (Spofford's 
Gazetteer  of  Mass.,  p.  208,  Newburyport, 
1828.) 

This  is  a  fine  illustration  of  the  growth 
of  tradition  in  34  years;  not  with  the 
tongue,  but  with  type.  Both  cannot  be 
history. 

The  ninth  map  in  Stiles's  History 
shows    "Mr.     Theo.     Whale's    residence 
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from  1680  (in  which  year  he  arrived 
there),  until  his  death  in  1715."  It  also 
shows  the  "Grave  of  Theo.  Whale"  in 
'*\Y.  Green/*  otherwise  "West  Green- 
wich." ft  is  the  grave  in  the  picture  in 
this  article.  ("Stiles's  Hist.  Three 
Judges,  p.  345-)  The  Journal  of  Sun- 
day, March,  1891,  has  an  article  entitled 
"The  Regicide's  Grave/'  The  name  of 
the  writer  of  the  article  is  not  given. 
It  was  written  by  Charles  W.  Hopkins, 
then  living  here  in  Providence.  Since 
the  opinions  given  by  Mr.  Hopkins  are 
somewhat  at  variar.ee  with  my  own.  it  is 
hut  fair  that  I  give  a  brief  extract.  To 
learn  the  story  that  connects  the  life  and 
death  of  Whalley  with  Hopkins  Hill 
(where  the  grave  now  is)  was  the  pur-  I 
pose  for  which,  the  writer  (C.  W.  Hop-  J 
kins)  vvho  visited  the  old  Hopkins  home-  | 
stead  shown  in  the  picture  (there  is  an 
engraving  or  picture  in  the  article  of 
March  8,  1891).  This  house  formerly  ! 
had  a  larger  stone  chimney  in  place  of  j 
the  brick  one  that  has  been  built  in  re- 
cent years.  The  present  occupant  of  the 
dwelling  is  Henry  Clark  Hopkins,  a 
bachelor,  who  has  lived  here  ever  since 
the  death  of  his  father,  Gideon  Hopkins, 
about  12  years  ago.  Clark,  as  he  is 
familiarly   known    in    the    neighborhood. 


was  .-awing  wood  when  the  writer,  (C. 
W.  Hopkins)  called.  He  was  read)'  to 
talk  ah<>nt  his  ancestry  and  the  house 
where  lie  lives,  and  proceeded  to  do  so- 
t-Yorii  the  most  reliable  sources  he  could 
command  he  placed  the  age  of  the  house 
at   135  years." 

"Clark  Hopkins  claims  he  is  the  dircc! 
descendant  in  the  sixth  generation  fro  n 
one  of  the  Regicide  Judges  whose  name 
lie  says  was  Theophilus  Whalley.  The 
local  tradition  in  which  the  Hopkins  and 
Whalley  (Whale)  families  of  today  lake 
a  pardonable  pride  in  preserving,  is  in 
substance  as  follows:  Theophilus  Whal- 
ley was  first  cousin  to  Oliver  Cromwell 
and  a  maternal  descendant  from  William 
the  Conqueror.  He  came  to  America 
with  Col.  William  Goffe,  said  by  some 
to  have  been  his  son-in-law,  and  a 
third  Regicide  named  Dixwell,  about 
1660. 

"Theophilus  Whalley  (Whale)  died  in 
1^17  at  the  age  of  106  years  and  was 
buried  in  the  lot  by  the  roadside,  with 
the  head  toward  the  north,  a  few  rods 
east  from  the  spot  where  his  house  is 
-aid  to  have  stood." 

The  Journal  of  March  8,  1891  (Sun- 
day), has  four  illustrations:  (1)  Theo- 
philus    Whalley's    grave,      (2)     Hopkins 
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homestead,  (3)  Carr's  pond,  (4)  Hilly 
Corner  Schoolhouse.  The  picture  in  the 
Journal  of  March  8,  1891,  lias  a  man 
staridittg    in    the   corner   of    the    lot,   and

mound  that  marks  the  grave  is  Clark 
Hopkins  (whom  the  present  writer  vc  ry 
well  knew)  looking  down  upon  the  turf 
that  is"  said  to  cover  the  ashes  of  his 
famous  ancestor.*' 

Mr.  Charles  W.  Hopkins  of  Provider.ce 
wrote  for  Cole's  History  of  Washington 
and  Kent  counties,  Rhode  Island,  which 

was  published  in  the  year .  What  Mr. 

Hopkins  himself  says  is  "A  careful  study 
of  the  life  of  Theophiius  Whalc.y  and  of 
the  additional  facts  which  have  been 
brought  to  light  since  the  publication  of 
the  "Three  Judges,  by  Dr.  Stiles."  These 
"additional  facts,"  Hopkins  -ays,  "en- 
ables the  writer  to  form  the  following 
conclusions:  that  Theophilus  IVhaley  had 
been  an  officer  in  the  Parliamentary 
Army  in  the  Civil  War.  and  had  taken 
an  active  part  in  the  execution  of  the 
King;  that  he  was  of  the  Whalley  (as 
spelled  in  England)  family;  a  wealthy 
family  closely  allied  to  the  Cromwells, 
and  prominent  in  the  Civil  War;  that  he 
was  born  in  England,  about  1617,  and 
was    a    son     of     Richard    and     Frances 


I  (Cromwell)  Whalley;  and  that  he  was 
j  identical  with  Robert  Whalley.  a  brother 
j  of  Edward  Cromwell.  In  support  of  this 
i  theory  the  following  evidence  is  ad- 
|  duced : 

i   First — 7 His    name    (Whale)    verified   by 
the    account    of    his    cousin.    Captain 
II  hairy,   of    the    war   ship,    which    an- 
chored  in   Xarragansett   Bay. 
I   Second. — His    (Whale's)    account  of  his 
family,  their  opulence,  and  of  his  early 
life. 
j   Third. — The      mysterious      visits       from 
j    .    wcalth\r  and  prominent  men  oi  Boston 
who  secretly  visited  him,  and  supplied 
him   with  money,  and  who  had  so   fa- 
vorably   received    Whalley,   and.

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DAVID  MARROW  ER. 
By  One  Who  Knew  Him  Well. 

In  the  death  of  David  Harrower  of 
Wakefield,  this  town  loses  a  citizen 
whose  modest  and  retiring 'life  shrouded, 
from  public  notice,  a  character  of  rare 
beauty  and  sweetness. 

J,  who  have  known  him  for  over  half 
a  century,  perhaps  as  intimately  as  any 
man  now  living,  yet  hesitate  to  take  up 
my  pen,  knowing  that  I  cannot  do  him 
justice. 

Descended,  on  the  paternal  side,  from 
Huguenot  ancestors,  who  had  sacrificed 
all  for  conscience  sake;  and,  on  the 
maternal  side,  from  the  strong  stock  of 
the  Scotch  Highlands,  he  early  devel- 
eped  the  clear  vision  of  right  which  was 
hi3  guiding  principle  through  life.  The  j 
son  and  grandson  of  employers  of  labor, 
his  was  ever  the  cause  of  the  employes, 
and  he  guarded  their  rights  far  more 
jealously  than  he  did  his  own;  and  after 
his  long  hours  of  labor  he  gave  freely 
of  his  time  and  strength  in  efforts  to 
promote  their  welfare.  Personally  I 
know  of  more  than  one  case  where  men 
were  lifted  from  the  depths  to  useful 
and  honorable  lives ;  how  many  such 
other    cases  there  were  no  one  knows. 

With  only  the  scantiest  facilities  for 
education,  he  so  diligently  applied  him- 
self that,  at  the  age  of  about  twenty - 
two  years,  he  was  contributing  to  mag- 
azines of  the  caliber  of  The  London 
Quarterly  Review,  etc.  And  more  than 
once  I  have  listened  to  him  discussing 
abstruse    subjects,    with    men    of    wide 


education,  when  his  clear  and  merciless 
logic  reduced  their  arguments  to  palp- 
able absurdities. 

His  regard  for  human  rights  early  led 
him  to  espouse  the  Chartist  cause,  and 
he  was  considered  one  of  the  ablest 
public  speakers  in  connection  with  that 
movement,  and  was  subjected  to  much 
persecution  on  account  of  his  views. 
Indeed,  it  was  this  persecution  which 
was  mainly  instrumental  in  bringing 
him  to  this  country. 

The  same  love  of  justice  which  led 
him  to  ally  himself  with  the  Chartists, 
caused  him  to  take  a  strong  interest  in 
the  anti-slavery  movement  in  the 
United  States,  and  he  was  a  subscriber 
to.  and  reader  of,  "The  Liberator" 
before  he  left  Scotland..  Once  here,  he 
used  his  clear  and  telling  logic  against 
slavery  with  such  effect  that  his  life 
was  more  than  once  threatened.  But 
in  all  this  there  was  no  personal  rancor; 
the  pro-slavery  sympathizer,  poor  and 
in  need,  would  have  received  from  him 
the  same  meed  of  aid  and  succor  as 
would  bis  anti-slavery  brother.  In 
Scotland,  his  father's  house  had  long 
been  a  haven  for  political  refugees  from 
the  continent,  and  here,  his  own  house 
became  the  resting  place  for  many  a 
weary  foot. 

His  sympathy  with  the  struggles  of 
his  fellow  men  early  led  him  to  share 
in  the  views  of  Henry  George:  lie  be- 
came an  ardent  single  taxer  and  was 
t'7e  means  of  converting  many  to  that 
cause;  giving  as  freely  as  his  limited 
means  permitted  to  spread  the  idea. 
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He  was  the  truest  democrat;  neither 
wealth  and  splendor,  nor  poverty  and 
rags  obscured  the  man  beneath.  His 
.sense  of  justice  was  so  scrupulous  that 
he  would  make  far  more  allowance  for 
a  man  who  disliked  him  than  for  one 
who  Uked  him;  so  fearful  was  he  that 
his  prejudice  might  bias  him. 

His  charity  was  broad  and  all  em- 
bracing; neither  race  nor  creed  was  a 
barrier  to  the  ever  ready  helping  hand. 
Time  and  again  he  denied  himself  that 
he  might  aid  those  he  deemed  in  need ; 
and  none  but  God  and  himself  ever 
knew  the  numberless  cases  in  which  he 
gave  help,  for  he  was  eminently  of 
those  who  "do  good  by  stealth  and  blush  | 
to   find    it   known,"    and    his   wife    and 


laugh 


'Is  in  every  kind- 


ly deed  wherein  they  could  assist. 

He  was  honest,  to  a  fault,  and  so 
truthful  in  his  utterances  that  it  was 
said  of  him,  by  some  of  his  business  ac- 
quaintances, they  "would  rather  have 
David  Harrower's  word  than  any  other 
man's   oath." 

Kindly,  tolerant  of  the  sinner  though 
not   of   the  sin;   ever  considerate  of   the 


rights  of  others;  honest,  truthful  and 
unselfish  in  his  daily  life;  and  the 
purest  hearted  man  I  have  ever  known. 
— his  life  preached  one  long  sermon. 
That  this  is  no  overstatement  is  attested 
by  his  family,  who  could  add  much  to 
what  1  have  written,  and  who  loved  a-  1 
have  rarely  seen  a  husband  and  father 
loved. 

From  all  that  1  have  learned,  in  days 
gone  by,  from  the  intimate  associates 
of  his  early  life,  and  from  what  J  have 
known  of  him  for  over  fifty  year-  —  1 
do  not  believe  that  a  living  creature  could 
point  a  finger  and  say  that  David  liar 
rower  ever  knowingly  did  a  dishonest, 
unkind,  or  selfish  act;  and  when  a  man 
can  live  ninety  years  and  leave  that 
record,  I  do  not  know  what  more  can 
be  done. 


David  Harrower  was  born  July  6,1821, 
at  the  beautiful  village  of  Alva,  a  part  of 
the  town  of  Alloa,  where  the  "Links  of 
the  Forth"  begin ;  now  famous  by  the 
poems  of  Hector  McNeill, — 

"The  Lairdship  o'  the  bonnie  Links  of 

Forth 
Is    better    than    an    Earldom    o'    the 

North.' 
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This  village,  and  this  town  lie  at  the 
foot  of  one  of  the  mtJst  beafttiful  oi  all 

the  Highlands  of  Scotland,  the  Hills  of 
Ochil.  These  hills  were  famous,  not  a- 
lone  by  their  beauty,  but  as  well  for  the 
materials  which  Nature  used  in  their 
construction.  "The  general  character 
is  that- of  agreat  igneous  mound,  deve- 
loping itself  in  amygdaloid  felspar  and 
porphyry,  and  occasionally  in  fine  pen- 
tagonal columns  of  basaltic  greenstone." 
So  the  geologists  tell  us.  1  have  my- 
self been  there,  on  my  way  to  Loch  Kat- 
rine, and  Ellen's  Isle,  the  scene  of  Sir 
Walter  Scott's  '"Lady  of  the  Lake."  It

Island  Independence  Day ;  and  on  Feb- 
ruary t?,  1909.  the  centennial  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln's  birth.  There  was  never 
a  "Rhode  Island  Independence  Day." 
Nothing  appears  in  the  Resolution  show- 
ing that  Thos.  W.  Bicknell  had  anything 
to  do  with  the  passage  of  the  Resolution  ;

There  was  a  gathering  of  physicians  in 
New  York  city  on  the  16th  inst.,  at  which 
meeting  Dr..  James  Ewing,  professor  of 
pathology,  at  the  Cornell  University 
Medical  College,  delivered  an  address 
from  which  I  gave  this  clipping: 

"There  is  no  denying  that  there  is  a 
growing  district  of  medical  practice,  and 
an  increasing  dissatisfaction  with  its  re- 
sults. *  *  *  Grave  defects  in  the  stand- 
ards of  medical  education  have  been  dis- 
closed— we  freely  admit  these  defects — 
but  the  increasing  cost  of  medical  ser- 
vices is  misunderstood."  What  can  think- 
ing men  think  of  a  man  calling  himself  a 
doctor  who  has  for  years  taken  matter 
from  a  sore  on  an  animal,  or  from  an- 
other man,  and  thrusting  it  into  my 
flesh?     The  Jenner  vaccination    is   dead 
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and  its  danger;  and  the  thing  called 
scrum  is  a  first  class  humbug  and  a 
fraud.  There  is  no  serum  in  it.  Men 
are  trying  to  frighten  the  people,  just  to 
get  some  of  the  increasing  cost  of  medi- 
cal service.     Will  such  work  never  cease? 

I  reprint  the  following  clipping  from 
the  Providence  Journal  of  the  iSth  inst. 
It  is  certain!}-  encouraging  to  see  men 
stand  for  their  rights  of  life: 

"Dr.  William  S.  Reoch  of  Phenix, 
has  been  engaged  to  vaccinate  the  opera- 
tives in  some  of  the  mills.  He  went  to 
the  Phenix  Lace  Mill  on  Maple  avenue, 
Riverpoint,  Thursday  afternoon  for  the 
purpose  of  vaccinating  the  people  em- 
ployed there. 

"Among  the  employes  are  16-  English 
weavers  who  recently  migrated  to  this  I 
country  from  England.  When  Dr.. Reoch  j 
reached  the  department  in  which  they 
are  employed  he  was  surprised  at  the 
persistent  opposition  that  he  met.  Head- 
ed by  Superintendent  Sowter,  himself  an 
Englishman,  the  weavers  to  a  man  re- 
fused to  submie  to  vaccination.  The  sit- 
uation was  at  once  reported  to  Robert  S. 
Reoch,  President  of  the  mill,  and  who, 
by  the  way,  is  father  of  the  physician 
making  the  complaint.     He  attempted  to 


reason  with  the  weavers,  but  they  re- 
fused to  submit  to  vaccination.  The  sit- 
ter. 

"Superintendent  Sowter,  who  acted  as 
spokesman  for  the  weaver-,  said  that 
vaccination  was  against  the  laws  of  na- 
ture and  that  the  very  thought  of  it  was 
icpulsive.  He  said  that  if  insisted  upon 
in  their  cases  they  would  all  throw  up 
their  jobs  and  get  out  of  the  town  and 
out  of  the  country,  if  necessary. 

'"President  Reoch  asked  the  men  if 
they  question  the  judgment  of  the  lead- 
ing medical  authorities  of  two  continents 
as  to  the  benefits  and  value  of  vaccina- 
tion, vaccines,  serums,  and  similar  treat- 
ments and  set  up  their  own  opinions  in 
contradiction  thereof.  Superintendent 
Sowter  is  said  to  have  replied  that  they 
did  not  believe  in  any  vaccination."

The  Rev.  Reginald  Campbell,  an  Eng- 
lish clergyman,  has  been  preaching  ser- 
mons of  late  in  various  cities.  The  -the- 
ology which  he  preached  is  thus  de- 
scribed :  "It  is  the  intellectualized  con- 
viction of  the  highly  trained  man,  a  be- 
lief essentially  philosophical,  and  based 
on  observation,  and  analysis  rather  than 
on  emotional  experience."  Hitherto  the 
basis  of  theological  belief  has  been  the 
Bible:  but  .Mr.  Campbell  according  to  the 
newspapers  rests  practically  upon  noth- 
ing, in  Philadelphia  he  delivered  a  ser- 
mon on  '"Christianity  and  the  Modern 
Social  Movement."  The  newspapers  in 
their  report  of  the  sermon,  quoted  him 
as  saying:  '"It  is  impossible  for  a  man 
in  business  to  be  successful  and  remain 
honest."  The  Springfield  Republican 
says  : 

'"As  a  matter  of  fact,  Mr.  Campbell 
made  no  such  remark,  and  he  and  his 
secretary  has  been  astonished  that  it  has 
been  credited  anywhere.  Mr.  Campbell 
was  not  speaking  extemporaneously  on 
the  occasion  when  he  was  misquoted,  and 
ins  actual  words  are  to  be  found  in  his 
manuscript.  What  the  minister  said  was 
as  follows:" 

"Every  day  we  hear  of  some  man  of 
business  who  has  failed  and  gone  under 
owing  to  the  stress  of  competition  ;  busi- 
ness is  war.  In  private  life  we  should 
not  think  of  acting  as  we  do  in  business; 
we  consider  it  bad  form  to  draw  atten- 
tion to  ourselves,  brag  of  our  perform- 
ances, or  exaggerate  our  good  qualities; 
yet  this  is  the  very  tiling  we  do  in 'busi- 
ness, and  no  bitsisess  succeeds  without  it. 

It  ib  only  too  true  that  the  successful 
man  of  business  is  seldom  the  most  scru- 
pulous, and  the  struggle  for  a  footing 
tends  to  make  men  hard  in  their  dealings 
with  their  fellows. 
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A  perusal  of  the  above  will  show  that 
the  matter  might  well  be  regarded  as

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Tub  Story  of  the  Rhode  Island  Al-  j 
maxack  of  1728,  Printed  at  Newport  j 
in  1727  by  James  Franklin. 


One  of  the  most  interesting  and  even 
remarkable  pieces  of  literary  detective 
work  ever  known  to  me  has  recently 
taken  place  in  Boston.  It  was  the 
discovering  in  a  book,  unique,  in  Bos- 
ton, of  a  leaf  covering  two  pages,  which 
belonged  to  a  book,  also  unique,  in 
the  Library  of  Congress.  The  first  book 
here  mentioned  was  printed  in  1692;  the 
second  in  1728.  I  will  print  the  story. 
Between  the  years  1878- 1893,  the  Li- 
brary of  George  Brinley  was  sold  at 
unction.  The  Catalogue  was  in  live 
parts,  numbered  from  1  to  9501.  Num- 
ber 2410  was  "The  Rhode  Island  Al- 
manack For  the  Year  1728.  By  Poor 
Robin."  The  imprint  was,  '"Printed  and 
sold  by  J.  Franklin  at  his  Printing 
House,  Newport,  1728.  The  only  known 
copy  of  this  Almanack  is  in  the  Library 
of  Congress  at  Washington,  D.  C.  It 
was  purchased  at  the  first  Brinley  sale; 
the  price  paid  was  $35-  There  is  this 
line  in  the  Brinley  Catalogue  over  the 
entry  of  this  book,  "Printed  by  Frank- 
lin and  the  Widow  Franklin."  This  re- 
fers to  the  list  of  books  following;  but 
not  to  this  Almanack.  The  Brinley  Cat- 
alogue was  (five  numbers),  written  by 
J.  Hammond  Trumbull  of  Connecticut, 
whom  I  knew;  and  who  was  a  most  ac- 
curate scholar.  In  his  description,  Num- 
ber 2410,  of  this  Almanack,  he  says. 
"The  First  book  printed  in  Rhode  Is- 
land." In  Book  Notes,  v.  XI,  p.  300,  I 
have  shown  the  inacuracy  of  this  state- 


ment.  Mr.   Trumbull  also  uses   this   lan- 
guage describing  the  Almanack:  "Seven 
leaves   (one  wanting?.")

copy  of  Franklin's  Rhode  Island  Al- 
manack, for  172S,  and  that  a  leaf  was 
missing  at  the  end  of  it.  Mr.  Page  also 
discovered  that  that  leaf  in  the  Tulley 
Almanack  did  not  belong  to  it.  Putting 
these  two  facts  together,  the  Franklin 
Almanack  was  sent  to  Boston  where  the 
Tulley  last  leaf  was  transferred  to  the 
Franklin.  On  its  way  back  from  Bos- 
ton to  Washington,  it  took  a  rest  for  a 
few  days  in  the  John  Carter  Brown  Li- 
brary. While  there  it  was  decided  to 
reproduce  it  in  facsimile,  and  a  beautiful 
piece  of  work  was  done.  It  opens  with 
an  Address  to  ''the  Judicious  Reader" 
which  I  with  permission  will  reprint. 
i«e  juaicioua  KCctciei  v>  ih  perceive  on 
the  following  pages  much  beside  a 
Counterfeit  Presentment  of  an  Old  Al- 
manack. This  little  book  revives  for  a 
later  Generation  the  thoughts  and  habits 
of  a  simpler  Age.  It  shows,  better  than 
many  pages  ..pf  written  History,  how 
greatly  the  life  of  New  England  has 
changed  during  the  nearly  two  Cen- 
turies   which    have    intervened    since    its 


Original  Appearance. 

James  Franklin  was  one  of  the  Pro- 
cession of  Bostonians  who  have  followed 
the  tra.il  blazed  by  Roger  Williams,  and 
whose  removal  to  Rhode  Island  was 
agreeable  to  both  Communities.  He  was 
possessed  of  a  Press  and  Type,  and  so 
far  as  known  a  respectable  Reputation, 
in  Boston  ,  when  in  the  year  17 jo  a 
change  in  the  Political  Complexion  of 
that  Town  gave  to  a  rival  Printer  the 
work,  previously  enjoyed  by  Franklin, 
of  getting  out  the  Newspaper  issued  by 
the  local  Postmaster.  A  few  month* 
later  appeared  The  New  England  Cour- 
ant,  in  which  Franklin-  undertook  to  even 
accounts  with  those  who  were  not  his 
friends.  He  gathered  a  (".roup  of  con- 
genial Spirits,  who  came  to  be  known  to 
some  who  did  not  approve  of  them  as 
"The  Hell-Fire  Club."  With  their  as- 
sistance, Franklin  introduced  Yellow- 
Joiirtialism  into  Boston.  The  new  paper 
soon  had  the  whole  town  talking  about 
its  exposures  of  official  mismanagement 
and  its  portrayal  of  social  short-com- 
ings. The  following  pages  suggest  that 
if  James  Franklin  wished  to  be  unkind. 
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he  may  have  used  expressions  which  un- 
doubtedly irritated  those  about  whom  he 
was  writing. 

It  was  the  Age,  of  Swift  and  dddison 
and  Steele,  of  Spectators  and  Toilers; 
and  their  Xcw  England  contemporaries 
possessed  all  the  virility  and  audacity 
of  the  times.  The  Cou  rant  opposed 
whatever  it  thought  that  the  ruling  Hi- 
erarchy favoured.  When  Cotton  Mather 
and  the  other  leading  Ministers  came 
out  on  behalf  of  the  newest  medical  in- 
novation, Innoculation  against  the  Small  - 
Pox,  the  Courani  ardently  championed 
the  side  of  the  regular  Practitioners  who 
opposed  this  unheard-of  Trifling  with  the 
Image  of  God,  In  politics  it  was  against 
the  Administration,  which  bided  its  time 
until  the  pestering  sheet  overstepped  the 
bounds  and  laid  itself  open  to  Discipline. 

The  first  attempt  to  suppress  it  failed 
because  the  Authorities  discovered  that 
the  Townspeople  believed  the  Courant 
to  be  in  the  right  when  it  accused  the 
Officials,  or  some  of  their  influential 
Supporters,  of  having  too  friendly  an 
interest    in    a    Pirate    Craft    which    was 


operating  off  Boston  Harbour.  A  few 
weeks  later,  however,  the  Legislature 
took  decisive  Action,  ami  Voted:  "The 
Tendency  of  the  s.'tid  Paper  is  to  "mock 
""Religion,  and  bring  it  into  Contempt, 
"that  the  Holy  Scriptures  are  therein 
"profanely  abused,  that  the  Reverend 
"and  faithful  Ministers  of  the  Gospel 
"arc  injuriously  reflected  on.  His 
"Majesty's  Government  affronted,  and 
"the  Peace  and  good  Order  of  His  Ma- 
jesty's Subjeces  of  this  Province  "dis- 
turbed;" wherefore  Franklin  was  for- 
bidden to  print  anything  more  until  he 
had  received  permission  from  the  desig- 
nated   Official. 

The  next  week's  paper  came  out  as 
usual,  and  Franklin  was  at  once  arrested. 
In  the  following  issue,  he  announced 
that  he  had  dropped  the  Undertaking. 
and  that  the  Paper  would  be  continued 
by  a  new  Publisher,  who  was  none  other 
than  his  younger  Brother,  the  more  fa- 
mous Benjamin, theri  an  apprentice  in  the 
Printing  Shop.  The  Subterfuge  served 
its  purpose,  and  the  Courant  ran  on  un- 
til  the   summer   of   1726. 

Some  months  later,  James  Franklin  re- 
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moved  his  belongings  to  Newport  and 
set  up  his  Press  on  Tillinghast's  Wharf. 
There,  before  the  end  of  the  Year  1727, 
he  printed  "John  Hammett's  Vindica- 
tion and  Relation  *  *  *  Of  his 
withdrawing  from  the  Baptist's  Com- 
munion; Of  his  uniting  to  them  again; 
Of  his  separating  himself  wholly  from 
the  Baptists,  and  joining  himself  in 
Unity  to  the  People  called  Quakers;" 
and  the  Almanack  now  reproduced. 
These  were  the  First-fruits  of  the  first 
Rhode  Island  Press. 

The  only  copy  of  this  Almanack  now 
known  to  be  in  existence  belongs  to 
the  Library  of  Congress,,  which  bought 
it  at  the  sale  of  George  Br  in  ley's  col- 
lection in  187S.  It  then  lacked  the  last 
leaf.  A  few  weeks  ago  Mr.  Alfred  B. 
Page,  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society  Library,  identified  a  stray  leaf 
which  had  been  found  at  the  Boston 
Public  Library  as  the  missing  portion  of 
this  identical  copy  of  the  1728  Rhode  Is- 
land Almanack.  The  officials  at  the  Bos- 
ton Library  at  once  took  the  necessary 
steps,  and  the  lost  Member  is  now  once 
more  united  to  the  Body  from  whi:h  it 
had  been  so  long  separated. 

The  Author  of  the  Almanack  signs 
himself  ''Poor  Robin."  There  can  be 
little  doubt  that  this  was  in  reality  the 
pen-name .  of  the  Printer-Publisher, 
James  Franklin,  who  possessed  a  goodly 
share  of  the  Intellectual  Originality  and 
literary  facility  which  marked  the  Geni- 
us of  his  younger  brother.  The  occassion- 
al scraps  of  Philosophy  and  the  sententious 
Phrases  which,  are  crowded  into  the  va- 
cant spaces  of  the  Calendar  bespeak  a 
common  Parentage  with  the  more  fam- 
iliar Sayings  of  "Poor  Richard."  It  is 
not  a  hazardous  Suggestion  that  both 
Robin  and  Richard  acquired  their  habits 
of  keen  Observation  of  Men  and  Af- 
fairs from  a  common  source,  a  hard- 
headed  Father  and  a  shrewd  Mother 
given  to  speaking  her  Mind.

Having  no  memory  of  anyone  named 
"Philohistoricus"  ami  with  positive  hap- 
piness I  found  in  My  Providence  Direc- 
tory the  name  in  a  note  written, 
and  this  reference:  "See  George 
Parker  Win  ship,"'  which  I  am 
about  to  do.  The  Calendar  pages  of 
this  Almanack,  are  filled  with  couplets 
and  single  lines,  allusion  to  which  i> 
made  by  '"Philohistoricus"  who  describes 
them  as  "occasional  scraps  of  Philoso- 
phy and  the  sententious  phrases,  which 
bespeak  a  common  parentage  with  the 
more  faliliar  sayings  of  Poor  Richard." 
Mr.  Trumbull  also  characterized  them 
as  "pithy  remarks  and  quaint  proverbs'."

1  st. — Mr.  Hopkins  took  that  piece 
of  evidence  from  Stile's  Three  Judges, 
1794,  p.  343;  but  he  has  materially  al- 
tered it.  Mr.  Stiles  wrote :  "Colonel  Wil- 
let  fold  me  that  in  Queen  Ann's  War 
(1702-1711)  he  remembered  a  ship  of 
war  came  up  -the  bay  and  anchored  be- 
fore his  (Wiliet's)  father's  door.  The 
name  of  the  captain  was  Whale,  and  he 
was  a  kinsman  of  Mr.  Whale,  who  lived 
but  a  mile  off,  and  made  him  a  visit." 
Here  Hopkins  has  made  two  interpola- 
tions. He  writes  the  name  "Whaley" 
where  Stiles  wrote  it  '"Whale;"  and  the 
name  of  the  Captain,  "Whaley."  where 
Stiles,  under  WTllet's  information,  wrote 
it  Whale.  The  Willet  who  told  this 
story  to  Stiles,  told  it  In  1755  (Stiles' 
History,  p.  345).  Theophilus  Whale  ar- 
rived in  Kingstown,  R.  I.,  in  1680.  (Stiles 
p.  341).  Here,  on  Willet's  father's  land, 
Whale  "built  himself  a  little  under- 
ground hut,  in  a  high  bank,  or  side  hill, 
at  the  north  end,  or  head  of  a  pond 
called  Petequamscot  (Stile--,  p.  341,  2) 
and  he  subsisted  bv  fishing,  and  writing 


for  the  Petequamscot  settlers."  (Stiles' 
History,  p.  342).     2nd.— "His   (Whale's) 

Account  of  His  Family"  is  Mr.  Hopkins' 
second  piece  of  evidence,  and  "their  opu- 
lence." Mr.  Stiles  writes:  "The  Judfge 
(Hopkins)  told  me  that  old  Mr.  Whale 
never  would  tell  his  true  history." 
(Stiles'  History,  p.  347).  This  Judge 
Hopkins  was  a  son  of  Joseph  Hopkins 
and  Martha  Whale,  his  wife,  and  a 
daughter  of  the  original  Whale.  What 
is  the  force  of  C.  W.  Hopkins'  citing  the 
original  Whale's  account  of  his  family. 
Again,  "Whale  never  let  Colonel  Wiilet 
know  his  true  history."  (Stiles'  History, 
p.  343)-  How  and  where  did  C.  W.  Hop- 
kins get  it? 

3rd. — I  came  to  the  third  piece  of  evi- 
dende  given  us  by  C.  W.  Hopkins  con- 
cerning the  "mysterious  visits  of  promi- 
nent wealthy  men  of  Boston."  But  he 
mentions  no  name-.  He  took  it  from 
Stiles'  History,  p.  343.  Stiles  says:  "The 
Secretary  was  one  and  Judge  Sewall  an- 
other of  the  writers."  The  time  of  their 
visit  (there  is  but  one  visit  described 
and  this  visit  was  made  about  the  be- 
ginning of  the  century,  A.  D.  1700.  (p. 
343)-  The  Secretary  referred  to  by 
Stiles  was  Edward  Randolph  (Fones 
Records,  p.  59).  The  "prominent  wealthy 
men  of  Boston,"  including  Judge  Sew-all, 
will  be  found  in  Tone's  Records,  pp.  59- 
63.  They  were  all  land  grabbers  of  the 
worst  kind.  They  had  bought  from  In- 
dians large  tracts  in  the  "King's  Prov- 
ince," in  the  Xarragansett  country,  in 
the  Petequamscot  lands  and  on  Boston 
Neck;  the  documents  will  all  be  found 
in  Fone's  Records.  These  wealthy,  prom- 
inent, men  of  Boston  went  down  there, 
not  to  see  the  old  man  Whale,  but  to  buy 
more  lands,  or  sell  them.  It  was  in  con- 
stant action  for  the  years  16S0-1700.  C. 
W.  Hopkins  makes  another  absurd  state- 
ment which  is  in  direct  contradiction  by 
the  evidence.  He  says  these  prominent, 
wealthy  men  of  Boston,  were  there  when 
the  actual  Regicides  landed  (in  1660). 
both  Goffe  and  Whafley,  and  that  they 
(the  Boston  men)  "so  favorably  received 
I    them"  *'*  *  "and  who  were  probably  the 
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agents  through  whom  the  regicides  re- 
ceived their  remittances  from  England 
(Hopkins,  in  Hist.  Xarr.  Church,  1907, 
P--33/)-  Hopkins  has  overlooked,  or  sup- 
pressed the  fact,  that  these  "prominent, 
wealthy  Boston  men  forced  Gaffe  and 
Whalley  to  "fly"  from  Boston  to  Xew 
Haven,  and  to  live  in  secrecy  to  save 
themselves  from  being  seized  by  the  Bos- 
ton government  and  sent  back  to  Eng- 
land. If  ever  these  Boston  men  left 
money  with  Whale  it  was  to  be  used  by 
Whale,  he  buying  the  grounds,  in  the 
interest  of  the  men  who  so  secretly  left 
money  with  him. 

The  remainder  of  this  history,  or  ex- 
amination of  ''history,"  will  be  printed. 
with  that  already  printed  in  Book  Notes 
in  a  Rhode  Island  Historical  Tract.  It 
will  contain  matter  in  connection  with 
the  grave  of  Goffe,  an  actual  Regicide, 
which  has,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to 
find,  never  before  been  printed.

It  is 
a  manifest  sign  of  cold  weather  if  the 
Dew  fall  not  in  the  morning  especially 
not   being   hindred   by   the    wind.

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AN  AMERICAN  STEAM  FERRY  BOAT  OR  FLOATING  BRIDGE. 


This  curious  Engraving  I  found  in  a 
volume  published  in  London,  England, 
entitled  "77/r  H. '? r,"  v.   3.  p.  345. 

Robert  Fulton  was  the  inventor  of  this 
Steam  Boat.  It  was  not  his  first  Boat 
The  "Clercmont"  was  his  first  Steam 
Boat;  it  was  built  in  1807.  His  second 
Boat  "The  Car  of  Neptune,"  was  built 
also  in  1807.  Fulton's  invention  was 
simply  the  adapting  of  a  paddle  which 
went  by  the  crank  of  a  Watt's  Steam  En- 
gine, which  Fulton  had  studied  in  J\v.g- 
land  in  1786-1795.  Sometime,  between 
the  years  1811-1814,  he  constructed  some 
■boats  to  carry  passengers  from  New- 
York  City  across  the  Hudson  River,  to 
New  Jersey.  Above,  is  a  picture  of  one 
of  these  Ferry-boats  as  we  now  call 
them.  I  will  reprint  what  '"The  Hive" 
said  about  them.  "The  above  engraving 
represents  a  species  of  steam  ferry  boat, 
or  rather,  floating  Bridge  constructed  at 
New  York,  and  which  runs  between  that 
city  ami  the  Jersey  shore.  The  distance- 
across  the  Ferry  being  a  mile,  and  a 
quarter,  which  is  got  over  in  fifteen  or 
twenty  minutes,  may  convey  to  our  read- 
ers some  idea  of  the  most  commodious 
method  of  crossing  a  wide  river  like  the 


Hudson.  This  floating  bridge  is  a  large 
platform  laid  on  two  boats  attached  to- 
gether, side  by  side,  yet  so  as  to  admit 
the  single  wheel  which  moves  the  whole, 
to  work  between  them;  and  the  machin- 
ery is  completely  inclosed  in  a  wooden 
building  in  the  centre  of  this  platform,  so 
that  the  passengers,  caitie,  carriages,  etc., 
arc  accomodated  on  the  railed  gallery  all 
around  it.  A  troop  of  mounted  cavalry; 
or  500  foot  passengers,  at  one  time  has 
crossed  on  this  bridge.  On  each  side  of 
the  river  there  is  a  wharf,  so  constructed 
as  to  receive  and  break  the  concussion 
of  this  immense  body;  and  to  prevent  the 
necessity  of  its  turning,  it  is  furnished 
with  a  moveable  rudder  at  each  end.  I; 
is  considered  so  safe,  that  people  seldom 
get  out  of  their  carriages;  and  the  un- 
common advantage  resulting  from  this 
improvement  was  so  evident,  and  emi- 
nently acknowledged,  that  it  was  in  con- 
templation immediately  to  construct  simi- 
lar conveyances  between  New  York  and 
Long  [stand  (Brooklyn),  across  what  is 
now  called  the  East  River,  and  which 
has  most  likely  been  done  by  this  time." 
I  cannot  omit  a  passing  note  concern- 
ing "The  Hive"  from  which  this  is  taken.
